This will be used.for buildings 
and investments that will assure the in- 
stitution permanent maintenance. 

Colonel Francis W. Parker, present head 
of the Cook County Normal School, at Nor- 
mal Park, will be the head of the college, and 
he will be given wide powers for carrying to 
fruition educational ideas he has developed 
during a long career as a teacher. 

The institution will ‘be, loeated on the 
North Side, perhaps not far from Mrs. 
Blaine’s residence. 

Within ten days or two weeks more ex- 
plicit information concerning the plans un- 
der consideration may be announced. Mrs. 
Biaine’s financial advisers long ago were 
apprised of her intention to found such an 
institution, and they have been called in 
consultation with her several times. It is 
considered likely, too, that other persons of 
means, who are interested in educational

The Hague, May 27.—[ 1899, by 
William T. Stead and the New York Jour- 
nal.j~—The Peace conference burst into full 
activity and made history yesterday. In an 
hour and a quarter the question of inter- 
arbitration took its position as the first prac- 
tical question before the nations. 

The Russians’ first project was practical 
and moderate. It called for the exercise of 
good offices and mediation by neutrale in 
case of important disputes involving nation- 
al honor or vital interests. | 

Obligatory arbitration wae to be resorted 
to only in judicial disputes and controversies 
as to monetary obligation, or the interpreta- 
tion of clauses in specified classes of treaties 
and interomissions of investigation in cases 
where disputing powers are not willing to 
accept in advance award of arbitration. 
The project included three proposals: } 

First, an extension of the mediation clause 
of the treaty of Paris. | 

Second, the adoption of the American con- 
ception of obligatory arbitration, binding 
on both parties.

But the court, emanating from an interna- 
tional conference, will be open, and if both 
disputants agree it will undertake the settle- 
ment of the dispute. 

America and Great Britain have been the 
chief supporters of the Russian proposal. 
France is also strong in support of it. Italy 
follows some way after. Germany is the 
least sympathetic, but even if she should 
be actively hostile she will not be allowed 
to thwart the work of the conference. 

The only difference of opinion that has 
yet ruffied the smooth surface of the waters 
has been occasioned by the desire of the

England, France, and Italy are opposed to 
dealing with the question at this conference.

APPALLING FAMINEIN RUSSIA. 


one Million People Said to Be Starving 
to Death—Appeal to England

London, May 27.—Appalling accounts of 
the famine in Russia continue to reach Lon- 
don | 


The Rev. der Francis, pastor of the 
British-American Church in St. Petersburg 
and chairman of the Relief Fund committee, 
addresses today an appeal to the English 
people, and the Chronicle suggests opening a 
Lord Mayor's fund to collect subscriptions. 

Mr. Francis’ letter bears out the informa- 
tion cabled to the World last Sunday that one 
million people are starving to death and that 
every donor of $2 saves a life. 

Scurvy, typhus fever, typhoid fever, and 
other diseases in their more aggravated form 
have broken out, and are spreading rapidly 
among the starving people. The mortality, 
especially among the children, is alarming. 

Princess Lieven writes from the distressed 
Christopal district, eastern Russia: 

Tou cannot imagine what they eat. Any- 
thing is looked upon as good enough to fill 
the stomach, Bad typhoid fever and scurvy 
in the most virulent form are the natural 
results of the bad and insufficient food. 
There is constant bleeding from the roof of 
the mouth, which is swollen, and the gums 
also bleed when touched. The teeth get 
loose in their sockets. Open sores appear 
on the feet, Death comes from internal 
hemorrhage. 

About 70 cents is sufficient to buy food 
to keep up the strength of a man during a 
month. So little money goes along way. But 
thousands are to be fed and speedy help 
is needed, for people's lives are at stake.“ 


RAIN BLOCKADES THE THEATERS 


Other Shelters—Streets Flooded.

He had no 
arms, but stated that his duty consisted. in 
gathering forage for the horses and hunting 
for food, etc. After some delay the neces- 
sary papers were signed and the money was 
handed over. 

Colonel Randall found one man threaten- 

ing persons who wished to apply, and or- 
dered him off the premises. ; @ 
. Within the next two hours six more men 
were paid. Not one of them had a receipt 
for arms surrendgred, but each proved that 
he had been connected with the army in 
the capacity of a servant. 

Throughout the afternoon Colonel Randall 
and the others connected with the disburse- 
ment of the fund waited patiently, until 
early in the evening the assembly sples de- 
parted out of patience. Colonel Randall 
believes that when the paymasters leave the 
city they will find that the soldiers in the 
province will receive the American bounty, 
which, through false stories and possibly 
through the intimidation of certain Cuban 
officers, has been practically refused here. 


Try Again Tomorrow. 

The English edition of La Lucha pub- 
Ushes an editorial which has caused com- 
ment among the army officers, inciting the 
men not to receive the money; though, 
strangely, the Spanish edition of the paper, 
a few days ago, advised loyal Cubans to 
accept the American terms. The payment 
will continue Monday, and it is considered 
likely that more Cubans will accept.

Captain Alfred Dreyfus was the only Jew 
on the French general staff. De Mores and 
Paty de Clam—especially De Mores—were 
among the most violent of the Jew- 
baiters of Paris. A brief glance at the anti- 
Semitic agitation in Paris fer the two years 
previous to the accusation of Dreyfus will 
clear away much of the mystery of the 
bordereau. 

The anti-Semitic agitation is of recent 
origin, when compared with the agitation in 
Russia and Germany; but what it lacks in 
age it makes up in virility. In 1891 the 
hostility to the Jews in France had become 
Bo pronounced that Paul Deroulede, founder 
of the Boulangist “‘ League of Patriots,” 
and the personal and political friend of Gen- 
eral Zurlinden,..arose in the Chamber of 
Deputies and accused the Jews of wishing 
to dechristtianize France.

The public degradation of Captain Dreyfus 
took place on Jan. 5, 1895, and its story has 
been written and pictured so ofter it is per- 
fectly familiar to every reader of current 
events. Jan. 9 the Chamber of Deputies 
passed a special law condemning Dreyfus 
to imprisenment and exile on the Isle du 
Diable, a barren rock in the Atlantic, off the 
coast of French Guian:. 

The degradation of the proud French 
officer was complete. Accused of high trea- 
son, torn from his wife and children, pub- 
licly subjected to the most complete humilia- 
tion possible to give an officer and a men, 
and finally dressed in felon rags, caged like 
a wild beast, and sentenced to solitary con- 
finement on a barren isiand under a tropical 
sky, the object of the scorn and calumny 
of the anti-Semitic propaganda, was appar- 
ently doomed to a death both lingering and 
ignoble. 

But the men responsible for his punish- 
ment made one mistake. Thelr work was 
too perfect. The prisoner on Devil's Island 
sat in the flerce light that beats from the 
throne of the Most High, and in its vivid 
glare he became visible to the people of 
every nation that loves justice and honors 
truth. 

Had Dreyfus paid the penalty of his alleged 
treason with his life his body could have 
been hidden bencath a sod moistened only 
by the tears of wife and children and for- 
gotten of man. But on a barren island far- 
out in the Atlantic he was seen and pitied 
by the whole world. and thus it was the in- 
exorable derand of public opinion, voiced 
in the language of every tongue, tom- 
pelled France to open again the records. 
And the punishments which have already 
fallen have been great. 


Adding Perjury to Forgery. 
General Mercier Prevents the Certain Ac- 
quittal of Dreyfus by Falsifying Docu- 
ments and Reading from Secret Papers. 


At the time of the discovery of the bor- 
dereau Casimir-Perier was President of 
France, M. Dupuy Premier, and General 
Mercier Minister of War. Count von Mun- 
ster was the German Ambassador to France. 
His military attaché was Colonel von 
Schwarzkoppen. The military attaché of the 
Italian Embassy was Lieutenant Colonel 
Panizzardi. This is the dramatis persons of 
the Dreyfus tragedy when it originally ap- 
peared before the public. 

It so happened Von Schwarzkoppen and 
Panizzardi, the military attachés, were 
warm personal friends and in the habit of 
writing to each other. It likewise happened 
their letters had, for reasons best known to 
the French secret service, been intercepted, 
opened, photographed, resealed, and sent on 
to their destination. 7 | 

In one of these letters reference was made 
to a man designated simply by the initial 
D.“ As a matter of fact“ D' was the 
initial of a certain Frenchman (not Dreyfus, 
by any means) whose young wife was ex- 
tremely popular with the German and Italian 
military attachés, and had been entertained 
by them at various petits soupers. In one of 
the letters intercepted and photographed ap- 
peared the phrase Cette canaille de D—— 
devient trop exigeante.“ The letter was 
filed away with the others. 

Soon afterwards came the discovery of the 
bordereau, the arrest of Dreyfus, and his 
indictment by Du Paty de Clam. The court- 
martial assembled and the government pro- 
ceeded to prove that Dreyfus wrote the bor- 
dereau through the testimony of*five govern- 
ment experts, who stood three to two for 
the affirmative. Then followed theories and 
cases, all cunningly enough de- 
vised. 

Dreyfus had a lawyer, Maitre Demange, 
who riddled the government's evidence. The 
court-martial retired to deliberate. After, 
several ballots it decided there was not 
enough evidence to convict... There were 
present in the room General Mercier, Du 
Paty du Clam, Colonel Sandherr, the Judges 
and several others officers. 

General Mercier, seeing the almost cer- 
tain acquittal of Dreyfus, addressed the 
court-martial, saying: 

Gentlemen, there is something more. I 
shall read to you one sentence from a letter 
in cipher that some months ago came into 
the possession of the ministry. You will 


permitted to present the context.“ 

Then in. 4 distinct yoice General Mercier 
read slowly: 

“ Décidément, cette canaille de Dreyfus 
devient trop exigeante.”’ 

The sentence will be recognized as the 
one penned by the military attaché when 
writing to his friend, and referring to the 
husband who had been the dupe of both. 

General Mercier déliberately changed the 
“ D—”"’ in the original letter into“ Drey- 
tus.“ To convict Dreyfus he made use of a 
letter which could not refer to Dreyfus. He 
submitted testimony he knew to be false, 
and.he did it with the intent to deceive the 
court-martial. 

The court-martial accepted the false evi- 
dence and brought in a verdict of guilty, in 
plain defiance of article 101 of the French

First Proof of the Innocence of Dreyfus 
‘Comes in Fragments and as Mysterious-

Dreyfus had n a prisoner on Devil's Is- 
land more than & year before the first tangi- 
ble proof of his innocence made its appear- 
ance.

A petit bleu is common enough in Paris. 
It is simply a little blue postal card, sold for 
a sou. Upon it may be written a brief mes- 
sage. It is deposited in the postoffice and by 
pneumatic tube transmitted to the branch 
office nearest its destination. Millions of 
petits bieus fly through the pneumatic tubes 
every year, 

Lieutenant Colonel George Picquart had 
been Chief of the Secret Intelligence de- 
partment of the French War office since 
June 1, 1805. He is an honest maa, and 
because he is honest he is in prison. He had 
been in office nearly a year when, on May 1, 
1896, an agent—a spy—of his department 
brought to him from the German Embassy 
the fragments of a petit bleu. 

As in the case of the bordereau, the frag- 
ments of the petit bleu were pasted together, 
when it was found to read as follows: +, 

Above all, I await a more detailed expllnation 
than the one you gave me the other day, on the 
question at issue. In consequence, I beg you 
to give it to me in writing, that I may decide 
whether I shall be able to continue my relations 
with the firm of R—~—. 

The petit bleu was addressed to M. le 
Commandant Esterhazy, 27 Rue de la Bien- 
faissance,“ and was in the handwriting of 
Colonel von Schwarzkoppen, the German 
military attaché. 

Colonel Picquart naturally wondered why 
the German military attaché should be in 
correspondence with an oflicer of the French 
general staff, and quietly began a little inves- 
e little dreaming where it would lead 

m. | 

First of all, he secured authenticated speci- 
mens of Esterhazy’s handwriting. It hada 
Strangely familiar look, and still without 
fusp*cion, he began to compare the writing 
| With specimens of secret correspondence 
filed away in the archives. 

Finaliy, he placed Esterhazy’s handwriting 
beside the bordereau. The writings were 
identical. Colonel Ficquart, who all along 
had believed in the guilt of Dreyfus, had 
unexpectedly stumbled upon the proof of 
his innocence. | 

Colonel Picquart at once communicated 
his discovery to his superiors, Generals 
Gonse and Boisdeffre. At first he was en- 
couraged to proceed with his investigations. 

On Nov. 16, of the same year, Colonel 
Picquart. an honest dfficer, who had diswov- 
ered the innocence of Dreyfus, wzs dis- 
missed from the position of Chief of the 
Secret Intelligence department and ordered 
to a post on the frontier of Tripoli.

The forgeries may be explained briefly, 
In all the genuine letters contained in the 
secret dossier there was nonein which Drey- 
fus was referred to by name. In several 
of these genuine jetters appears the expres-- 
sion Cette canaille de D—~’’ 
These letters were read, as already re- 
lated, by General Mercier to the Judges in 
the court-martial, and caused the convic- 
tion of Dreyfus. In reading them General 
Mercier in each case supplied the word 
„Dreyfus, instead of giving the correct 
reading. Db 
In order to remedy the defect, and to give 
full force to the letters referring to“ Cette 
canaille de D——’ it was necessary to in- 
elude in the dossier incriminating letters, 
which mentioned Dreyfus’ name in full. 
Colonel Henry supplied these letters by re- 
sorting to forgery, calling to his assistance 
an ex-policeman of the name Lemercur- 
Picard. The ex-policeman seems to have 
executed the forgeries. Afterwards he was 
found strangled to death in his room—an- 
other victim of the conspiracy. 


Esterhazy the Real Criminal. | 
Author of the Bordereau Discovered by 
Piequart, and Exposed by a Stockbroker 
—Dreyfus Still the Victim of the Con- 
spiracy. | 

The officers of the general staff who sent 

Piequart into exile after his discovery of 

the real author of the bordereau imagined 

their secret was safe, but they reckoned in 
opposition to fate. | 

One day, near the end of October, 1897, M. 
de Castro, Esterhazy's stockbroker, hap- 

pened to buy a copy of a paper containing a 

facsimile of the bordereau. He at once 

recognized his client's handwriting. Taking 
samples of Esterhazy’s handwriting Castro 
went to M. Scheurer-Kestner, one of the 

Vice Presidents of the Senate, who was 


easily convinced of Esterhazy’s guilt. 
Scheurer-Kestner carried the proofs to 
General Billot, then Minister of War. n- 


eral Billot refused to receive them, deciar- 
ing the case had been closed. | 

On Nov. 13, 1897, with the proofs in his 
hands, Mathieu Dreyfus, brother of the 
prisoner, addressed an open letter to n- 
eral Billot, publicly accusing Esterhazy of 
being the author of the bordereau, and de- 
manding justice for his brother. | 

Public attention was turned to Esterhazy. 
His record was examined. It was found he 
was a profligate, a gambler, and, above all, 
a traitor to the army and to France. The 
proofs were overwhelming. 

Instead of taking prompt steps to purish 
Esterhazy the officers of the general staff 
promised to protect him. They advised him 
to demand an investigation. He did so, and 
a court-martial was ordered on Jan. 2, 1898. 
Picquart was recalled from his exile, and 
testified against Esterhazy. The hand- 
writing experts who in 18@4 swore Dreyfus 
had written the bordereau testified they 
were mistaken, and excused their mistake 
by declaring Dreyfus had traced the letters 
of the bordereau from specimens of Ester- 
hazy's writing. | | 

Esterhazy was acquitted, and given a pub- 
lic demonstration in Paris. Picquart Ras 
arrested and thrown into prison on the 
charge of having forged the petit bleu. The 
general staff had saved itself again, but 
afterwards Esterhazy was dismissed from 
the army. He fled to England, where later 
he confessed to having written the borde- 
reau. | |

Zola to the Rescue. 
Prominent French Novelist and Writer 
Accuses the General Staff of Conspiracy 
and Is Tried and Condemned. 

The day after Picquart was arrested Emile 
Zola, the French novelist. began his crusade 
in behalf of Dreyfus. He was thoroughly 
convinced of Dreyfus’ innocence, and be- 
lieved he had. béen convicted by illegal 
means. | 

He began the celebrated J’accuse let- 
ters in the columns of L’Aurore, which 
aroused France into a frenzy of excitement. 

Zola appealed to Felix Faure, then Pregi- 
dent of France, to do justice to the prisoner 
‘of Devil's Island. In words burning with 
eloquence he accused the officers of the 
French general staff of the conspiracy to 
punish an innocent man and challenged them 
to prosecute him for libel. | 

The army dared not ignore the challenge. 
Zola was arrested, tried, and convicted. ‘The 
trial was one of the greatest travesties on 
justice ever witnessed in France. Witnesses 
were ordered not to speak. Others refused to 
speak. Officers of the army crowded the 
courtroom and menaced the witnesses. 

Zola’s conviction was a foregone conclu- 


slon. He was granted anewtrial. Knowing 


the hopelessness of his case he went beyond 


the frontier®f France. He was convicted a 


second time, and is yet in England, a volun- 
tary exile, awaiting the triumph of justice. 
| 


Henry’s Suicide—or Murder. | 
Convicted of His Perjuries, the Tool of 
the General Staff Ends His Life in a 
Prison Cell a Few Hours After His 
Arrest. 


Zola's conviction was followed soon by the 
exposure of Colonel Henry’s part in the 
forgery of the documents of the secret 
dossier. 

The discovery of Henry's part in the con- 
Spiracy was made by Godefroy Cavaignac, 
who had succeeded General Billot as Minis- 
ter of War. Cavaignac was a firm believer 
in the honor of the army. He was con- 
vinced of the guilt of Dreyfus—so convinced 
he invited interpellation on the subject in 
the Chamber of Deputies, His blind faith 
in the army was the cause of his downfall. 

Op July 7, 1898, in reply to questions in 
the Chamber of Deputies, Cavaignac made 
a speech, carefully prepared in advance, and 
designed to so firmly fix the guilt of Dreyfus 
his case could never be re ned. b 

He read the letters of the German and 
Italian military attachés, in which the name 
of Dreyfus appeared written out in full. 
He closed by reading what purported to be 
the statement of a Captain Lebrun-Renaud, 
containing a confession by Dreyfus. The 
Chamber of Deputies received the speech 
with enthusiasm. Mee | 

Two days later, however, Picquart wrote 
to Premier Brisson, declaring he was in a 

osition to prove the documents read by

Cavaignac, who had been the dupe of the 
general staff, started a quiet investigation. 
He quickly found the proofs of the forgery. 
On Aug. 30 Cavaignac called Colonel Henry 
into his private office, and in the interview 
which followed Henry confessed to the 
forgery of the incriminating documents of 
the secret dossier read by Cavaignac in the 
Chamber of Deputies. 

lienry left Cavaignac’s office under arrest. 
A few hours later an unknown officer visited 
him in his prison cell and remained for some 
time. A day later the announcement of 
Colonel Henry’s suicide electrified Paris. 

Henry's suicide brought the great drama 
to the closing act. Cavaignac resigned his 
office in disgrace. Esterhazy fied from 
Paris. Picquart, having already been dis- 
missed from office, was again thrown in 
prison, where he yet remains. 

Premier Brisson, impelled by the force of 
public opinion, finally, on Sept. 26, referred 
the Dreyfus.verdict to the oriminal sec- 
tion of the Court of Cassation for investiga- 
tion. | 

Early in the present year the Chamber of 
Deputies passed the law referring the Drey- 
fus case to the whole Court of Cassation, 
and thus completed the final act in the 
tragedy which began on April 1, 1804, and 
did not reach the beginning of the end until 
five years filled with conspiracy, perjury, 
forgery, suicide, and murder had passed.

IS HE A NEW BOULANGER? 


MARCHAND TO REACH PARIS IN A 
BLAZE OF GLORY. 


— 


Excitable People of Capital Planning 
a Demonstration Which Will Be 
One of the Most Brilliant Seen for 
Years—Delegates from Army and 
Navy to Receive Hin at the Military 
Clab—Police Precautions , Against 
Trouble,

AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

Paris, May 27.—Thisg is the crucial week in 
France. It will witness at last the triumph 
of justice in the Dreyfus case and the at- 
tempt to elevate Major Marchand into a 
second Boulanger. 

‘On Tuesday Marchand lands at Toulon 
after his years of toll in Africa, Radicals 
and army champions and excitable people 
of all types will seek to glorify him and in 
every way to make him the ido! of the army 
perhaps to. incite a revolutionary fever 
with his name—but no calm man imagines 
for a moment the French Republic will be 
shaken. 

Marchand, the hero, is a typical French 
soldier. He is simply a Major of marines, 
born of people hard working and con- 
scientious, Three years ago he was as- 
signed to interrupt the progress of Eng- 
land in Egypt. With a handful of men he 
put in the first of the pin pricks which after- 
wards developed into a national policy. 

According to common report the plan was 
for that famous freebooter, Marquis de 
Mores, to join the Mahdi to fight England 
under a black flag, while Prince Henri 
d'Orleans was to tramp through Abyssinia 
and aid his compatriots with the troops of 
Meneliek. 

Marchand was to enter west Africa and 
march across to the upper Nile, but Mores 
was killed and Prince Henri found engross- 
ing attentions elsewhere. ‘ 


Bundled Out of Fashoda. 

So Marchand kept on bravely alone, and 
reached Fashoda in July, 1898, but was soon 
bundled out by the victorious English. 

From Fashoda he is now on his way home 
a hero despite his defeat. Medals have been 
struck and as many honors planned for 
him as America is devising for Dewey. 

Politicians, scrupulous and unscrupulous, 
are figuring to take advantage of him. The 
disaffected of all parties, especially those 
who will be discredited by a Dreyfus re- 
vision, hope the little Major of marines will 
become dictator, champion of the army. and 
by his timely arrival check the course cf 
justice. 

A doubtful quantity is Marchand himself, 
who will-be fresh from the deserts and 
swamps of Africa, to become the tool of the 
disaffected riff raff of France, ready to take 
any advantage he may offer. 


Plans for the Reception. 
IBY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

Paris, May 27.—A great demonstration is 
being prepared in honor of Major Marchand 
on his arrival in Paris next week. The Mil- 
itary club, where the African explorer will 
stay, is to be elaborately decorated. 

General Zurlinden, the Military Governor 
of Paris, has arranged for delegations of all 
arms of the army and navy to receive the 
Major at the club. Everybody present will 
be in uniform, so the event will be one of the 
most brilliant receptions ever seen in Paris. 

The police have prepared to cope with at- 
tempts to arouse a repetition of the Boulan- 
ger craze. All seditious emblems will be 
seized. Major Marchand, however, is not de- 
sirous of playing the role of a second Boulan- 
ger. His father has received a letter from 
him, saying: | 

“The news that some sort of a grandiose 
reception is in store fills me with disappojnt-. 
ment, not unmingled with disdain. My sword | 
honor it by playing the game of a few 
factious individuals.” 

It is cettain there will be stirring scenes in 
Paris on Monday, however, as Major Mar- 
chand's reception follows the méeting of the 
Court of Cassation, to consider the report of 
the President of the civil section of that body, 
Ballot de Beaupre, in favor of a revision of 
the Dreyfus trial and the trial of M. De- 
roulede and Marcel-Habert for inciting sol- 
diers to insubordination in connection with 
the election of President Loubet. 


ROW OVER CASTELAR’S BODY. 


Generals Weyler and Campos Refuse to 
Follow Request of Premier Silvela 
—Family Refuses Honors. 


Madrid, May 27.—President McKinley has 
telegraphed to Bellamy Storer, United States 
Minister at Madrid, to represent him at the 
funeral of Sefior Castelar. The body ar- 
rived here at 5 o’clock this morning. 
Sefior Castelar’s body is lying in state in 
the Chamber of Deputies. When the body 
arrived at the station a dispute arose be- 
tween the family of the dead statesman 
and the government representatives, the 
family protesting against the wording of the 
decree ordering that the expenses of the ob- 


sequles be borne by the public, as the pre- 


amble seemed to indicate that the only merit 
of the deceased was that he died poor. 

Sefior Silvela replied that the council of 
State would consider the matter, but could 
not alter the wording of the decree. 

General Weyler blames the government 
for not paying military honors to the dead 
statesman, saying that none had done more 
for the army than Sefior Castelar. 

General Polavieja, Minister of War, has 
sent a circular inviting the Generals to at- 
tend the obsequies, attired in plain clothes. 
To this General Campos has replied that he 
will go in uniform, declaring that as a 
Spaniard and a General he regarded Sefior 
Castelar as one of the glories of Spain and 
of the untverse.“ Many officers of high rank 
will follow the example of General Campos. 


Big Steamship Still Remains on the 
Rocks Despite Extraordinary 
Measures to Float It. 


Falmouth, May 27.—Another supreme et- 
fort to float the Paris was made this evening, 
but resulted in failure. Six tugs were made 
fast to the steamer's hawser and anchors 
were put out astern, the chains from which 
were attached to.the steam winches on the 
stranded steamer. The propellers of the 
Paris were then driven at full steam astern. 
but the efforts were unaviling. After an 
hour’s straining the main hawser broke and 
the ‘task was abandoned until tomorrow 
evening. The hope of floating the Paris is 
growing faint. 

The statement by cable that the Paris may 
have lost its bearings and for that reason gone 
on the rocks makes me think of a peculiar oc- 
eurrence during the tour of the steamship in the 
West Indies last March,“ said H. H. Gross last 
night. I was one of the passengers. We start- 
ed out from Barbadoes yr Trinidad, but we did 
not reach port when we expected. In time we 
saw land ahead and steamed up to within two 
miles of it, when suddenly the ship turned about 
amd put back on its course. Finally we reached 
the island for which we had started. It was ap- 
parem to many on board that we had gone too 
far to the northward, had passed Trinidad, anti 
had gone on west to within two miles of the coast 
of Venezuela, when we turned around and put 
back. There was much quiet inquiry on the part 
of the passengers about this, but when we asked 
the officers of the Paris why it happened they 
gave non-committal answers.“

FUTILE EFFORT TO SAVE PARIS. 


Sether at the election. 


Eccentric Character, Noted for Many 
Years as an Itinerant Preacher, 
Passes Away at Evanston. 


Marcus A. De Coudres, aged 93 years, died 
at his residence, 1723 ° Sherman avenue, 
Evanston, yesterday morning, after a long 
illness. Death was due to his advanced 
age. Father De Coudres was one of the 
most familiar figures in Evanston. He was 
eccentric both in manner and clothes, for 
although reputed to be one of the wealthiest 
men of the suburb his dress was shabby. 

De Coudres was born in New York State 
and received only what education he could 
pick up by himself, but before he was 20 
years old he entered the pulpit, and until 
a few years ago was regarded as one of the 
most effective itinerant speakers of the 
Methodist Church. In the early ‘40s he 
came West by the way of the great lakes 
and settled at Sockville, Wis. Ten churches 
were started by him in that district before 
he removed to Evanston in 1863. 

He had a great hatred of show and never 
would have his picture taken. He believed, 
he often said, that such vanity was an insti- 
gation of the devil. He never allowed his 
name to appear in connection with his do- 
nations to the poor, and the extent of his 
work among the destitute in Evanston never 
will be known. | 

Mr. De Coudres was married three times 
and left a widow, formerly Charlotte Den- 
ham, of Marcellus, N. V. Three children 
survive him. They are Mrs. A. C. Smith 
of Preble, N. Y., and Louls and Adolphus 
De Coudres of Evanston, but who are now 
in the State of Washington. 

The funeral will take place from the resi- 
dence tomorrow and will be private. 


Spanish Cruiser Turned Over to Govern- 
ment Amid Firing of Cannon 
and Blowing of Whistles. 


Norfolk, Va., May 27.—Amidst the boom- 
ing of cannon and the screaming of steam 
whistles from tugs, bay steamers, and ocean 
liners, the captured Spanish cruiser Reina 
Mercedes arrived in port this afternoon and 
accompanying it was a flotilla of thirty-six 
tugs, all profusely decorated with flags. Can- 
non saluted as the ship was towed through 


whistles in an almost continuous scream 
from the time they rounded Lambert's Point 
till the navy yard was reached. 

Thousands of people witnessed the proces- 
sion through the harbor, they being all along 
the water front on both sides of the river 
upon housetops. 

The Mercedes was saluted by every passing 
steamer and acknowledged each greeting by 
a blast of her whistle. The steamer carries 
on its deck a small engine used for pumping 
out her bilges and to this has been attached 
a whistle made out of six inch shells. 

Slowly the procession, amid deafening 
noise, moved up to the navy yard, where 
are the monitors Terror and Puritan, the 
crulser San Francisco, training ships Essex 
and Alliance, besides other war vessels and 
the crew aboard gave three mighty cheers 
as the Mercedes was towed up.

FILIPINOS PLAN PEACE, 


LEADERS IN MANILA FORMULATE 
MEMORIAL OF EXPECTATIONS. 


Recognize American Supremacy and 
Admit Right to Appoint Governor— 
Fall In with Ideas of Commission-. 
ers—Official Organ Started Under 
Name of La Democracia — No Need 
to Call Volunteers—President’s De- 


termination Firm.

Manila, May 27.—Wealthy and influential 
Filipinos of Manila have formulated a 
memorial to be presented tb the Peace com- 
mission, embodying their constitutional ex- 
pectations. It is drafted on the models of 
the American and Malolos constitutions, by 

Dr. de Travera of the University of Manila, 
former!y Director of Diplomacy in the Ma- 
Jolos government; Arellano, a professor in 
the university; Florentino Torres, a former 
member of the Court of Justice of Cebu; 
and Lagarda, ex-Minister of Finance in 
‘Aguinaldo’s Cabinet. 

The memorial recognizes the sovereignty 
of America and admits our right to appoint 
@ Governor. It asks limited suffrage and 
the electicn by the people of the judicial and 

legislative branches. It recognizes the fact 
that the Filipinos are incapable of self-gov- 
ernment, and desires full and complete an- 
nexatlon. 

An official organ, already started, to be 
published daily and called La Democracia, 
editorially says: 

“We see no reason why we should dis- 
trust the Americans. The liberty of Filipino 
citizens is an accomplished fact. America 
seeks to know the desires of the Filipinos 
and the people of the islands. It deplores 
the fact that hostilities have not ceased, and 
advises the Filipinos to accept the terms of 
the peace commission.” 

This proclamation urges the military 

y to lay down its arms and enjoy the 
blessings of liberty. The movement is the 
outgrowth of the commission's invitation 
to the Filipinos to formulate their desires 
in writing. 

The editor of La Democracia says that | 
Luna and Rio del Pilar are the only Gen- 
erals who want the war continued. They 
have 3,000 men; Aguinaldo only 300. 


Evacuation of Zamboanga. 

The evacuation of Zamboanga by the 
1,490 Spanish troops took from May 19 to 
May 24, the Spanish maintaining their fight- 
ing line in the vicinity of the fort, and the 
natives attempting to force their way 
through: continually. As the Spaniards 
withdrew the insurgents under Vicente 
Alvare, a former interpreter of the Spanish 
government, succeeded in burning the larg- 
est part of the city. 

Rios acted under instruction from Madrid, 
with the consent of General Otis. Rios says 
the insurgents have not less than 1,000 arms, 
besides artillery and much ammunition, all 
stolen from Spanish gunboats. 

The American gunboats Castine and 
Helena witnessed the evacuation, but the 
matives retreated into the country on their 


approach. 
Rios reports that Sulu has been success- 
fully occupied by the Twenty-third Rogi- 


ment. The arsenal, arms, and ammunition : 


were turned over to the Americans, The 
natives are peaceful, and offered no re- 
sistance. 


No Call for. Volunteers. . 
Washington, D. C., May 27.—[Special.J—

temporizing is at an end and his decision for 
vigorous’ measures if the moderate and emi- 
nemily fair proposition e to the Filipino 
representatives by the an commis- 
sion is not promptly accepted, caused a re- 
vival of the of another cali for volun- 
teers today, but as far as can be learned the 
President has not given the matter serious 
consideration. 

It is urged that it would be useless to send 
volunteers across the Pacific at the begin- 
ning or in the middie of the rainy season, as 
active field ons could not be under- 
taken until the return of good weather. 

It is also felt that the Filipino represen- 
tatives understand the United States has 
made its last offer, and they need not come 
within. our Mnes again except under sur- 
render on the terms stated to them. They 

‘have been given an object lesson of the 
power and resources of the American army 
and navy, and it is belMeved will realize the 
uselessness of further opposition. 

The only disturbing factor in the situation, 
and it is recognized here as an important 
one, is the fact that the Filipinos expect that 
the Hoars, Atkineons, and other anti-im- 

' perialists, will really have some weight in 
Congress and may secure the recall of the 
American army and the surrender of the 
archipelago to Aguinaldo and his co-con- 
apirators. If it were not for this hope the 
authorities in the Philippines and in Wash- 
ington believe that the insurgents would 
make unconditional surrender tomorrow. 


Volunteers May Re-enlist. 

It is not by any means certain that the 
volunteers now in the Philippines will de- 
cune to reénlist for six months under the 
provisions of the new army law. They 
will be given the opportunity and the ad- 
vantages of such a reénlistment explained to 
them. It would mean several hundred 
dollars in commuted extra travel rations to 
them, a sum which would come in nicely 
with most of the boys on their return home. 
Until there has been a definite expression 
from the volunteers on the subject of re- 
Silistment it will not be known whether

New York Herald in Editorial Says Its 
Effect Is Only to Encourage 
Philippine Rebels. 


Under the caption, “The Meddlesome 

Peace Commissioners Should Be Called Off,”’ 

the New York Herald of Friday prints the 

following editorial: 

„President McKinley should lose no time 

in calling off the meddlesome peace commis- 

sioners he foolishly sent to Manila. Their 

sentimental pourparleying can have no other 
effect than to encourage the Filipinos to 

further resistance, 

“Their blue coats, red trousers, and gold 
laces are disgusting anti-climaxes to our 
troops, who are fighting for the flag, sen- 
erally stripped to the buckskin. 

„The so-called envoys from Aguinaldo 
with whom Messrs. Schurman, Denby, and 
Worcester were in conference for nearly a 
week left Manila yesterday on their way to 
rejoin Aguinaldo, They were feted and lion- 
ized for days, and resplendent in fine clothes, 
went driving about the city and holding re- 
ceptions in the houses of ndtive sympa- 
thizers. 

“And now, having established closer com- 
munication with their sympathizers in Ma- 
nila, they are being escorted back to their 
lines, puffed up with their own importance, 
impressed with the notion that the United 
States is dealing with them as equals, and is 
eager to compromise with them. All the 
precious promises and arguments of our 
Commissioners are rejected. In fact, the 
so-called envoys, as it turns out, had no au- 
thority to act for the insurgents in any 
event. 

“What effect can all this have except to 
encourage Aguinaldo to renewed resistance? 
As one of the envoys remarked after a four- 
hours’ session with the Commissioners, ‘ We 
think we can get better terms.’ That tells 
the whole story. General Otis—the only non- 
civilian member of the Peace commission 
since Admiral Dewey's departure—properly 

held aloof from these pow-wows, and when 
approached merely iterated his demand that 
the insurgents should lay down their arms. 
While the civilian Commissioners were en- 
tertaining the envoys on Tuesday—spending

Until they are 
conquered there is no time for peace palaver 
or political diplomacy.

Paris, May 26.—Mme. Catulle Mendes did 
not witness the duel between her husband, 
the famous poet, and George Vanor, the dra- 
matic critic, in which the former was seri- 
ously wounded. So she said when seen in 
her apartment in the Rue Boccadop today. 

“I was a witness of the quarrel in the 
theater,“ she said, between Catulle and M. 
Vanor. It was a childish affair. During the 
performance Catulle, who is a great friend 
and admirer of Sarah's, said to M. Vanor 
enthusiastically, ‘Is it not superb?’ Vanor 
replied, ‘I think it ridiculous for the part of 
a fat man to be played by a thin woman.’ 

Catulle, who all his life has worshiped 
beauty and art, was carried away by indig- 
nation at this slighting remark and replied, 
‘I think you are an imbecile, for the sake of 
antithesis to decry such a splendid creation 
of art.’ | | |

I wished to go on the ground, but Fernand 
tod me it would not stop the duel and might 
unhinge Catulle, thus placing him at the 
mercy of M. Vanor, who is a skilled swords- 
man. | 

There I passed three-quarters of an hour 
of awful horror while Desmoulins brought 
me reports of how the fight was proceeding. 
He tried to buoy me up and said finally 
Catulle had only been scratched, but a min- 
ute later word came he had fainted. 

J rushed to the Moulin Rouge, where I 
saw my Catulle lying pale and deathlike on 
a mattress. I thought him dead, but he was 
brought around. and my brave husband's 
first remark to me was: ‘ You here, dearest? 
You are too late. You missed a beautiful 
scene and a dramatic combat. Do not fear. 
I am not much hurt. I did my best. It was 
no make-believe duel.’ | 

“Then he smiled. I carried him home, and 
since then he has been on the brink of death, 
but the doctors now hold out hope.

Without a great fortune I should not 
have been able to civilize countries, build 
railways and telegraphs, and suppress re- 
bellions.

Paris, May 27.—Former President Harri- 
son, accompanied by General Horace Porter, 
United States Ambassador, this morning 
had an interview lasting twenty minutes 
with M. Delcasse, Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs. The interview was of the most cor- 
dial character. 

This afternoon Mr. Harrison and Mr. Por- 
ter called upon President Loubet. After a 
ceremonious introduction, the former and 
the actual Presidents dropped all formality 
and conversed in the most friendly manner 
upon topics of interest to the two countries. 

M. Loubet said he was especially pleased 
to meet Mr. Harrison, who was “ doubly his 
colleague, both being heads of sister re- 
publics and both lawyers.” He Also said 
he desired to congratulate Mr. Harrison 
upon the mission with which he had been 
entrusted and which had brought him to 
Paris, and expressed gratification that the 
Venezuelan commission had elected to meet 
in France. 

Mr. Harrison replied in a similar vein, say- 
ing he was rejoiced at the meeting of the 
commission in. Paris, as it gave him an op- 
portunity of visiting for the first time a 


admiration ard which was united to his own 
by so many inseparable bonds. He then 
tharked M. Loubet for the cordial hospital- 
ity of the commissioners, whose mission was 
one of peace, and for the interést shown in 
their work. 


His View on Arbitration. 

The President and ex-President then drift- 
ed to the general subject of arbitration, Mr. 
Harrison expressing the view that it was es- 
sential, in order to make the use of arbitra- 
tion general, that the representative idea 
should be eliminated from such tribunals. 
In order that they should retain purely 
judicial character, every member of arbitra- 
tion tribunals should, he thought, be abso- 
lutely indifferent to theindividual interests 
of the parties in litigation. 

In the course of an interview, after leaving 
the Elysée, Mr. Harrison said President 
Loubet seemed to be a sincere friend of arbi- 
tration.

Hopkins Not Represented. 

While General Henderson had several 
friends here today working for him, Con- 
gressman Hopkins was without representa- 
tion. Ex-Alderman and member of the pres- 
ent Board of Review Fred W. Upham, a 
nephew of ex-Governor Upham, was here 
during the morning, and it was given out 
he was Mr. Hopkins’ representative. He 
was here merely on business, however, and 
went home at noon. The only man to do any 
work for Mr. Hopkins at all was Congress- 
man Davidson, and he was not in a position 
where he could speak for his candidate. 

On the other hand, Congressnian Babcock 
came here in the interests of General Hen- 
derson, fresh from an interview with that 
Congressman, and with him was Congress- 
man Tawney of Minnesota, working in the 
same interests. Here also was State Sen- 
ator Stout of Menomonie, of great influence 
in the State and an old friend of General 
Henderson's, he being a former resident of 
Dubuque, Ia., General Henderson's home. 
Along came also a number of leading poli- 
ticlans from western Wisconsin along the 
Mississippi River, where the lumber inter- 
ests predominate and where there is a close 
alliance with northern Iowa, just across the 
river, where General Henderson lives. 

Wisconsin’s Decision Important. 

In the gossip which naturally grows out of 
a meeting like that of today is a story golng 
the rounds tonight that Congressman Bab- 
cock went into the comparative obscurity he 
did today because he has no further Con- 
gressional aspirations, but expects to be the 
next candidate for Governor. 


ILLINOIS MEN DISAPPOINTED. 


Hopkins’ Friends at Washingto n Sup- 
posed He Would Get Wisconsin— 
Think He Will Withdraw. . 


Washington, D. C., May 27.—[{Special.}]— 
When Representative Hopkins was here the 
first of the week he and his friends were 
confident the Wisconsin delegation would 
declare for him by a vote of 8 to 4. It was 
frequently stated that the action of the 
Wisconsin delegation would probably settle 
the Western candidate for the Speakership. 
Hopkins’ friends supposed that if they could 
secure the first delegation by a neighbor- 
ing State General Henderson would with- 
draw after a complimentary vote from his 
own delegation. 

Now the tables are turned completely, and 
Mr. Hopkins’ friends here seem to think his 
race is run, and that he will be forced to 
retire in favor of Henderson. This, they 
say, is almost the inevitable outcome, and 
will result in a sharp fight between Hender- 
son and Sherman. 

The result is satisfactory to the Sherman 
men, who say that, although the West will 
apparently be solidified by the result in Wis- 
consin, they would prefer to fight one West- 
ern man rather than two. 

Among the Illinois men here the result at 
Milwaukee has had almost a stupefying 
effect. . Mr. Hopkins and his friends were 
so confident they had things all fixed up 
in Wisconsin that the Illinois people were 
expecting to inaugurate an aggressive cam- 
paign on the basis of the nucleus. developed. 

Iowa and Wisconsin have twenty-one 
votes between them, and it is estimated 
that Illinois will naturally join in and thus 
give General Henderson thirty-five votes 
to start with, coupled with the prestige 
of the first real victory of the fight for the 
Speakership. 

The Iowa men are jubilant and say that 
with Hopkins out of the field Henderson 
can combine the West and beat Sherman 
easily with the help of New England. How- 
ever, the Sherman men have always pro- 
fessed to consider Hopkins the most dan- 
gerous element in the fight and believe the 
Wisconsin result insures the election of the 
New York man, as they expect to receive 
the benefit of the natural disappointment of 


the Hopkins meu over tne early collapse of 


his boom.

TEST TO SENATOR HANNA. 

Objects to Washington Influences in 
the Illinois Gubernatorial Fight— 
Impression That the White House 
Is Encouraging W. J. Cathoun’s

It is understood that while in Chicago on 
Friday Governor Tanner had a quiet talk 
with Senator Hanna.

He 
left there early in the following year and did 
not see her again until May or June, 1897. 
He said he and George Demmer opened a 
restaurant at Milwaukee avenue and Robey 
street last October and employed Lena Heck- 
er as day cook in the place. The venture 
was a failure and Rollinger sold his interest 
to his partner in December. His money ran 
low and he had difficulty in supplying the 
needs of his family. He told of various trips 
he made down-town in search of employment 
and money. 

„On Thursday night,” he sald, “ I returned 
to my home and ate supper with my children. 
My wife was not there. She was out trying 
to get some money. She came home at 11:15 
o'clock. She said she had called upon one 
woman who might let her have some money, 
but the woman told her to wait until the next 
day to see if her husband would consent to 
making the loan. 

The next morning my wife went away to 
get the money. She came back at 1 o'clock. 
She had not been successful and soon de- 
parted again after money. I went down- 
town toward evening and returned about 9 
o'clock, after the fire. I had been trying to 
get money on my wife’s jewelry and other 
things I had taken down to Haderlein’s place 
the day before.“

DEATH GERMS IN MILK. 


CHICAGO INFANTS VICTIMS QF THE 
TINY AGENTS OF DISEASE, 


Pointe Brought Out in Dr. Donahoe’s 
Pager Before the Tuberculosis Con- 
ference in Berlin Apply Here—Many 
Little Ones Perish in the Congested 
District Because Insufficient Funds 
Are Supplied for Searching Inspec- 
tion. 


The theory introduced by Dr. Donahoe of 
Syracuse, N. Y., his paper read before 
the tuberculosis convention in Berlin, that 
a great proportion of the deaths from tuber- 

ulosis and particularly among infants and 

ose whose gastric digestion is so weak the 
germs can safely reach the intestines, is on 
which has been acknowledged for a long tim 
by Chicago scientists. One of the problems 
of the day is how pure milk may be secured 
and impure milk guarded against. 

In the Hull House settlement many of the 
deaths among the children are attributed to 
the results produced by drinking milk in 
which the tubercule bacilli are present. Miss 
Jane Addams said yesterday that while she 


was well aware that many of the deaths 


among infants might have been caused by 
impure milk, it was impossible to attribute 
their deaths directly to the milk of diseased 
cattle. 

I believe, however, that proper precau- 
tion ought to be exercised by the milk deal- 
ers“ she added, and if it is found their 
consciences need prompting, the prompting 
should be done. The authorities of Huli 
House long have been endeavoring to puta 
stop to the sale of impure milk and have 
urged legislation prohibiting the keéping of 
diseased cattle and providing for the estab- 
lishment of a Board of Inspectors sufficiently 
numerous to examine all the cattle on the 
milk farms.“ 

Work of Live Stock Board. 

At present there is a Live Stock board, 
and their work has been satisfactory as far 
as it goes, but so large is the territory the 
board must cover and so many are its other 
duties it is by no means difficult for the milk 
dealers and cattle men who are so inclined 
to sell the milk of diseased ‘cows. 

Efforts have“been Made ty Chicago phy- 
sicians who have realized the importance 
of having a board of inspectors large 
enough to cover the ground to secure a more 
ample appropriation for the Live Stock 
board, but their efforts have availed them 
nothing, and as a consequence some milk 
containing the deadly germs is put on sale. 

According to Dr. Donahot one death in 
eight is a consequence of the negligence 
of the Legislatures. While the doctor did 
not mention Chicago in his paper, it is de- 
clared that the percentage of deaths in this 
city is fully as large as in New York, which 
afforded an example for the physician,though 
it would seem that a city in the midst ofa 
rich dairy country would show better re- 
sults. The percentage of cattle afflieted- Vith 
tuberculosis is large, and a visit to the Stock 
Yards, or even to some of the dairy farms, 
would impress upon an observer this fact. 
Sickly cattle are killed in the yards every 
day, and the milk of many of these animals 
had been put on sale when the disease was 
not so apparent. The plea of ignorance can- 
not be advanced, for an almost infallible 
test for the baccilM is available. The com- 
migsion makes use of this test on every visit 
of inspection. 


Some Milkmen Evade Detection. 

The city milk inspectors say they have 
done their best to detect the presence ‘of 
the germs in the milk sold in the city, but 
some of the milkmen seem to have been 
able to evade their efforts and a consider- 
able quantity of the beverage is sold to the 
consumers. e greatest danger is to the 
infants, for the germs are not so easily in- 
troduced into the systems of those of more 
mature age. It is among the little ones 
that the mortality is greatest. In the poorer 
districts where the outside influences com- 
bine with the germs in the system to produce 
disease the effect is moreapparent. Chicago 
doctors say many deaths might be avoided 
if pure milk alone were used. 


Straus’ Work in New York. 


In New York the philanthropy of Nathan 
Straus in supplying sterilized milk to the 
children of the poor has produced most bene- 
ficial results, and the éffect produced upon 
the death rate among children under 5 years 
of age has hen so marked ap to have been 
noted in the reports of the Board of Health. 
A decrease in the death rate of from 10 to 15 
per cent resulted from the introduction of 
the Pasteurized milk among the waifs and 
infants of the poor. At the Infants’ Asylum 
on Randall's Island, where this milk was 
furnished children in place of that supplied 
by regular dealers, the results were marked. 
In 1897, before the tntroduction of the new 
milk, the death rate was 44.36 per cent, 
while in 1898, after its introduction, ft had 
fallen to 19.80 per cent. President John W. 
Kelier of the Bureau of Charities said in re- 
gard to the milk: 

“The general public has no idea of the 
awful mortality among New York babies. 
When the air is Mke the blaze from a fur- 
nace, in July, the babies die by the hundreds. 
They cannot get the proper nourishment 
from the wretched stuff that is sold as 


milk. 

In Chicago the milk sold in the poorer dis- 
tricts is as poor as that sold in New York, 
ye there is no sterilized milk for the in- 

ts. 
Reynolds Blames Scant A 

Dr. Arthur Reynolds, the Health Commis- 
sioner, said last night he had no doubt there

Russell Sage. It is asserted 
by brokers through 
whose hands certaih of these pieces of paper 
have passed, that Nncle” Russell deems 
10 cents quite enough to pay the government 
for permitting him to doa “ privilege” trade. 
Three forms of. these obligations bearing 
Russell Sage's signature were recently pre- 
sented to N. B. Scott, Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue at Washington, designated 
respectively as a put,“ a “call,” and a 
Spread.“ | 

The one marked a put was an agree- 
ment by Mr. Sage to purchase a specified 
number of shares of stock at an agreed price 
at any time within a certain period. The 
call“ was a similar agreement to sell to 
the bearer a specified number of shares of 
stock at an agreed price within a certain 
period. The spread was Uncle Rus- 
sell's promise to buy or sell stock, offered or 
demanded within a certain range of prices 
and period of time. 

Mr. Sage designates these papers as 
privileges.“ He says that such a privilege 
is not a transfer of stock, but only conveys 
to the holder the right to deliver or call for a 
certain quantity of specified stock at a speci- 
fied price within a certain time. 

He objects to paying a stamp tax on these 
agreements, because, when the stock men- 
tioned in the memorandum is transferred. 
the legal tax is paid, and a double tax would 
thus be collected for one transfer.

DELEGATES TO Y. M. c. A. CONVEN- 
TION VOTE ON GOVERNMENT. 


Adopt Rules Defining Jurisdiction of 
International and Local Committees 
Which It Is Alleged Do Not Define— 
Boston Wiss the Next Biennial 
Meeting After a Contest with Mon- 
treal—Addresses by Gov. Mount of 

| Indiana and Others, 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Grand Rapids, Mich., May 27.—[{Special. ]-—- 
A question of State rights” was deter- 
mined at today’s session of the international 
T. M. C. A. convention. A tendency towards 
central government, which some of the del- 
egates have imagined they have detected, 
was restricted by the adoption of a defini- 
tion of the powers of the State and interna- 
tional committees. 

The action of the convention defined the 
relation of State and international commit- 
tees in part as follows: 

“In the relationg of comity, which have 
been well established by usage hitherto, it 
is understood that the international commit- 
tee as a rule exercises general and the State 
committee exercises close supervision. 

It is desirable that the international com- 
mittee in each department, of its work plan 
to meet the needs of fields where State and 
provincial organizations exist, in conference 
with such organizations, in such a way as to 
supplement, not duplicate.“ 

The question has been one which has been 
engaging the thought of the prominent men 
of the organization for the last few months. 
Several conferences have been held in Chi- 
cago and New York in order that a definite 
statement might be to the convention 
at Grand Rapids. 

Secretary L. W. Messer of the Chicazo 
association was the most active advocate 
of the action on the floor of the convention. 
Some of the delegates, headed by T. 8. Mc- 
Pheeters of St. Louis, charged that the defi- 
nition as offered did not define anything. and 
endeavored to have actioh postponed two 
years pending a consideration of the subject 
by a specially appointed committee. | 


Debate Is Vigorous. 


The debate over the question was the o 
vigorous discussion of the convention. 

“ This ie a most vital question,” said Mr. 
McPheeters in protest. The members of 
the committee who have reported this 
recommendation cannot tell us what it 
means. They say they have been consider- 
ing it for three weeks. A committee had bet- 
ter be appointed that will take two years 
to consider it and then report something 
that we can understand. 

Don't let us in this great convention at- 
tempt to straddle a question if there should 
happen to be a difference. Let us face it like 

en. The relations of the international and 

tate committees are sometimes strained. 
What these relations are we do not know 
except so far as they have been defined in 
a recommendation which does not define 
anything. If the committee cannot explain 
what is meant how can it be expected that 
we can go home and explain it ourselves?“ 

A proposition to defer action other than 
that of appointing a committee representing 
the seven districts of the international com- 
mittee to consider the matter further, of- 
fered as a substitute for the recommenda- 
tion, was voted down. 

Montreal won and then lost the jubilee 
biennial of the international association to 
be held in 1901. At the afternoon business 
sesison the Canadian city, with a claim to 
the first association in America and a plea 
that she had not had a convention for 
twenty-five years, won with ease over Bos- 
ton, Buffalo, Norfolk, and San Antonio. 


Boston Wins Convention. 


C. T. Willams of Montreal captured the 
convention with wit, and the Canadian’s 
most formidable rival went down before his 
invitation. Boston delegates, however, re- 
covered later in the day, and by a lively can- 
vass succeeded in converting the delegates, 
and late at the night session the vote was 
reconsidered. 

Boston’s claim was that the jubilée should 
be held on United States soil as an anni- 
versary of the fiftieth birthday of the insti- 
tution in the United States. 

The time has gone,“ said Mr. Williams, 
when he saw that the day was lost, when 
Canada drags its guests in by the hair of 
the head.

OMAHA DOCTOR IN THE TOILS. 


James M. Rainey, Arrested at Audito- 
rium Annex, Says It Is Part of 
Plot to Blackmail. 


A is said to have instigated the 
arrest of Dr. James M. Rainey, one of the 
leading physicians.of Omaha, at the Audi- 
torilum Annex in this city yesterday on a 
charge of misappropriating $1,100 intrusted 
to him by Charles W. Frisbie of Omaha. 

Dr. Rainey was in company of his brother, 
who is Circuit Court Clerk at Nashville, 
Tenn., and Judge Anderson of the Circuit 
bench in that city, when he was arrested. 
Judge Anderson at once engaged 2 
Thomas S. Hogan, 816 Ashland Block, to de- 
fend the doctor, who, he said, had merely 
come to Chicago on a visit, and had made 
no effort to conceal his whereabouts from 
the Omaha authorities. The doctor was in 
custody but two hours before $1,500 bonds 
were furnished and he was released by 
Justice Prindiville. Attorney Hogan left, 
immediately for Springfield to get a hearing 
from Governor Tanner befofe the request of | 
the police for extradition papers reached the 
Chief Executive of the State. 

Charles W. Frisbie says he entered into a 
partnership with Dr. Rainey to secure con- 
cessions from the exposition, which will 
open in Omaha on July 1. They secured the 
catalogue privileges, and Frisbie says he 


gave . Rainey $1,100 to use in their busi- 
ness. Shortly after that the physician came 
to Chicago: 


Dr. Rainey declares his arrest is part of 
a plot to blackmail him and ruin 
reputation in Omaha. He told 
Attorney Hogan and the police a woman 
had been hounding him for several months, 
and to escape her he had come to Chicago. 
He said she induced Frisbie to accuse him of 
larceny as bailee. He said he never had any 
intention of taking Frisbie's money, as he is 
‘worth $50,000 himself. |

New York, May 27.—[Special.]—Pennsy’s 
war cry, “ Penn-syl-van-i-a,’’ accompanied

tooting of horns, rent the air with great fre- 
quency today at Manhattan Field. Oc- 
casionally Harvard or Vale Rah, rah, 
rahs and Princeton’s “ Sis boom ahs”’ 
mingled with Pennsy’s efforts, but there was 
little volume and less heart behind them. 
It was simply a case of cause andeffect. So 
completely did the athletes from what is 
supposed to be slow Philadelphia swamp 
their rivals for intercollegiate champion- 
ship honors that nobody wondered there was 
so little doing in the way of rejoicing in the 
crimson, blue, or tiger camps. 

Pennsy’s cracks scored more points in the 
various events than the combined score of 
Harvard and Yale amounted to, and within 
four and a half points of the joint totals of 
Harvard, Yale, and Princeton. Not one of 
the Pennsylvania sure things went wrong, in 
spite of many prognostications. Only one of 
the red and blue division was in danger at 
any time. In the 100-yard dash Jarvis of 
Princeton pressed Tewkesbury so hard from 
pistol to tape that the University of Pennsyl- 
vania man was compelled to travel the dis- 
tance in ten seconds flat, and then won by a 
few inches only. In the 220 yards Tewkes- 
— defeated Boardman of Yale in hollow 

yle. 


Kraenslein Takes the Hurdles. 


Kraenzlein,the great, ee over the hur- 
dles at both 120 and 220 yards as though 
he were exercising, with his competitors 
tralling along yards behind. At the shorter 
distance he lowered the intercollegiate rec- 
ord by a fifth of a second and equaled the 
collegiate record, 

When the call for the broad jumpers was 
issued Kraenzlein appeared in his street 
Gothes and looked on content to stand pat 
with his great jump of 24 feet and 4% inches, 
made on Friday. Meyer Prinstein of Syra- 
cuse, the former collegiate champion, took 
all his trials in a vain effort to beat or equal 
the record. He did not improve on his first 
attempt—23 feet 2 inches. 

Alex Grant, whose forte ts long distance 
running, captured the two-mile event with- 
out trouble for the red and blue, with Mech- 
ling, another Pennsylvanian in second place. 
This was the first year a two-mile race was 
on the card. “Strong Arm” McCracken

sylvania score in the hammer and shot

Harvard and Yale had a hard struggle for 
second place, which resulted in favor of the 
crimson by five and one-half points. Each 
college scored but one first, Burke winning 
for Harvard at half a mile, and Clapp, the 
pole vaulting champion for Yale, at his 
specialty. Clapp established a new inter- 
collegiate record of 11 feet 5 inches. 

For Princeton John Cregan did not show 
up as well as expected. Bray of Williams 
almost ran the Tigers’ captain off his légs 
during the last eighth of the mile run. 
Cregan won by a couple of yards, but. had 
so much taken out of him he was an easy

The price of raisins has been advanced by 
the growers, who do not admit they are in 
a trust, but rather in an association.

In that way they cleared the 
market of surplus stock, and then boosted 
the price to nearly double what it was be- 
fore. 


Something like a sweeping change in prices 
was made in the wallpaper business when 
the output of the wallpaper mills got into

It would be deplorable beyond words if, 
with the grave matter of the Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty looming up, another and unneces- 
sary misunderstanding were allowed to de- 
velop in the dark. If the State department 
will only announce its intention to publish 
a full account of the negotiations, with docu- 
ments, on à certain date, the danger will 
vanish. 


Loyalty to the Queen. 

While on this topic I must not omit to 
mention that the cordlality and the univer- 
sality of the American celebration of the 
Queen's birthday and the high personal 


ly touched everybody in England. 

Her Majesty's birthday inevitably becomes 
a more solemn celebration with each passing 
year. As her age and infirmities increase in 
far greater degree increase the loyalty and 
the affection of her people . 
Her bodily health is now frail. She ls com- 
pelled to relinquish, bit by bit, her keen per- 
sonal attention to affairs of state. For a 
considerable time she has been unable to 
read. The cataract has now developed in 
both eyes. Under these circumstances the 
spontaneity-and the sincerity of American 
good will on her latest birthday have nat- 
urally made a peculiarly deep impression. 


Afbitration at The Hague. 

The peace conference has taken a turn for 
the better along the lines already antici- 
pated. Yesterday the principle of arbitra- 
tion was acceptéd amid profound silence. In 
secret, twenty-six proposals for constituting 
the tribunal were distributed on behalf of 
France. Sir Julian Pauncefote proposed the 
formal establishment of a permanent trib- 
unal, whereupon Baron Staal drew from his 
pocket additional Russian proposals to this 
effect, and placed them upon the table, to 
the amazement of the delegates. 

The situation thus is that England has 
proposed permanent arbitration to the 
world, and thus the Russian alternatives to 
the French proposal were forced on long 
before anybody expected them. 

The great difficulty to be overcome is the 
obvious fact that a reference to arbitration 
would rob of its overwhelming advantages 
any nation prepared to strike instantly. 

Germany’s readiness for war at a few 
hours’ notice constitutes an enormous ad- 
vantage. If on the occurrence of a rupture 
it were compelled, with ite finger on the 
trigger, to await the outcome of academic 
discussion while its enemy sharpened its 
sword and loaded its rifle, this advantage, se- 
| cured by years of vast expenditure and in- 
finite organization, would be neutralized. _ 


May Defeat American Plan. 
With regard to the addtlion to the decla- 


ration of Paris making the property of war 
inviolable on sea as it is on land, upon which 


the American delegates are insisting, and 


which they hope to Introduce by a side wind, 
although the conference has ruled it out as 
a direct issue simple, the fact is that this 
country has not made up its mind to so 
grave and farreaching a change. Although 
on the one hand it is true that England's 
vast maritime commerce ‘would thus be se- 
cure, on the other she is already defeated 
from the moment when she cannot herself 
guarantee the security of this commerce, and 
it she could do this she could also drive the 
commerce of her enemy off the sea, without 
which possibility she would be unable to 
inflict any serious blow upon any great land 
power. There is no prospect, therefore, that 
Engiand will agree to proposals, which, al- 
though upon the surface philanthropic, 
might in actual war be disastrous to her.

Next week will be epoch-making for 
France. The Court of Cassation will at 
length pronounce its verdict in the Dreyfus 
case, Paul Deroulede will be tried, as he in- 
sists, for high treason, and Major Marchand 
will arrive. |

ly certain that Dreyfus will be sent before 
another court-martial, which will neces- 
sarily acquit him, the official reporter of 
the court having today handed in his report 
in favor of revision. i ] 

Deroulede,. it is believed, will be acquitted 
amid great commotion. It is earnestly 
hoped that Marchand will not repeat the 
foolish provocative remarks he made at the 
French banquet in Cairo. Every effort, 
however, is betng made to drag him into the 
arena of political passion. . 

It is a shameful and unprecedented spec-

The explanation of the position of 
the Paris will, it is beHeved by experts, be 
that it was steering for the regular Atlan- 
tic route in 10 degrees west longitude, twen- 
ty or thirty miles from the south of Ireland, 
and a direct line from Cherbourg to such 
a point would take it straight across to 
Cornwall. Therefore, what the Paris failed 
to do was to round the Lizard or Scilly Is- 
land at a safe distance. No other explana- 
tion seeme possible, and even this leaves 
the wholly incomprehensible error of navi- 
gation to be explained. The weather is

DETAILS OF THE HOME RULER’S AN. 
TACK ON THE SIRDAR. 


Features ef the Radical Speech Made 
by the Irish Statesman Who Is Op-

London, May 27.—As protest againet the 
desecration of the Mahdi’s tomb John Mor- 
ley will oppose a grant of $150,000 to Lord 
Kitchener when it 10 proposed in Parliament 
next week. Mr. Morley says: 

“The Mahdi wae an Arab who, eighteen 
or twenty years ago, headed a rising against 
the tyranny and corruption of the Egyptian 
government of those days. He wae the man 
who slew our General Gordon. 

Well. now, after a victory in September 
last, men acting under British command 
dug up the corpse of this dead enemy of 
ours; they hacked or tore off his head; they 
threw the rest of the grewsome remains into 
the Nile, and, according to an artilleryman 
who hae told this story, they carried the 
head on to a gunboat and put it into an 
empty kerosene can. It remained there 
— days. Then British officers came and 

Let us see the head.’ 1 

“* And,’ said the artihleryman, ‘ we took 
off a part of his beard—indeed, I have got a 
bit of it myself.’ 

“We now understand that the Mahdi’s 
head ie buried at Wady Halfa. That is the 
story. We shall hear next week whether it 
is quite true or not that the head, this trophy 
of our dead enemy, was put into a wooden 
box, sent to England, and then fetched back. 

“I have said in the House of Commons 
that the desecration of the grave of an ene- 
my reflects no honor upon either 
the good sense or the right feeling of 
those who ordered it, and it reflects a dis- 
grace upon the British name. I hold to 
that.” 

The most remarkable thing about this in- 
cident is not that Mr. Morley should make 
this statement in a public speech, fully re- 
ported in all the London papers, as the basis 
of his opposition to the Kitchener grant, but 
that the Times, admitting the truth of the 
charge, justifies the desecration on the 
ground of expediency. The Times contends 
that this deed of shame not only is allowa- 
ble but necessary in order to convince the 
dervishes that the Mahdi was of ordinary 
clay and to prevent them making his tomb 
a place of pilgrimage. | 

The Times ie profoundly shocked at the 
publishing of Sunday newspapers, but ap- 
proves this sacrilegious violation of the 
tomb of a dead foe as an essential part of 
“The White Man's Burden” in promoting 
the sacred imperialist work of Christianiz- 
ing and humanizing uncivilized peoples.

‘TELLS OF MADAGASCAR. 


FRENCH COLONY is COMPARED WITH 
THE PHILIPPINES. 


General Gallienit Gives His Views on 
the Best Methods of Governing the 
Yellow Races — Rebellion Must Be 
First Firmly Crushed and Kindness 

Applied Afterwarde — Interest in 
General Otis’ Campaign — Need of 
More Troops Is Urged. *

Paris, May 27.—Madagascar presented to 
France on a small scale the problem with 
which the United States is now grappling in 
the Philippines. The enthusiastic reception 
accorded to General Gallien is in large meas- 
ure due to the belief that he has been the 
means of solving it. 

General Gallieni has himself referred to 

the similarity of the climate, population, and 
products of Madagascar to those of Luzon. 
y Consequently, the methods which he ap- 
plied to Madagascar with good result may 
be worthy of the attention of the United 
States. General Gallien! says: 

In dealing with yellow races, like the 
Malagassy, it is first of all absolutely in- 
“dispensable to crush rebellion with a re- 
lentless hand; but the moment each district 
acknowledges submission, then the villages 
destroyed should be at once rebuilt, each 
with its market-place and school. 

Decentralization, local autonomy, and ed- 
ucation are the three secrets of success in 
governing the Malagassy. Total abstinence 
should be enforced with an iron hand for 
both natives and regular troops. Experience 
proves that even a moderate use of spiritu- 
ous liquors produces mental, moral, and 
physical collapse, fatal to economic admin- 
istration or peaceful government. 


Interest in Otis’ Campaign. 

In military circles the progress of General 
Otis’ campaign is watched with unusual in- 
terest. General de Gallifet and other au- 
thorities feel convinced that the wisest and 
in the long run the cheapest course would 
be for the United States to raise at once 
50,000 additional regular troops and dis- 
patch them forthwith to Manila. 

In diplomatic circles there has been some 
uneasiness in regard to the attempts about 
which so much has been heard at the con- 
ference at The Hague to establish the prin- 
ciple of compulsory arbitration, but today 
the opinion prevails that this has been 
definitely abandoned, for the French dele- 
gates, while prepared to go to almost any 
length in favor of optional arbitration, look 
upon compulsory arbitration as a practical 
renunciation of the rights of sovereignty. 


Recrudescence of the Plague. 

The recrudescence of the plague is occupy- 

ing the serious attention of the medical fac- 
ulty at Paris. The investigations instituted 
by Dr. Drouardel, President of the French 
Health commission, indicate that there are 
already four well determined centers of the 
plague, each of which is now the object of 
scientific surveillance on the part of the 
French sanitary authorities. These danger 
centers are, first, Kwang Chau Wan, from 
which it spread across the Chinese frontier 
into the French possessions in Indo-China; 
second, the Ivory coast of Africa; third, 
Bombay; and fourth, Egypt. : 
Dr. Drouardel, M. Penrie Monrod, director 
of the Public Health department of the Min- 
istry of the Interior, and M. Albert Robin 
of the Academy of Medicine, when donaulted 
on the subject, all expressed the unanimous 
conviction that with a rigid application of 
measures of protection in regard to all im- 
portations from Egypt or the Ivory coast, it 
will be considered a mathematical cer- 
tainty that the plague will not reach 
France. All arrivals in France from the 
suspected countries have since Monday been 
subjected to the inspection authorities by 
the Geneva convention and the Venice con- 
ferences. | 


43 to Automobile Racing. 

The descriptions of Mr. Winters’ motor 
carriage test from Cleveland to the New 
York City Hall, which appear in today’s 
papers, cause considerable interest in the 
Paris automobile clubs.

MARK TWAIN AND THE KAISER. 


Details of the American Humorist’s 
_ Visit to Francis Joseph, Em- 
| peror of Austria, ,

Vienna, May 27.—Mark Twain's private 
audience with the Emperor on Thursday 
delighted him beyond any previous experi- 
ence. He accepts it as a compliment not 
to himself so much as to the Americans. 
Great as Kaiser William's message 
to Kipling, this courtesy on the part of 
Franz Josef réally means more than if per- 
formed by any other crowned head of Eu- 
rope. The Austrian court is the most ab- 
solutely exclusive and conservative of all. 

For the Emperor to have voluntarily sent 
for Mark Twain, without the latter having 
ever taken any step to obtain an audience, is 
the fullest testimony to the appreciation in 
which the great American humorist has 
just obtained, both as a man and an author, 
in Viennese society. 

The Emperor talked of many subjects dur- 
ing the audience, expressing the pleasure 
with which he had read some of Twain's 
books. He also expressed an admiration 
for America’s ability in war, although for 
many reasons his sympathies were wholly 
with Spain. He appeared much diverted 
when Twain wrestled dauntlessly with the 
German tongue, producing some strange and 
wonderful pieces of construction. The Em- 
peror charitably came to his rescue, to 
Twain's profound relief. His quiet, 
courteous manner was respectful, but free 
from the cringing flattery with which the 
Emperor is wont to be treated. 

Twain evidently pleased the Emperor, who 
said in conclusion he was much gratified by 
Mark Twain's visit and regretted that the 
cares of state and other cares had prevented 
him from receiving Twain earlier, but he 
could not allow him to leave Vienna with- 
out making his acquaintance. Twain suit- 
ably thanked the Kaiser. After a four 
months’ stay in England and Scotland he 
returns to America in October. 

He left Vienna yesterday after a stay of 
nearly two years, during which he made 
hosts of friends. Before starting he wired 


his interview with Emperor Francis Joseph: 
„It was merely a pleasant and unembar- 
rassed private conversation "pon subjects 
not connected with the world's politics. I 
much wanted to explain my plan, now in the 
hands of Secretary Hay, for securing uni- 
versal peace, but was afraid his Majesty 
might laugh at it or think it too comprenhen- 
sive.

London, May 27.—It is now reasonably cer- 
tain the American Ambassador has not suc- 
ceeded‘in convincing Lord Salisbury Canada 
ought not to have absolute veto power upon 
the Foreign office in arranging the diplomatic 
settlement of questions at issue between 
England and America. 

The series of conferences had here between 
Str Julian Pauncefote and Lord Salisbury 
and Mr. Choate have ended in the adoption 
by the Foreign office of the Ottawa proposals 
and the complete arrest of negotiations for 
the reassembling of the joint commission. 

The leading English journal begs the ques- 
tion when it asserts the Americans do not 
grasp the idea of the mother country’s rela- 
tions with her self-governing colonies, and 
that it is as much out of place to talk of 
Canadian opinion as the power behind the 
British government as it would be to use 
similar language of the opinion of any Amer- 
ican State. ; 

Canada does not hold the same relation to 
the British government as a single State 
does to the federal union. Canada is a col- 
ony, free to legislate for and to govern itself, 
but it has also come to have exceptional 
power and influence over British diplomacy. 
which no other colony exercises. 

This is the plain fact, which the Times con- 
ceals when it suggests that Americans do not 
understand England's relations with Canada. 
Australia does not contfol British diplomacy 
in the far East, nor has the Cape govern- 
ment exercised the veto power upon the im- 
perial policy in Africa, nor bas British 
Guiana taken possession of the Venezuela 
boundary question as a local rather than an 
imperial issue. Canada alone has the distinc- 
tion of being the self-willed power behind 
the Foreign office. 


Canada Blocks the Way. 
English journals, with the exception of the 
Daily Chronicle, in their comments upon the 
deadlock over the Anglo-American negotia- 
tions respecting the Clayton-Bulwer treaty,

Sir Wilfrid Laurter received an effusive 
welcome in the jubilee year for his services 
to England as a colonial imperialist who 
was willing to place her merchants on a 
favored basis; the policy has not been taken 
up by other colonies and the commercial 
results have not met public expectations 

Good feeling with America has taken the 
place of that fever for imperialism which 
was conspicuous in the jubilee year. This 
is shown on public occasions like the dinner 
at the Hotel Cecil on the Queen’s birthday, 
when an English audience wildly cheered 
Colonei Taylor's American speech, and 
stood While The Star Spangled Banner” 
was played by the band; whereas, the series 
of dull replies from India, Canada, Aus- 
tralia, both Africa and the crown colonies 
were received Hstlessly. 

Canadians are disappointed over the results 
of the preferential tariff scheme and are 
jealous of the increased influence and popu- 
larity of America in the mother country, 
and are bent upon holding the balance of 
power in international negotiations, even 
if various vexatious questions remain un- 
settled. 

This is a phase of the present deadloc 
which the English press does not consider. 
Americans need to understand it in order to 
place the responsibility for the possible 
failure of the Anglo-American commission 
where it belongs. Happily, it is premature 
to forecast that failure asa foregone conclu- 
mon. Public opinion here is really in favor 
of the settlement of all outstanding ques- 
tions with America, and the two countries 
are on exhibition at The Hague as working 
together for the high end of peace and 
progress. 

Is England America 

The secrecy with which the peace con- 
gress is conducted produces naturally great 
variety in the reports published here of what 
is going on. One of the strangest and most 
incomprehensible rumors now current. is 
that Sir Julian Pauricefote has received posi- 
tive instructions not to take part in any dia- 
cussion affecting the right of belligerents to 
seize private property at sea, and has in- 
duced Russia to oppose the introduction of 
this subject by the American delegates. 

The Manchester Guardian remarks with 
emphasis that English shipowners, it Sir 
Jullan has been instructed to this effect, 
should lose no time in protesting against the 
sacrifice of their interests. No argument is 
needed to prove that commercial and indus- 
trial England, with the greatest merchant , 
fleet in the world, is actively interested in the 
adoption of the American proposal, which 
would assure the safety of shipping interests 
in time of war, and diminish the necessity 
for the maintenance of costly naval arma- 
ments. 

It will be a most remarkable anomaly if 
Lord Salisbury has contrived to get on the 
wrong side of this moral question, which has 
a practical bearing on the safety and pros- 
perity of British commerce. 

The advocacy of the exemption of private 
property from seizure during war time ia the

The American delegates at The Hague will 
naturally lay stress upon it, and will be sup- 
ported by Germany if Russia allows the sub- 
ject to be introduced.

In an Article in the Philadelphia 
urday Evening Post He Upholds 
Municipal 


Mayor Harrison of Chicago wrote for a 
recent issue of the — 
ot Philadelphia a signed cle on The 
Streets Are the People's.“ By courtesy of 
the editor of the Post, Tun TRIBUNE re- 
prints it, as follows: | 
“Municipal ownership is not a m or 
a delusion. It is a plain, matter-of-fact 
business proposition by which the people 
hope to secure for themselves honest ad- 
ministration, good service, and cheap rates, 
“No factor in the United States is so re- 
eponsible for the rapid growth of the mu- 
nicipal ownership idea as the corporations 
that most bitterly opposing it today. 
The heads of corporations that denounce 
municipal ownership advocates as Socialists, 


‘Anarchists, and enemies to so-called vested 


property rights have. as a rule, in the past, 
been the first to violate their contracts with 
municipalities, the first to seek corruption 
of Mayors and Councils, the first to invoke 
the courts against the people, and the last 
to recognize that the one and only way to 
hold the confidence of the people is to be 
honest. 

1 cannot theoretically argue for or 
against municipal ownership. In my pres- 
ent position for two years past I have been 
investigating the ‘insides’ of the problems 
of governing a great city. In this time I 
have learned one thing positively—that cor- 
porations suffer more from their own mis- 
taken acts than they do from encroachments 
by the people. The wanton abuse which 
corporations heap upon the people breeds 
the municipal ownership disciple, and, as 
this disciple springs from the people, who 
must depend upon the corporations for 
service, it is fair to presume that he repre- 
sents growing popular sentiment. 

Without discussing any of the fs con- 
nected with experimental municipal own- 
ership,- I take the position that what 
the people demand ‘they should have. 
To take a contrary position is to in- 
vite revolution, although some of 
our corporations appear not to appreciate 
this. I think there was a time when the 
American public was much afraid of cor- 
porations. I believe the time is at hand, 
if it has not already come, when the people 
realize that they are stronger than the cor- 
porations, and that a law-breaker at the 
head of a street railway corporation is no 
more entitled to immunity than a common 
thief. This realization on the part of the 
people of their own strength and rights is 
the foundation of the municipal ownership 
movement, and opposition to it is as useless 


‘as an effort to dam a flood. 


“In these last days of the nineteenth cen- 
tury the people have come to these dctinite 
beilefs—that water should be free, light free, 
Streets free, and transportation charges no 
greater than cost of maintenance plus—if 
there is private ownership—a moderate 
profi—say, for illustration, a profit not 
greater than 6 per cent per annum. Ifa pri- 
vate corporation engaged in transportation 
can earn more than 6 per cent, thero is a 


popular beilef that the excess should be ex- 


pended in street paving, street cleaning, 
lighting, better cars, more seats, and, when 
these have been provided, then lower fares. 

For the Ute of me I cannot sea why cor- 
porations should take great umbrego at 
these demands. The theory of transporta- 
tion is that it is for the convenience of the 
public, and not for enormous dividends. Un- 
fortunately, too many of our corporations 
have reversed the theory and made dividend- 
earning the primary object, and accommo- 
dation of the public. as remote as possible. 
No wonder, then, that there is rising to 
confront the specter of vested private prop- 
perty rights the giant of vested public rights. 

“The streets of Chicago, and of every 
municipality in the United States, belong 
absolutely to the people, and no ordinances, 
contracts, special legislation, or peculiar 
grants can take them away from the people. 
Public highways, whether through fields of 
grain or dividing business blocks, cannot be 
subordinated to the gain or the abuse of 
private corporations. The people have the 
first call upon these highways, and the cor- 
porations must either pay liberally for their 
a out their plants to the people, or 
q 

“I am not inimical to the growth or the 
rights of any corporation having an honest 
work to perform and an honest profit to en- 
joy, but municipal ownership is being fos- 
tered in every community of the United 
States today by the downright dishonesty of 
the corporations and the downright abuse of 
ihe people whose. streets they are using by 
| let and not by inherited right. I am ready 
to see Chicago underlake municipal owner- 
ship whenever her people shall unmistak- 
ably declare for it. The people tried the 
experiment of inaking a republic and won; 
they have tried municipal ownership of 
water, and succeeded. They conquered a 
civil war, have adjusted their own finances, 
and solved a dozen other as difficult prob- 
lems without lasting harm to any one. 

‘Why the people should not be trusted 
with municipal ownership I cannot under- 
stand from any point of view, except that 
which would compel me to believe that the 
people are dishonest. That I never have 
believe, nor ever will believe. I am willing 
to take my chances with any experiment 
that the people themselves wish to try. I 
do not believe that the final result could be 
worse than the evils which exist today.

CANADA'S PART IN CHINA. | MAYOR HARRISON ON STREETS. 


STATUS OF CANADA DISPUTE. 


Way to a Settlement of Alaska Bound- 
ary Difference Blocked by the 
Dominion's Condition. 


Washington, D. C., May 27.—To clear up 
misunderstandings which appear to exist 
both in London and to some d in this 
country as to the exact status of the nego- 
tlations between the United States and Great 
Britain respecting Canadian-American is- 
sues, the following statement of the events 
that led up to the present conditions was se- 
cured from the best of authority: | 

When the commission adjourned some 
months ago it was because it had reached 
an apparently insurmountable obstacle in the 
shape of the Alaskan boundary question. 
After the adjournement the two governments 
took up this particular question with a view 
to settling it, and thus removing it from the 
path of the many other important issues in- 
volved. There were numerous delays owing 
to the need of exchanging views between 
London, Washington, and Ottawa, and the 
authorities here became convinced that an 
adjustment was hopeless. But the feeling 
m London was more hopeful, and when Sir 
Julian Pauncefote reached London on his 
way to The Hague he held conferences with 
Lord Salisbury which resulted in a definite 
proposal for settling the boundary issue and 
removing it as an obstacle to the work of the 
commission. The main point of this pro- 
posal was that a separate tribunal of ar- 
bitration should pass on the boundary ques- 
tion. It was communicated to Ambassador 
Choate and by him to the State department. 

When the plan was received the President 
was absent at Hot Springs, Va., and it was 
felt desirable to await his return before giv- 
ing a final answer. There was little or no 
doubt that the answer would have been fa- 
vorable. Just as the acceptance was about 
to be given the officials here were surprised 
to have presented what they regarded as an 
extraordinary condition, which Canada im- 
posed in connection with thé submission of 
the question to arbitration. , 

This condition was that in any event 
ada should have Pyramid harbor and a strip 
of territory on the Lynn Canal, without ref- 
erence to the general conclusions reached 
by the tribunal of arbitration. This po 
and the strip of territory on the coast woul 
have carried also the back country leading 


This condition, coming after the arbitra- 
tion plan had been formally proposed and 
was about to be accepted, caused not enty 
surprise but some degree of indignation 
among the officials here. After canvassing 
the situation the view prevailed that Canada 
wanted arbitration, which would insure a 
favorable decision on her side, or else, if the 
decision was unfavorable, would give her 
rights in Pyramid harbor and on the Lynn 
Canal, contrary to the general decision of 
the arbitration. It was decided not to ac- 
cept this condition, and a peremptory re- 
fusal was given to the proposition. Thus 
the matter stands. 

There is every reason to believe that there 
will be no yielding of the officiale here to 
Canada’s condition. If is withdrawn the 
arbitration may yet be arranged as a means 
of settling the boundary. The opinion in the 
highest quarters seems to be positive that 
without some such adjustment of the bound- 
ary matter the resumption of the work of 
the joint commission on the many other 
topics considered is entirely improbable.

PLANS READY FOR NEW CHURCH 


Lexington Avenue Baptist Congrega- 
tion to Erect Structure in the 
Greek Classic Style. 


L. E. Stanhope has designed a new church 
building to be erected for the Lexington Ave- 
nue Baptist Church on the site of its pres- 
ent building on the northeast corner at Lex- 
ington avenue and Sixty-second street.

The Vizcaya then took the lead, and 
it was the Brooklyn and the Oregon that 
beat it on the rocks and left it blazing like 
a torch. Then it. was the Brooklyn and the 
Oregon again, with the Texas and the Vixen 
following, that gave chase to the Colon. 
The normal speed of the Colon should be 
20 knots, but with its foul bottom it 
never went faster in that race for life than 
13.7 knots. The Oregon, a battleship, at- 
tained 16 knots, and was soon over- 
hauling the cruiser. The end of that his- 
toric race is graphically told by Sir Geo 
Clarke in a few words: :

Big Guns Are Useless. 

Not a shot wag fired in the fight of July 3 
by the New York, Sampson's flagship. The 
Brooklyn, with Schley aboard, fired more 
shots than any ship in the squadron and re- 
ceived three times as many hits from the 
Spaniards as all of the other American ves- 
sels combined. In all 8,060 shots were fired 
by the American squadron, and of these 123 
struckanenemy. Not one of the forty-seven 


13-inch shells struck. Two of the thirty.- 


nine 12-inch shells fired hit, both striking 
the Teresa. The conclusion of Sir George 
Clarke is that the 12-inch and 18-inch guns 
might as well have been left at home, and 
points to their inefficiency in the battle of 
the Yalu as corroboration. The most ef- 
fective guns were the 4-inch quick-firing. 
The fact that the inch guns made more 
hits than the 6-inch shows, he says, the dif- 
culty of “‘ scientific generalization and pre- 
vents sweeping Conclusions. And again it 
was the 5-inch guns of the Brooklyn that 
scored the greatest number of hits, though 
not the highest percentage. 


Faults of Sampson’s Plans. 


The battle orders issued by Sampson do 
not find favor with the critic. The second 


one was “intended to meet the extremely 


improbable case of finding the enemy ad- 
vancing in line abreast.“ The third was 
issued to meet the case of the enemy ad- 


vancing in single column, line ahead. It 
ig not easy to see how the agcond and third 


orders of battle could be employed effective- 
ly against an enemy possessing a decided 


superiority of speed, which was, nominally 


at least, the case of Cervera’s squadron.” 
Spanish Gunboats’ Errors. 


The Spamish gunboats in Cuban ports 
should have done some aggressive work to 
please Sir George Clarke. They, on thecon- 


‘trary, permitted tugs and yachts of inferior 


armament to chase them around Cuba. The 
San Domingo, he says, instead of running 
from the Eagle and going aground, should 
have turned on its pursuer and made a 
prize of it. | 


Difficulties of a Blockade. 


A commercial blockade, he says, is a most 
difficult thing, as wus illustrated by the 
operations around Cuba. Commodore How- 
ell asked for twenty-six more ships to com- 
plete the blockade of the north coast and 
San Juan,.Porto Rico, was practically un- 
blockaded for eks. | 


Monitors Prove a Failure. 


The war taught important things, he 
says, concerning the desirability of kinds 
of ships. The employment of lar aux- 
Mary cruisers, such as the St. Lo and 
St. Paul, marks a new departure in war, he 
says. In capable hands they “ are neces- 
sarily formidable.” He approves the Amer- 
ican idea of keeping the old crews of these 
ships on them when used as warships. Mon- 
tors, he declares, “endeared to American 
sentiment by a memorable action in Hamp- 
ton Roads, proved desperate fallures.“ Tor- 
pedo boats, of which much has been writ- 


‘ten, displayed their limitations. To ignore 


the torpedo boat would be folly, but there is 
not the smallest reason to expect that the 
operations of naval warfare will be sensi- 
bly affected by its agency.“ The vulnera- 
bility of torpedo boats, he says, is their 
weakness. 


‘Importance of Colliers. 


Another important conclusion is found m 
this paragraph: It was also clear that, 
with well adapted colliers, a fleet in com- 

of the sea can largely dispense with 
regular coaling stations, the value of which 
has been somewhat exaggerated in this 
country (England). 

It was naval conditions that determined 
absolutely the issues of the war, he asserts, 
adding that such must always be the case 
where the sea divides the territory of the 
two belligerents. ‘‘The miserable ineffi- 
ciency of the Spanish navy,“ he concludes, 
“rendered resistance hopeless from the 
first, and the dispatch of Admiral Cervera’s 
ill-equipped and ifl-trained squadron to the 
West Indies simplified the situation to the 
Americans and precipitated the final re- 
sult. If Cuba had been left to its own re- 
sources the defense would probably have 
been prolonged. The fall of the remote and 
ill-defended position of Santiago practically 
proved decisive, and the attack of Havana 
was thus avoided. Great questions of naval 
strategy can hardly be said to have arisen; 
but the war is none the less instructive.’’ 


Invented Ball Bearings. © 


A Mexican man claims that the idea of using 
ball bearings, 80 common now, originated in the 
brain of Ed Coleman, an Audrain country painter. 
This man worked on the problem for years and 
at last went to Mexico and organized the Fric- 
tion company. The company tried to get the 
railways interested in the plan, but without suc- 
cess, It is said that the anti-friction, or as it 
is now called, the ball bearing, plan was used 
on St. Louis street cars for some time. Later 
the plans failed and the company disorganized. 
Had this company applied the idea to smaller 
pleces of machinery there is no telling to what 
extent it would have grown.—Kansas City

ITS RESOURCES DESCRIBED BY AN 
AMERICAN TRAVELER. 


Newly Acquired Dependency of the 

United States Said to Abound in 

_ Virgin Forests of Mahogany, Ebony, 

and Other Valuable Woods—Trop- 

ical Fruits, Tobacco, and Sugar Are 

Staple Products—Status of the Island 
Not Definitely Settled a Yet. 


Washington, D. C., May 27.--[{Special.)— 
It is probable that the government will soon 
be galled upon to determine officially wheth- 
er or not the Isle of Pines, sixty fhiles off 
the coast of Cuba, is a part of that island 
and included in our pledge to make the 
Cubans a free and independent nation, and 
to establish for them a stable form of gov- 
ernment, 

It the reports hitherto made to the govern- 
ment by its officials and by private citizens 
who have visited the island turn out, after 
thorough investigation, to be correct, it is 
quite probable that the government of the 
United States will hold this island as a por- 
tion of the territory ceded to it by Spain. 
Upon this point, however, officials will not 
now talk. 

A casual reading ot the treaty of peace, 
which was celebrated in this city only last 
Week, seems to warrant the assertion that 
the Isle of Pines passed absolutely to the 
United States. In that treaty Spain relin- 
quished her sovereignty over and title to 
Cuba. In the second article of the conven- 
tion Spain ceded to the United States Porto 
Rico and other islands now under Span- 
ish sovereignty in the West Indes. The 
words “ other islands,“ it is claimed by those 
who have conferred with the Secretary of 
War on this subject, necessarily includes 
the Isle of Fines, and every other island not 
specilicially named, 


Resources of the Island. 

An interesting story concerning the island 
and its possibilities is told by J. M. Barris 
of this city, an American traveler who has 
visited much of South America and has 
just returned after a tour of Cuba, Porto 
Rico, and the Isle of Pines. 

“The Isle of Pines,“ said Mr. Barris, 
“is fifty-five miles wide and seventy miles 
long, and great tracts of its central portion 
Me 1,500 feet above the sea. It takes its 
name from the great open pine forests which 
abound in the north. Government experts 
have investigated the northern portion of 
the island, and I conducted my inquiries in 
the southern part, where I was astonished 
at the products which unfolded themselves 
before me. In this part of the island there 
is am extradordinary growth of mahogany, 
cedar, ebony, various varieties of oak, lig- 
num-vitae, and other native woods. I found 
some of these mahogany trees, the most val- 
uable of the woods that enter into American 
manufactures, to be twenty feet in circum- 
ference. Not even inthe mahogany districts 
of South America have I seen anything like 
them. They are virgin forests, for, as yet, 
timber has not been exported from the! d 
at all. These dist@icts have not been vfSited 
because they cannot be approached from the 
northern coast. But if the island is ap- 
proached from the south the timber districts 
can be easily locat These mahogany for- 
ests in the south start almost from the coast, 
and the construction of tramways from the 
timber districts would be a problem easy 
of solution. There are several good har- 
bors on the south coast where it is said 
vessels drawing twenty feet of water can 
secure a safe anchorage. 


Marble Quarrieg and Fruits. 

“The marble quarries of the island will, I 
believe, prove a bonanza to the men who 
take hold of and open them up. Hitherto 
the quarrying has been done only on the 
surface, and the quality is not so good as 
will be developed further down. 

The tropical fruits grow everywhere in 
profusion. Tobacco and sugar are staple 
products. There are large tracts of high 
lands adapted to grazing, and the water 18 
pure and plentiful. 5 |

there, and so well, was this fact known tha!

Recently Captain Fred 8. Foltz ot the 
Second Cavalry made an interesting report 
to the department on the Isle of Pines, in 
which the statements of Mr. Barris are 
largely corroborated, although Captain Foltz 
did not visit the southern part of the island. 
Referring to the woods he found on the 
north coast, this officer said the quantity of 
mangrove and other scrubby wood available 
for charcoal and soft wood was practically 
unlimited.

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KEENE QUITS THE BEARS. 


REPORT THE OPERATOR HAS ABAN- 
DONED HIS ATTACK ON VALUES. — 


Futility of the Campaign Shown in the 


Course of the Market, the Public 
Stolidly Refusing to Unload the 
Stocks It Bought to Hold—Strong In- 

" terests Confident in the Stability of 
Standard Securities—Resume of the 
Wall Street Situation. , 


[BY H. ALLAWAY.] 

New York, May 27.—[Special.J—James R. 
Keene is credited with having given up his 
dear campaign in the stock market. It is a 
little difficult to keep Mr. Keene’s books, as 
Wall street has been taught expensively 
more than once. Whether he has or he has 
not abandoned his bear position does not 
signify much, though. In the face of condi- 
tions such as are growing steacily day by 
day, no speculator is of importance or power 
enough to rule or éven much affect the Amer- 
security market's. course. Mr. Keene 
is probably the adroitest of manipulators 
just now in the Wall stret eye, but he has 
been ramming and jamming away at the 
market for a month or two now without 
having accomplished much. 

Probably he has made some money. He 
has friends who circulate most extravagant 
tales of his winnings. But it is a little diffi- 
cult ofr any but the hero worshipers to fig- 
ure out how he has added many millions to 
his fortune. What he has done and done 
well has been to induce all the little specu- 
lators of Wall street to become enthugiastic 
on the bear side. They are howling calam- 
ity in excited fashion. 

What Mr. Keene probably has had forcibly 
revealed to him is that no manner of bear 
campaign can dislodge stocks in investors’ 
hands. The public has simply refused to 
sell. The public is not pinched. for money 
these days, does not tradeon slim margins, 
is safe-guarded against all street scare- 


crow campaigns—has bought to hold and is 
dolding. 


Woe for Small Traders. 


And if?Mr. Keene has quit bear leadersht 
something like a stampede may before — 
do expected among the small fry traders who 
have been clamorously applauding and fol- 
lowing him during April and May, for all the 
Uttle fellogs are short and without some 
forceful leader they can be readily driven 


‘to cover. It requires, of course, more than 


the covering of short contraets by bear spec- 
ulators to make a bull market, and anything 
like exceptional strength may be for a time 
delayed—but indications are abundant that 
just such strength is developing. 

It is not a sign scattered here and there 
merely. Significant evidence is showing in 
every branch of every trade throughout the 
country. And the really strong men of Wall 
— — = have extended business re- 

onships, understand this and are 
their -faith to it. —— 

Money is easy and 1s likely to be easier. 
A man with funds cannot employ them in 
the loan market advantageously now, and 
the prospect is that later on he will be able 
to command less interest for his money 
than it yields at present. This always leads 
to one result—recourse to the security mar- 
ket. There safe securities are abundant, 
where, instead of the 3 or 4 per cent which 
the loan market will return, it is possible to 
get 5 and 6, and even 8 per cent. 

The investor cannot find such opportuni- 


ties in the bond market nor in the highest 


class of railway stocks at present, for the 


‘market is actually swept bare of gilt-edged 


issues which return anything like fair remu- 
neration to investors. But securities that 
are sound, whose interest and dividend re- 
turns are sure, securities that have stood 
searching tests, are available, wherefrom 
profitable returns can be had. 


More than Dividends. 


Moreover, such securities in anything Uke 
an active market are bound to increase in 
their own market value—offering thus to the 
investors the attraction not only of assured 
fair dividends, but the prospect of profits 
an principal accrued. . 

All this is too palpable to argue over. To 
attempt more than to state it is to display 
crudeness. In this is the germ of what to 
me seems surest to lead to the early expan- 
sion of Wall street’ssecurity market, where- 


in activity and strength must be coincident. 


The Standard Oll people are on the bull 

sid outspokenly. and according to their 
own assertions they are likely soon to show 
market aggressiveness. Not before in the 
history of these financiers have they had 
guch direct, open security market relation- 
ships. With them are identified a host of 
financiers almost as strong, and just as evi- 
dently enthusiastic over business conditions 
and prospects. The Vanderbilt interest is 
on the same side, and of course there can be 
doubt nowhere as to the stand of J. Pierpont 
Morgan and his entourage. 
FEx-Governor Flower's death, much de- 
plored as it is, does not change ‘the attitude 
of the forceful contingent which he led. In 
Aneon R. Flower, his brother and successor, 
Wall street recognizes similar forceful lead- 
ership; andin any campaign ahead there wil! 
be no lagging upon the part of what Wall 
street has come to know and applaud as 
the Flower stocks. 

Some weak spots there are in the Wall 


street situation, of course, but chiefly they 


are technical. New York’s local gas com- 

panies are im a war, and, of course, New 
York's local gas stocks are likely to go down; 
some of them have already fallen sharply. 
They have been much boomed and however 
much they may decline no general effect can 
or ought to be upon the market as 
a whole. And this same thing is true of 
some of the overboosted trust stocks like 
Sugar and Tobacco. 


Sugar Trust, Worries. 

Already there begin to be worries among 
the professional speculators as to what Mr. 
Havemeyer next month will do with the 
suger trust dividend. In tobacco trust it 
looks as if Insiders had been able to distrib- 
ute a large part of their burden. 

In rubber trust, Mr. Keene still seems 
to be loaded, judging by the way in which 
he publicly grieves over the trust's annual 
report, which does not show all the prof- 
its which he seems to think it ought to 
show. Throughout all his bear campaign 
against the stock market as a whole, Mr. 
‘Keene’s heart has been true to his rubber 
trust and his leather trust, neither of which 
has kept him awake nights counting profits. 

If the market is to improve during the 
coming month some of the standard railway 
stocks are Mkely to be conspicuous in lead- 
ership. St. Paul and Burlington, Louisville 
and Nashville, Northern Pacific, Southern 
Pacific, and probably Pennsylvania and 
1 Tork Central will have prominence in 

e procession. 

No group of stocks can, however, distance 


in any fair market improvement the rec- 


ord which te aseured for the iron and steel 
issues. Most of them are in good trim;

From the trade standpoint, iron and steel 
making i# more profitable now than ever 
before in its history—more profitable than 
nine out of. any ten business interests.

Anglican Church Doctrine. 


Chicago, May 27.—[{Editer of The Tribune.]—

must be my excuse for t g upon your

The Church of England, in her liturgy. always 
speaks of herself as Catholic, and never Protes- 
tant. She has always taught the doctrine of the 
real presence when she tells her children that 
the “body and blood of Christ are verily and 
indeed taken and received by the faithful in 
the Lord's Supper.“ She teaches that this 
sacrament is a memorial of our Lord's passion 
and that In it we ** do shew forth the Lord's 
death till his coming. 

She endows her priests at their ordination with 
power to remit sin, and provides a form for that 
purpose, in which the words ‘‘I absolve thee 
from all thy sins occur, and which differs little 
from the form used in the Roman Church. The 
Book of Common Prayer is practically a trans- 
lation of the Roman Missal, and, therefore, must 
necessarily teach practically the same 
the faith once delivered to the saints. 


Hamlet Was Fat. 


Chicago, May 27.—({Editor of The Tribune.)— 
“To be or not to de,“ that was the question 
with Hamlet, but the question which is now 
exciting the critics and even driving them to 
bloodshed is whether Hamlet was fat or lean. 
The text undoubtedly sustains the adherents 
of the fat theory in their contention, the Queen 
apologetically observing of hér son that he was 
fat and scant of breath.“ Few of Shakspeare’s 
lines have escaped the critics, and this passage is 
no exception.

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HUN TING THE HORSE 


Where Cats, Dogs, Pigs, and 
Sheep Have Become Men- 


acing Nuisances. 


RABBITS A SCOURGE. 


HE notion that ordinary domestic an- 
mals, such as horses, cats, dogs, etc., 
may multiply so numerously as to be- 
come serious pests—nay, that in cer- 

. tain parts of the world they have al- 
ready done so—is sufficiently striking to lend 
exceptional interest to a bulletin on the sub- 
ject which will de included in the forthcom- 
ing Year Book of the Department of Agri- 
culture. 

It appears that im some Western States 
wild horses have become a positive nuisance, 
and in 1897 Nevada passed a law permitting 
them to be shot. Recent reports from Wash- 
ington are to the effect that cayuses in 
that region are considered of so little value 
that they are killed and used as bait for 
‘poisoning wolves and coyotes. In this con- 

nection it is worth mentioning that in some 
portions of Austrailia wild horses have multi- 
lied to such an extent as to consume the 
grass needed for sheep and other animals, 
ee hunters have been employed to shoot 

em.

Cats Live in Holes. | 

Where cats have run wild on isolated 
islands their work can be more accurately 

preciated. For example, on Sable Island, 
off the coast of Nova Scotia, they were in- 
troduced about 1880 and rapidly exter- 
minated the rabbits, which had been in pos- 
session for at least half a century. In one 
of the harbors of Kerguelen Land, a barren 
and desolate bit of antarctic terra firma to 
the southeast of the Cape of Good Hope, 
cats, escaped from ships, have made them- 
selves at home on a little islet known as 
Cat Island, which has been lomg used as a 
- wintering place for sealers. Here they live 

in holes in the ground, preying upon sea 
birds and their young, and are said to have 
developed such extraordinary ferocity that 
it is almost impossible to tame them, even 
when captured young. On Aldabra, 200 
miles northwest of Madagascar, cats have 
completely exterminated an interesting spe- 
gies of rail peculiar to that island, which, 
being unable to fly, had no chance of 


Pigs have run wild in some of the Southern 

-- @tates and also on certain islands, where, 
as on the Galapagos, they were originally 
introduced to furnish food. for crews of 
' Vessels in need of fresh meat, They were 
Amported into New Zealand by Captain 
Cook about 1770, and soon becoming wild 
increased to a remarkable degree. A cen- 
tury later wild pigs were so abundant in the 
flax thickets of the Province of Taranaki, 
on the North Island, that a hunter could 
shoot fifty in a single day. In one case 
25,000 wild pigs are said to have been killed 
there by three hunters in less than two 
years. 


» Sheep and goats when numerous are Hable 
to cause widespread injury, particularly in 
forested regions.” An instructive example of 
the damage done by goats is afforded by St. 
Helena. which is a mountainous island 
scarcely fifty square miles in extent, its 
highest summits reaching an elevation of 
2.700 feet. At the time of its discovery, 
about the beginning of the sixteenth cen- 
tury, it is said to have been covered by 
dense forest; today it is described as a 
rocky desert. This change has been largely 
brought about by goats first introduced by 
the Portuguese in 1513, and which multiplied 
so fast that in seventy-five years they ex- 
isted by thousands. 

Browsing on the young trees and shrubs, 
they rapidly brought about the destruction 
of the vegetation which protected the steep 
slopes. With the disappearance of the un- 
dergrowth began the washing of the soil 
by tropical rains and the destruction of the 
forest. In 1709 the Governor reported that 
the timber was rapidly disappearing and 
that the goats should be destroyed if the 
forests were to be preserved. This advice 
was not heeded. and only a century later, in 
1810, another Governor reported the total 
destruction of the forests by the goats, and 
in consequence an expense of $13,600 in one 
year for the importation of fuel for govern- 
ment use. 

The Santa Barbara Islands, off the coast 
of southern California, and the Island of 
Guadalupe, off the Lower California coast, 
are utilized as ranges for goats. All these 
islands are dry ‘and more or less covered

they are among the greatest pests with 
which he has to contend, and the annoy- 
ance and damage which they occasion are 
beyond computation. They are ubiquitous, 
abundant alike in the largest cities and on 
the most distant islands of the sea. They 
have not been intentionally introduced any- 
where, but have found their way by means 
of vessels to all parts of the earth. Small 
islands, populated with rats from wrecks 
or otherwise, are occasionally overrun by 
these animals. On the Island of Aldabra, 
already mentioned, rats fairly swarm, and 
are destructive to the gigantic native land 
tortoise, eating the young as soon as they 
are hatched. Sable Island, off the coast of 
Nova Scotia, has suffered from 
plagues of rats, and it is said that the first 
superintendent of the light station and his, 
men were at one time threatened with star- 
vation owing to the inroads made on their 
stores by rats. 7 | 
Wharf Rats from Asia. 

The common brown rat, otherwise known 
as the wharf rat or Norway rat, is of Asiatic 
origin. and until 200 years ago was unknown 
im Europe or America. In the autumn of 1727 
large numbers of this species entered Europe 
by swimming across the Volga, and, gaining 
a foothold in the Province of Astrakhan in 
eastern Russfa. spread westward over cen- 
tral Europe. 
England by vessels from western India. 
They arrived on the eastern shores of the 
United States about 1775, and by 1855 were 
abyndant at several points on the Pacific 
coast. The black rat was the common house 
rat of Europe in the middle ages, and was 
introduced into the new world about 1544, or 
more than 200 years earlier than the brown 
rat. In Porto Rico and some other islands 
the black rat has taken to living in the 
crowns of cocoanut trees, to which latter it 
does great damage by biting off the unripe 
nuts, upon whitch it feeds. 

Similarly, the rats im Jamaica are said to 
have been driven to the trees by the mon- 
goose, which was introduced in 1872 for the 
purpose of destroying these pests of the 
sugarcane. Nine individuals were imported, 
four males and five females. and they in- 
creased with such rapidity that soon they 
had spread to all parte of the island. even to 
the tops of the highest mountains. As rat- 
killers they surpassed expectations, but, as 
the rodents diminished they took to attack- 
ing other animals, including young pigs, kids, 
lambs, kittens, puppies, poultry, ground- 
nesting game birds, lizards, snakes, frogs, 
and land crabs. Also fhey ate bananas, pine- 
apples. young carn. sweet potatoes, and co- 
coanuts. Thus before long the mongoose 
proved itself a nuisance far worse than the 
enemy it was intended to combat. 

The destruction by it of land and fresh 
water tortoises, and of the eggs of the green 
turtle is lamentable, though less so than 
the extermination of insectivorous birds and 
reptiles, which has brought a plague of 
ticks and other objectionable bugs. In the 
Hawaiian Islands. likewise, the imported 
mongoose bas wiped out the native birds to 
a great extent—partieularly a species of 
goose that is found only in that group, above 
an altitude of 4,000 feet, and the peculiar 
Hawaiian duck. 

Camps of Flying Foxes. | 

Up to date the giant bats familiarly known 
as flying foxes have not been imported 
into the new, world, but, if introduced, they 
would. find a congenial habitat in tropical 
and semi-tropical America, and they might 
become a serious plague in the southern part 
ot the United States. The genus to which 
they belong includes about fifty species, 
which are found in the warm latitudes of the 
old world, from Madagascar east to Aus- 
tralia and the Samoan Islands, and north to 
India, the Malay Archipelago, and southern 
Japan. The largest Australian species meas- 
ures more than five feet from wing tip to 
wing tip. In that country these creatures 
live in immense communities, or camps,” 
in swamps and other inaccessible places. 
Here they may be seen by thousands, fre- 
quently crowded so thickly on the trees that 
large branches are broken by their weight. 
They fly considerable distances in search of 
food, sallying forth in flocks about sunset 
and returning to their camps before dawn. 

In New South Wales, and more especially 
in Queensland, flying foxes are one of the 
worst pests of the fruit grower.. They are 
particularly injurious to figs, bananas, 
peaches, and other soft fruit, and it is esti- 
mated that the damage done to orchards in 
the coast district of New South Wales 


amounts to many thousands df pounds an- 
nually. Various expedients have been sug-. 


gested to protect orchards from their depre- 
dations, but the most practical method is to 


destroy the bats in their camps. 
A few years ago the Minister for Mines 


and Agriculture for New South Wales sup- 


plied ammunition for this purpose, and, aft- 
er considerable expenditure of powder and 
shot, 100,000 foxes were destroyed, at a cost 
of about 30 cents apiece. Wholesale de- 
struction with dynamite was suggested, and 
experiments with high explosives were made 
by the Department of Agriculture. Charges 
of roburite and gun cotton connected with 
wires so that they could be fired by an elec- 
tric current were placed in the branches of 
trees where the bats were accustomed to 
roost. The bats carefully avoided the trees 
in which explosives were hung, and when 
the charges were fired none were killed, 
even among those roosting in neighboring 
trees. 

In various parts of the world domestic dogs 
run wild have become serious pests, devour- 
ing sheep and in other ways making them-

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MARIETTA MEECH. 


AVANA, Cuba, May 16.—Two brave 
Chicago girls have volunteered to re- 
main in the City of Havana during 
the yellow fever season and to care 
for sick soldiers during the swelter- 

ing hot summer of the tropics. 


Miss Marietta Meech and Miss Augusta 
Hasemeyer, both graduates of the HAlinois 
Training School for Nurses, at the Presby- 


terian Hospital, are the two young women 
who will brave the dangers of life in pest- 
ridden Havana during the summer, and 


who have offered their services to their 
country. 

Up on majestic Castillo del ipe lies 
the general hospital, in full view of the City 


of Havana. Castillo del Principe rises grad- 
ually from the grand promenade of Carlos 
the Third, by green slopes lined with cacti 
aud royal palms towering toward the 
heavens. 

There on its summit, with the beautiful 
but deadly bay of Havana stretched out 


below, and the warm-tinted city lying sleep- 


ily in the sunlight, lies the big American 
military hospital, Alfonso XII. „ keep- 
ing guard against the fateful malarious ex- 
halations from the ancient, picturesque 
buildings and the thin strip of, yellow, 
sandy beach below. Havana is beautiful, 
but she cherishes a venomous sting for her 


luvers. | 
Fine Military Hospital. 
It is in the General Hospital of Alfonso 


XII., used as a Spanish military hospital 
Miss 


until Jan. 18, that Miss Meech aud 
Hasemeyer will perform their labors of love 


and patriotism. On Jan, 16 the American. 


authorities took possession of the compllt- 
cated array of buildings which constitute 
the hospital, and have a systematic 
renovation that will end in creating one of 
the finest Military hospitals in the world. 
It is composed of ninety-one frame, one- 
storied structures, built around quadrangles 
and covering an area of land 1,500 feet in 
width and 1,700 in length. It was erected 
by the Spanish government at a cost of 
$500,000. Six wards are now ready for 


American occupation, and when completed 


the hospital will contain 1,300 beds. 

Miss Meech is stationed in Military Hospi- 
tal No: 1 of the Hospital Alfonso XII. She 
is a sweet little woman, not more than 26 
years old, with a sad, serious face, and the 
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quiet, unobtrusive manner that a nurse in- 
voluntarily falls into after u few years of 
experience at the bedside of the sick. In 
her fresh white nurse’s costume she is as 
dainty and pretty a young woman as py 
one would care to meet after driving over 
hot, dusty roads under a fierce tropical sun. 
„Why. yes, I am going to stay all sum- 
mer,“ she said, quietly, as if it were nothing 
unusual. I reached Havana on the first of 
January, and I think that I am acclimated 
by this time. I want to remain here. They 
need me. A great many others are resign- 
ing.“ 
Miss Meech’s Good Record. 
iss Meech was graduated in 1892 from 
oe Illinois Training School and has made 
a record for herself as a trained nurse in 
Chicago. For a number of years she held 
the important post of night superintend- 
ent at the Presbyterian Hospital and later 
at the Cook County Hospital. On Aug. 18 
she enlisted as a contract nurse in the army 
and she performed some praiseworthy work 
among the sick at Montauk Point. On Oct. 
9 she was relieved at Montauk Point and 
ordered to Jacksonville Military Hospital. 
On Dec. 1 she was ordered to Savannah, 
and on Jan. 1ishe entered Havana when 
the military authorities took possession of 
the capital. Up to the time of the opening 
of the new General Hospital she was de- 
tailed. as nurse af the hospital camp of the 
Seventh Army Corps at Quemodus. Miss 
Meech’s home is at 48 Mozart street, wh 
her parents reside. 
Miss Augusta Hasemeyer, the other Chi- 
cago girl who has offered her services, was 
graduated in 1894 from the Illinois Training 


School. Although she is a native of Chi- 


eago, her present home is in Peotone, III., 
just north of Kankakee. She enlisted as an 
army nurse in August, and was ordered to 
Havana on Jan. 1. She nursed in the hos-

I—In THE TRIBUNE of Sun- 
day, the 7th inst., in the article on 
the adulteration of fvods, the writer 
gave an illustration of what he 
termed a leaf of green tea and one of black 
tea. | 
Many years ago it was believed that there 
were two kinds of tea shrubs, one producing 
green tea and the other black, and this idea 
was handed down in cyclopedias and arti- 
cles on tea by writers, none of whom prob- 
ably ever saw astea tree or knew anything 
of the manufacture of tea. | 
The fact is, there is only one genus of 
plant, Camellia Theifera, from which the tea 
of commerce is produced, though there are 
many species produced by difference in seil, 
climate, hybridization, and cultivation. All 
the different kinds of téa—green, black, 
golden tips, Pekoe, Oolong, Soochong, Bo- 
hea, etc.—are made from the same bush. 
Pure green tea is made by quickly drying the 
leaves after they are plucked, and black tea 
is produced from the same kind of leaves by 
drying them after they have been withered 
and allowed to ferment or ripen for a short

plantations are on the hillsides. Holes 
are dug four or five feet apart each way, 
ready for the little trees. When these are 
about one foot high they are transplanted 
from the nursery. They are carefully pro- 
tected and shielded from the sun. They 
are pruned with a knife or shears and 
not allowed to grow more than two and 
one-half to three feet high. They remain 
dwarfed trees. the top one mass of small 
trenches and the stem at the age of thirty 
years not more than three inches in 
diameter. During ths first two years, no 
leaves are plucked. 

In the third year, perhaps, fifty pounds 
of tea may be gathered from an acre. When 
the plantation has arrived at maturity, from 
500 to 800 pounds of tea may be gathered 
from an acre. 


Harvesting the Crop. 

The season commences in March and lasts 
till November. During this time there are 
from ten to fifteen sproutings or flushes,“ 
as the growth of the young twigs is called. 
From these the young leaves are picked, 
according to the kind of tea desired.

These casks are not to be placed in the 
water and allowed to float, but instead are 
to be firmly lodged on the ice surface, so 
that, perhaps, it would be as well to say 
they will demonstrate the ice drift, instead 
of the current, for the experience of Dr. 
Natisen and the Fram showed that these 
two things are oftentimes different. How 
long it will take the casks to make fhe trip 
no one knows, but it will certainly be sev- 
eral years. 

Henry G. Bryant, the President of the 
Geographical society of Philadelphia, stands 
sponsor for the experiment. Mr. Bryant 
is an old arctic traveler, having made two 
voyages with Lieutenant Peary, and, like 
every scientist who delves in such matters 


enthusiast. A man of means, he is paying 
the entire expense of this trial of casks out 
of his own pocket. When asked what he 
thought would be the practical result of 
the experiment he seid: 

Vessel May Follow. 

What we hope azd believe is that some 
of the casks will find their way to Greenland 
and be thrown upon either the west or east 
coast by that current which first sweeps 
down on the west side of Greenland, curves 
about it, and then trends along the eastern 
coast for a distance. If these casks, or any 
of them, succeed tn making this trip intact, . 
it is fair to draw the deduction that a ves- 
sel, if it were properly built, could do the 
same thing. Of course, it is impossible to 
speak definitely of this, because so many 
circumstances have to be gaken into con- 
sideration, but it will be no more than reas- 
onable to believe that a vessel constructed 
with the same degree of care in reference 
to possible pressure as the casks have been 
will stand more than a moderately good 
chance of getting through safely. 

“The casks are the invention of Chief 
Efigineer Melville, and I regard them as fur- 
nishing the most common sense and prac- 
tical plan for getting at the secret of the 
arctic drift and currents yet devised... I 
have thought enough of it to pay the ex- 
pense myself, and believe that eventually 
by means of this experiment we are more 
than likely to find a way to reach the pole. 
Every one knows what Nansen achieved 
with the Fram, and it is now also known to 
be a fact that he believes if he had drifted 
with the current instead of with the ice he 
would have been quite likely to drift di- 
rectly across the pole. While it is all guess- 
work to say where these casks will again 
appear, when they are found they will tell 
a famous story. | 

Description of the Casks. 

“Here is what Chief Engineer Melville 
has to say about the casks and what he 
thinks should be done with them: It will 
be observed that the casks are made after 
the ordinary manner, with solid wooden 
ends fitted to bear on the ends of the staves, 
not on the heads, held in place by a brass 
rod, with conical brass nuts to hold the cone 
ends in place—the rods and nuts being made’ 


of brass to avoid corrosion, and the diameter 


of the rod being five-eighths of an inch: The 


cone ends are shouldered to fit inside the | 
enda of the staves to avoid slipping, and an 


elastic india rubber washer is compressed 
between the cone and the head of the cask, - 
and compressed around the brasg rod to 
make it watertight where the rod passes 
through the head. The. cask is painted a. 
heavy black to preserve it from®lecay and 
to help keep it watertight—black, that it 
may readily be seen. 
They should be placed, if possible. on 
heavy ice floe pieces, that they may drift 
with the ice, Being black, under the action 
of the summer sun they will sink down into 
the body of the ice and be preserved from 
harm by possible crushing. If.thrown into 
the open water they are apt to be drifted 
with the winds. The deep ice, being affected 
dy under currents, will probably carry the 
casks on a more correct drift. The custom- 
ary bunghole and bung are fitted, the in- 
tention being to place within each cask a 
bottle, tightly corked, to preserve in case 
the cask should leak, such records as it may 
seem — therein.

The next month a conference was held 
among alliance men and members of the 
Union Labor party, when arrangements 
were made for calling a State convention 
in August for putting out a full State tick- 
et, and for the nomination of candidates 
for Congress, for county offices, and 
members of the Lower House of the Leg- 
islature.

The St. Louis committee conference re- 
sulted in a call for a national convention 
to be held at Omaha July 4 1892, and at 
that place and time the People’s party of 
the United States was formed, a national

COST OF LIVING IN ENGLAND. 


Cheaper for the Poor, but Dearer for the 
Well-to-Do, According to 


Living, in a word, is cheaper for the Eng- 
lish poor than for our own, and dearer for 
the well-to-do than in America, because 
thero are here two standards of living. The 
unit of value for the well-to-do in England 
is the sovereign, or the $5 piece, whereas our 
American unit of value in housekeeping and 
practical affairs is a dollar. The unit of 
value with the English poor is a sliding 
standard that runs from a penny down to a 
farthing, just as in America it is a nickel. 
No American of middle circumstances who 
has made his home in London will dispute 
my statement that it costs more to keep a 


-family there than it dees at home. «Men's 


clothing, wines and liquors, servants, flow~- 
ers, and a few minor articles are cheaper in 
England. but these advantages are offset 
by the higher cost ot all other necessaries. 
The cheapest cut of beef is 25 cents a pound, 
the best fish sell for as high as 60 cents a 
pound, butter is 80 cents a pound, coffee is 40 
cents, strawberries never go lower than 8 or 
10 cents a basket, and good small fruits gen- 
erally are much dearer. Peaches area quar- 
ter of a dollar apiece, milk is 8 cents a quart, 
cream is 50 cents a quart, oysters fetch a 
dollar to a dollar and a half a dozen, bread is 
about as cheap as at home, loin of pork is 25 
cents a pound, the cheaper mutton (from 
New Zealand) is 20 cents a pound, and Eng- 
lish mutton fetches 7 cents more.

It is the universal opinion of visitors to the 
city that Wichita has probably the worst 
assortment-of street cars seen in any other : 
city in the United States. 

Out of less than a dozen cars no two are 
slike in size or design, and of the few in 
service one or more are usually returned to 
the shop for repairs each day. Some of the 
cars. used give no protection to passengers 
in rainy weather. The roofs are in such a 
leaky condition it is a common sight to see 
passengers holding their umbrellas over 
their heads inside the cars to keep from get- 
ting drenched. 

Cars Called “ Rough Riders.” 

The machinery of the motor parts make 
such a noise that they ean be heard several 
blocks away, doing away with the necessity 
of the motormen ringing the gongs. The 
cars have been named the Rough Riders 
by the citizens because of the bumping over. 
crooked tracks.

Practical Humor of Caddies. 
Faith works wonders, but on the whole the 
Egyptian methed is more to be relied on. 
These matters, however, verge on the seri- 
ous. But either practice is to be preferred 
to that often in vogue with caddies at home 
of putting your own ball or your opponent’s, 
indifferently, into their pocket when they 
think you are not looking. This is practi- 
cal humor of the worst possible taste, and 
expensive withal. A girl caddie, however 
she might exercise and practice magic, would 
never so wicked as this. 
There is a deal of humor, again of the un- 
conscious kind, in the reverent solemnity 
with which men of a certain golfing class 
and ladies, also—speak with bated breath 
of their game.“ It is an undisccvered en- 
tity—value x—in many cases, but how deep- 
ly they respect it! The care with which they 
cherish it, wrapped in cotton wool and se- 
clusion, declining to play with any inferior 
partner, “for fear they might spoil it, is 
touching. 
Its value is evidently quite differently esti- 
mated by themselves and by others—and the 
most singular problem in the world is how 
in the world they arrived at their conception 
of ft. On this point the author has a theory 
which he believes may be the true solution: 
They put together a series of the best strokes 
they ever made and call this compound 
their game "—that is the glorious standard 
to which they nobly think they should at- 
tain; but it is misleading when they speak 
to others, who do not know them, of this 
quality of golf as their game’’—intending 
the term to be taken in its normal sense as 
implying the quality of golf that they may 
be reasonably reckoned to produce.

Their astonishing lack of knowl- 
edge of the likely demand for their inven- 
tions is quite of the essence of the best un- 
conscious humor, which usually depends 
on igmorance of some aspect or other of 
human nature. 

The name of such inventions is legion; it 
only needs, to complete the Mst, that some 
one should invent the much-talked-of put- 
ter, with a musical box in its head, that 
shall play a tune when the ball goes into 
the hole. This club we should all buy, as 
it would make it so unlikely that the oppo- 
nent would hole his putt subsequently while 
the music played. 

Terrible atrocities, from which a sense of 
humor would have preserved people, have 
been perpetrated in the sacred name of golf 
in these latter days. Watering places have 
advertised themselves, by virtue of their 
golf grounds, which are generally found to 
be a pasture fleld in an unredeemed sand 
drift; great golfers, even old Tom Mor- 
ris, are imported down to open the new 
course under the fearful eye of the Mayor 
and corporation in all their robes and chains 
of office. 

It is all well, meant and public spirited, 
but there is a deal of humor about it, too— 
about the ceremonial and the health drink- 
ing. and the mutual congratulations on the 
opening of our magnificent linke.“ When 
the Mayor in-person elects to hit off the ball 
himself we touch à higher point of humor, 
but to this the civic authorities will seldom 
deign to lend themselves.

But ever since the round world began the 
most terrible of unconecious humorists have 
been the children. It is, in fact, its utter 
unconsciousness e of intention 
that gives: their humor ite peculiar point. 
We are all aware of the fact it is far easier 
to hole a putt when we have two for the 
hole than when the result depends on the 
single stroke; but it seldom heppene to us 
to put the case so clearly and so crudely asa 
Attle innocent put it to her father, asking 
him: Why is it, father, that when they say 
you have two for the hole you always put 
it in one, but when they say you have one 
for it you always take two?’ This sort of 
inquiry of the enfant terrible is a painful 


method of receiving out of the 
mouths of babes. | 
Much, however, too, and again of the pure- 


ly unconscious kind, but, this time, of that 
pecullar species that comes back, boomerang- 
wise, om the person of its perpetrator, is 
afforded by the spectacle of those who 
preach. on the ground of a two years’ ac- 
quaintance with the royal and ancient game 
sermons on its theory and execution, Es- 
pecially are they insistent on this or that 
delicate point for decision that it is, or is not, 
„golf.“ arrogating to themselves a special 
knowledge and power of definition of all that 
this great word connotes peculiarly edify- 
ing to those who have had enough experi- 
ence to know how slight their knowledge is. 


Tragedy and Comedy Together. 


But, if all this “ rushing in of certain 
persons, where others, more angelic, would 
„fear to tread,“ contains elements of un- 
doubted humor, it also arouses in the spec- 
tator a pitiful feeling, not altogether making 
for laughter and similar to the sentiment 
expressed by Dr. Johnson when he said 
Sir, these are the kind of questions that 
make a sensible man wish to go and hang 
himself.“ 

Nevertheless we are not all sensible men 
after the estimate of Dr. Johnson, and there 
are some who feel inclined under stress of 
these afflictions, to “go and hang.“ not 
themselves, but these others, the foolish 
inquirers and the arrogant dictators. Com- 
edy and tragedy are always close to each 
other, and nowhere do we see their affinity 
more strongly demonstrated than on the 
golf green, where what is comedy to one 
man, the spectator, is apt to be real tragedy 
to the other man, the player. 


HOMEMADE WEAPONS OF THUGS 


Blackjacks, Sandbags, and Other In- 
_ struments of Offense That Are 
Skillfully Made. 


Only a small portion of the prisoners taken 
to police stations in New York City carry 
deadly and unlawful weapons these days 
because the courts have a fashion of ad- 
ministering the law rigorously in such cases. 
Sword, pistol, and loaded canes have almost 
completely disappeared. The unlawful 
weapons are carried by foreigners chiefly. 
Native-born citizens care little for them. 
One night recently a big, powerful China- 
man ran amuck with three of the “ silent 
talkers "’ and assaulted one of his country- 
men and knocked him senseless. The dis- 
turber of peace was arrested aftera struggle 
and taken to the Elizabeth Street Station. 
On his left fist was a heavy pair of brass 
knuckles, in his right hand was a black- 
jack, and in his belt was a keen-edged knife. 

The blackjack was an artistic one. The 
head was a leather pouch full of lead. The 
handle was braided leather nine inches long 
and rather stiff. It weighed nearly two 
pounds. Another blackjack taken at the 
same station-house had an iron ball for a 
head and a steel-wire rope for the handle. 
A sneak-thief carried a canvas bag ten 
inches long and four inches wide, The bot- 
tom of the bag had a pound and a half of 
bird-shot sewed in it. That blackjack was 
to break bones without more than slightly 
bruising the skin. The blackjack is more 
favored than the bludgeon, because it has a 
pliable handle, but a bludgeon is easily pro- 
cured—a foot of lead pipe or iron bar will 
serve. The other night two men were ar- 
rested in Park row as they were assaulting 
a man. One of these men was held in 6500 
extra bail because he carried an ordirary 
wooden billy, such as policemen have. The 
kind of billy a crook carries by preference 
is an eight-inch black leather bag with a bar 
of lead in it. But no one can lawfully carry 
such a weapon in New York City.—Leslie's 
Weekly.

Sometimes the Schemes Work 
to the Disaster of the 
Operator.

VERY day at the close of the markets 
in almost any of the larger bucket- 
shops half a dozen elderly men may 
be seen intently studying the black- 
boards, on which the day’s fluctua- 

tions of stocks and grain have not yet been 
rubbed off, and carefully jotting down the 
prices in the form of a chart in a small note- 
book. The chart is something on the order 
of that printed every day in the commercial 
columns of THe TRIBUNE to indicate the 
inovement of the wheat market, only it cov- 
ers a long period, and is added to each day, 
and usually it refers only to one particular 
railroad. stock. These are system players, 
and there is a small army of them in the 
bucket-shops. Nobody knows just what 
their system is, but if it succeeds there is 
little evidence of the fact betrayed in the 
appearance of the players. They are nearly 
all seedy, weary-looking men. The black- 
board boys refer to them as skates. 


Sure They Could Win. 

The unwritten history of the Board of 
Trade in this city ig full of instances of men 
who believed they had discovered a series

tems were founded largely on the laws of 
supply and demand, and laid down as their 
principle that notwithstanding every other 
natural influence thet law must make 
prices. It is an axiom on the board that 
figures will beat anybody in speculation, 
and as the latest prominent {llustration of 
this the members point to Joe Leiter, who 
had mast every detail of statistical) in- 
formation releting to the wheat the world 
needed and the quantity available, yet lost

figures don't control 
man named Harris ac d encyclo- 
pedic knowledge of grain statistics and 
evolved a method of trading based on it. 
In one season it was said he ran up an orig- 
inally small flyer to a paper profit of $75,000, 
but a cog slipped and he lost it all. Harris 
remained around the board for years after- 
wards, and acquired the reputation of bei 
a mild monomanfac, but he never play 
again. Ten years ago no less a 

than R. A. Proetor, the astronomer, 

an elaborate book on chante and luck. 
About the same time the theory was evolved 
that given a speculative market which had 
followed a certain course for a specified 
period and a law of averages could be laid 
down which would enable tts course for the 
next few days to be figured as a probability. 

Won and Lost. 

A man named Caldwell turned up on the 
board with a system partaking somewhat of 
Caldwell became intimate with 
Bob“ Lindblom, who advanced money to 
test the system and he subsequently told 
friends made quite an amount of money 
throygh it. Caldwell interested a number of 
speculators, who contributed in the aggre- 
gate $8, or $4,000, but the test ended in 
disaater. Caldwell’s system was rather in- 
voalved.and .requined..for its success the 
execution of orders, whether to buy or sell, 
at a certain price and none other. A diffor- 
ence of a small fraction destroyed the whole 
edifice. It is 4 practical impossibility in an 
active, narrow market to catch the exact 
fraction. For this reason it was said Cald- 
well’s system would work in a bucket-shop, 
but it does not appear to have been exten- 

ively tried. 

Fanny Blinn’s Fortune, 

A West Side woman named Fanny Blinn 
in the late 808 spent six months in the 
gallery of the open board studying the mar- 
ket, and then began trading on a system. 
Her orders grew so large that she became 
an element in the market and the cause 
‘of much excitement among women specula- 
tively inelined, numbers of whom were said 
to have intrusted her with their money.

Prairies for a Oruise on the Old Hartford. 


HARTFORD, 1867. 


HE middle and the far West are to be 
given a chance to bring their vigor 
ous young blood into the. enlisted 
branch of the navy in a way un: 
thought of for many a year.. Three 

hundred able-bodied Americans, residents 
of the sections named, are to be recruited 
for a term of four years, and 4 good share 
of their training period is to be spent on the 
reconstructed Hartford, once Farregut’s 


flagship. 
The ship is to be placed in commission in 
September, and will then proceed from Mare 
Island—where it has been rebullt—to the 
Atlantic coast of the United States. In its 
new sphere it will occupy the position. of 
being the first of Uncle Sam’s fighting craft 
to be used for the transformation of green 


‘landsmen—without intermediate prepara- 


tion—into typical mem-of-war’s men. 
Already, in expectation of its trip to the 
Atlantic coast, the Mayor of Hartford has 
requested that it be sent into the waters of 
Connecticut, that the citizens of Hartford 
may present the good ship with fitting cer- 
emony with a service of silvér. 
Arrangements for the enlistment of these 
men have been perfected by Rear Admiral 
A. 8. Crowninshield, Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation, and Commander John M. Haw- 
ley, who has been designated by the depart- 
ment to command the good ship when it is 
put in commission at Mare Island. As a re- 
sult of consideration given the matter by 
the officials, Lieutenant Alexander Sharp 
Jr., who commanded the converted yacht 
Vixen in the celebrated naval battle of San- 
tia go de Cuba, and who has been selected to 
perform the exacting duties of executive of 
the new training ship, will start next week 
on a tour of the Western States, accom- 
panied by a boatewain and a medical officer, 
to select the men who are to form the 
greater part of the Hartford's complement. 
Coming to Chicago. 
Lieutenant Sharp's orders require him to 
visit all the large sities in the West. He will 
firat. visit Chicago, and during his trip is 
expected to establish temporary recruiting 
rendezvous in that city, and also at St. 
Louis, Topeka, Kas: Omaha, Neb.; Denver, 
Colo.; Salt Lake City, Utah; San Francisco, 
Cal., and other points at which he may be 
able to find satisfactory material. 
“The desirability of Western men as 
jackies,”” said Commander Hawley today, 
“was fully demonstrated during the late 
conflict with Spain. We obtained a number 
of recruits from the West, especially from 
IKMinois, who performed splendid service dur- 
ing those trying months, and I am proud of 
the record they made. While they lacked, 
perhaps, the original training of satlormen, 
their intelligence and zeal soon overcame 
thie difficulty, and they quickly grew famil- 
lar with their duties in the strictest sense of 
the word. 
Unfortunately for the United States, it 
has no merchant marine like Gregt Britain 


and some other of our uropean 
neighbors. from which to draw for 
ons to the navy in time of 


need. What few American sailors 
there are are now in the navy or somewhat 
similarly employed on yachts. In conse- 
quence a deal of difficulty is being experi- 


to rely. It is the unexpected that nerves a 
man to his best, if it be in him, and the sea- 
manship of sails.is the school that has the 
hardest lessons to learn from the changeful 
sea. 
** Besides the 300 recruits who will be at- 
tached to the ship, there will be a regular 
enlisted force of 150 practiced seamen, se- 
lected because of their ability to teach and 
to lead their new companions. It will be the 
duty of these older men to direct the educa- 
tlanal work of a practical nature, and these 
men will in turn be under the supervision of 
officers peculiarly gifted with the quality 
of leadership. 


May Go to Europe. 

The Hartford is not the same craft that 
stood those frightful ordeals of fire thirty- 
odd years ago, although it has retained 
most of the fine lines that dignifled it in the 
days of old. Except in name the good ship 
is substantially a new vessel, and in the 
features of gun power and machinery Is 
typically moderr in every sense. . Its bat- 
tery of rapid-fire guns will afford the best 
sort of school for the making of modern ar- 
tillerists, and the men will be given ample 
opportunities to prove what they can do 
to a target a thousand and more 
away. 

“While it has not yet been determined 
how the ship shall reach the Atlantic coast, 
there is good reason to believe it will de- 
vote some time to European waters. This 
will be especially encouraging to the men 
by inspiring them to follow such as they 
may see good abroad while maintaining at 
all times the traditional virtues of their own 
service in the eyes of the foreign jackies,”’ 

Such will be the future work of the new 
Hartford—the training of men that know 
nething about the sea to be such seamen in 
turn as those who have followed the fortunes 
of Dewey or have held to the pace set by our 
other victors in the West Indies. It has 
not yet been settled how long the course of 
instruction on shipboard will be, but there 
is good reason tb believe it will not be less 
than six months. After that the graduates 


will be portioned off among the ships of the 


North and the South Atlantic, the Pacific, 
and the Asiatic stations, respectively, 

By the early part of September, it is be- 
lieved, the quota will have been mustered 
aboard the old Independence, the receiving 
ship at Mare Island, and then, m conjunc- 
tion with the one hundred and fifty expe- 
rienced men, the force will be mustered 
aboard the Hartford, and there, lined up on 
deck, the skipper will read his orders, the 
drums will roll, the bugles blare, and with 
bared heads all eyes will turn to Old Glory, 
breaking anew at the peak, after so many 
years of idleness, as a token of its new- 
born usefulpess, 

Should the vessel go through the Suez 
Canal on its way to New York, as seems 
highly probable, it will touch at the Ha- 
waiian Islands, the Philippines, and among 
the Asiatic ports; and, with the association 
of Farragut about it, there will be some- 
thing fitting following in the, wake of the 
victories of that man who learned his first

The old Hartford was built more than 
forty years ago, and in its day was con- 
sidered one of the finest sloops-of-war ever 
constructed. It was launched at Boston on 
Nov. 23, 1858, was 225 feet long on tho 
water line, had 44 feet beam, and drew 16 
full feet of water upon a displacement of 
2,250 tons. Its engines and boilers were 
deemed beauties in their day, although they 
would be called hopelessly antiquated now. 
It was a full-rigged ship, with something 
Mike 19,000 square feet of canvas in its plain 
sails. It was pierced by thirty-four ports, 
out of which peered something like fourteen 
significant nine-inch smooth-bore guns. In 
action it carried others in the ports, besides 
some pretty effective weapons fore and aft 
on the forecastle and poop decks. | 

Rear Admiral John C. Watson, now on 
his way to relieve Dewey, was Farragut's 
Flag Lieutenant on the Hartford at the 
battle of Mobile Bay, and he it was who 
lashed that father of fighters in the rigging 
of that ship. During the last winter Ad- 
mirai Watson, as commandant of the Mare 
Island yard, directed that the brass shoe of 
the old ship, a stout metal support passing 
beneath the propeller to hold the lower 
shaft of the rudder, be placed in front of 
the commandant’s quarters. Two of the 
ship’s old nine-inch guns, mounted on the 
ancient wooden carriages, were so arranged 
that their muzzles should look grimly 
through the shoe, and there they stand now 
as a lasting memento of the ship that was. 

The work of reconstructing the Hart- 
ford began in December of 1804, and was 
hastening to a fine conclusion when inter- 
rupted by the more urgent demands of the 
war with Spain, Today it is bherk-rigged, 
without royals, and in place of the old bat- 
tery it carries thirteen modern five-inch 
guns of the murderous rapid-fire type, to- 
gether with four six and one three pounders, 
also of the quick-firing order.

wheelmen have dechded to try for the 

- various prizes offered by the Asso- 

ciated Cycling Clubs of Chicago for 

the annual Chicago road race, which 

will be held over the Wheeling twenty-five- 

mile course Tuesday forenoon, starting from 

Wheeling at 10 o’clock and finishing in the 
Garfield Park annex. 

It is the smallest ‘entry list ever received 
for a Chicago road race, and the event is 
probably the last of the big handicaps which 
will be held on Decoration day over the 
Wheeling course, and probably in Chicago. 
The sentiment against holding sporting 
events on Memorial day is growing, and the 
West Park board has declared against sanc- 
tioning another event of the kind. ‘ 

Thia sentiment against road racing on 
Decoration day, together with the unmistak- 
able decline of interest in bicycle racing, 
and particularly road riding, has contrib- 
uted to keep the list of contestants for the 
annual race down to an unusually small 
number. The riders entered are nearly all 
of the younger generation, but the smaller 
fields on the different marks ought to make 
the race a better one, as it will give the in- 
dividual riders more opportunity to show 
their merits. In previous races the back 
mark men have been unable, in many cases, 
to get through the big bunches ahead of 
them, and thus have lost to men of inferior 


ability as riders. 
Fame for Unknown Riders. 


twelve years the wheelmen of Chi- 
3 baad looked forward to the big Decora- 
tion day race. It has brought fame to many 
an obscure cyclist, and Tuesday's event will 
probably repeat this feature. The Pullman 
course was the first over which the race 
was held and it was used for a number 
of years, but its difficulties led to a demand 
tor another course. In 1895 the change was 
made, and the north shore course with the 
finish in Lincoln Park was tried with dis- 
astrous results. The course was easy to 
cut, and no one knows now who really won 
the race. It was a disgraceful fiasco, so in 
1896 the Wheeling course was chosen. 

The Chicago road race originated in the 
club runs of the Chicago Cycling club and 
the Owl Cycling club, the ruris developing 
a rivalry which developed in time into a 
challenge, and then to a general open race 
over the Pullman course. . 

The annual races over the Pullman course 
increased in popularity with every one but 
certain wheelmen. The South Side riders 
believed it the finest course that could be 
found, but the sand hill near Pullman proved 
a stumbling block to many, the railroad 
crossings caused too many falls, and finally 
it was decided in 1895 to try a new course, 
so the north shore course was chosen. 
This race caused such a bitter wrangle that 
when the time for selecting a course for 
the race arrived in 1896 the South-Siders in 
the Assoctated Cycling Clubs clamored@ for 
the Pullman course again, but the West- 
Siders proposed a new course, the Wheeling 
route. A bitter fight developed over the 
course to be chosen and the West Side 
finally won. 


It was found to be a course in which there

The defects of that time have one by one 
been removed until now it is a fine course 
for a race. 

The facilities for

Formerly the road 
which begins at Niles and ends at Jefferson 
Park was the worst stretch on the route, but 
this has all been changed, unt!! now it is one 
of the best. It was here that in 90 many 
a rider came to grief by dashing into a water 
pool or into a mudhole and saw his oppo- 
nents going away and leaving him.

10 o'clock, and Starter Sol Hess of the Con- 
gress Wheelmen will see to getting the riders 
on their long journey.

The interesting point really of historic in- 
terest. is to follow. Dr. Faote’s private 
memorandum gives a. statement that will 
surprise many as it did us. The common 
idea is that President Lincoln was murdered 
by John Wilkes Booth because he was the 
head of the Northern States and was re- 

onsible for the war upon the South. In 
Ener words, that Booth, in being in Intense 
sympathy with the South and being some- 
thing daft, had assassinated the President 
on account of his course in the war. After 
the plans failed, Dr. Foote says Both hur- 
ried to Washington, and on his knees im- 
plored President Lincoln and Secretary 
Seward to pardon or, at least, respite Beall. 
Lincoln promised to respite, but that night 
ordered his execution. Dr. Foote says: 

„This order was executed, and Beall was 
hanged within thirty yards of my window 
and inside Fort Columbus, and not at John- 


son's Island, as has been frequently re- 


ported. | 

„ Booth, for what he termed the perfidy 
of President Lincoln toward himself and 
friend Beall, at once swore to avenge his 
frien¢’s death by killing both Lincoln and 
Seward. He did not intend to shoot Lin- 
coln in the theater, but the contemplated 
opportunity did not offer itself elsewhere. 

But for the fact that Booth's spur caught 
in the curtain that fatal night; he would 
have escaped—at least for a time. The war 
had nothing to do with the assassination of 
the President; it was due simply and solely 
to revenge, intensified by Booth's love and 
admiration for his friend. 

*Rooth went to New York the morning 
of Beall's execution, and being so grievously 
disappointed at what had occurred, he be- 
came measurably an insane man. I had 
not the least idea of Booth's plan to assas- 
sinate the President. This plan was known 
only to one man, and to him Booth revealed 
it only an hour before the assassination. The 
man to whom he thus confided his purpose 
begged him not to carry it out, and finding 
that Booth was not to be turned from his 
revenge, left the city before the horrible 
tragedy occurred.“ |

years. He was our family physician, and 
most attentive, sympathetic, and skillful. 
We always thought him truthful, honorable, 
and sincere. We at least believe his state- 
ment without reservation.—Wilmington (N.

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HE Manila Observatory came into ex- 
istence as a non-official institution in 
1865, under the direction of the Jesuit 
Fathers, employed ag teachers in their 
college in the walled city, generally 
fmown as the Ateneo Municipal. They took 
up the work on their own fhitiative, their 
purpose being to study the typhoons so com- 
‘mon and so destructive in that region, and 

“it possible to predict their coming and their 
general course. 

' The first director of the new observatory 
was Father Faura, an earnest and enlight- 
ened scientist, who has accomplished much 
good in his chosen work. Associated with 
him as assistant were Fathers Nanell and 
Ricort. The college provided them with a 
few necessary meteorological instruments, 
‘and with these they kept @ careful record 
of the phenomena observ from 1865 to 
1860, exchanging monthly and annual re- 
ports with the principal observatories 
throughout the world. As the years Went 
on privaté subscriptions supplemented the 
tunds allowed by the college and new and 
improved apparatus was bought. 

Father Faura’s studies of typhoons con- 
vinced him that there was some connection 
between barometrical oscillation and the 
coming of these dread storms, and, pursuing 
this Une of investigation, in July, 1879, he 
first warning against an im- 
pend oon.

ly useful by the navigators:of the South 
Seas. Other workers in the observatory 
have also written and invented. The insti- 
tution has cotperated. with other learned 
bodies and has sent out several important 
expeditions, adding much to the sum of 
human knowledge. 

In March, 1886, the observatory was trans- 
+ wire from the walled city to the handsome 
block of buildings it now occupies in the 
suburb of Ermita. At the same time two 
new departments were added, the seismical 
dr earthquake department, and the etic 
observatory. They were officially recognized 
by the Spanish government in 1888, Hberal 
salaries being assigned to the officials em- 

At the end of 1892 the directorate of the 
Manila Observatory was officially invited 


to attend the Meteorological congress at the 
Columbian Exposition in Chicago. Fathers 
Frederic Faura and José Algue were com- 
missioned to assist at this congress at the 
expense and in representation of the Span- 


ish government. They extended their jour- 
ney to Europe, and on their return enriched 
the Manila Observatory with many new and 
useful instruments. | | 
Up-to-Date Observatory. 

The astronomical observatory, erected at 
the expense of the Jesuit Fathers, was fin- 
ished in 1897. It e provided with the best 
and largest equatorial telescope in the far 
East, besides a full equipment of the lesser 
apparatus necessary to such an institution, 
The department was to have been officially 
recognized by the Spanish government and 


provided for in the budget flor 1898, but, un- 


fortunately for the interests of science, the 
war put a stop to the project. | 

The buildings and grounds for the four 
sections of the observatory belong to the 
Jesuit Mission of the Philippine Islands as 
a private property, though it has been par- 
tially supported by the Spanish govern- 
ment since the recognition of the observa-. 
tory as an official institution in 1884. Ever 
since 1884 most of the instruments have been 
acquired for the institution by the Jesuit 
Mission, some by private subscriptions 
raised in Manila and Hongkong.

Some Famous Battles on 
the “Field of 
Honor.” 


BRUSH AS A WEAPON. 


HE duel as a means of settling nice 
points of honor, well nigh extinct in 
countries inhabited by the Anglo- 
Saxon race, shows a vitel- 
ity in France. 

The recent duel of Catulle Mendes and 
George Vanor in Paris over the pin-point 
question as to whether the real Hamlet was 
fat or lean is evidence of that fact. A rad- 
ical difference in the conception of honor in 
the two races may explein the disappear- 
ance of the duel in the one case and its sur- 
vival in the other. However that may be, 
the interest which the English-speaking 


created by that once formidable institution. 

Authors, a proverbially. irritable class, 
have often sought the arbitrament of swords 
or pistols to settle their disputes. Some- 
times the duel has had a tragic outcome, 
sometimes the reverse, and in the latter case 
the world, with eeeming in consequence, has 
laughed at the duelists while it would have 

ted serious results. 

An author’s duel which created at the time 
a vast deal of excitement and which 18 still 
frequently referred to was that which took 
place in England in 1821 between Scott, the 
editor of the London Magagine, and Christie, 
a barrister-at-law. Lockhart, the biogra- 
pher of Sir Walter Scott, took offense at 
some articles which had appeared in that 
publication and called the editor to account. 
Scott refused to consent to a meeting unless 
Lockhart previously admitted that he was 
editor of Blackwood’s Magazine. 

In the course of negotiations between the 


seconds Christie, who was Lockhart’s seo- 


ond, took umbrage at Scott’s words and in- 
sisted on satisfaction. The incidental duel 
got the right of way, and at the meeting at 
Chalk Farm Scott was mortally wounded. 
The Coroner brought in a charge of willful 
murder, but at the trial the survivor and 
seconds wore acquitted. 


Duel That Was Farcical. 


Fifteen years before a duel even more 
noted owing to the prominence of the com- 
batants had a result which stirred England 
with laughter for many a day. In 1806 Jeffrey 
wrote an article for the Edinburg Review in 
which he criticised Tom Moore in his well- 
known, trenchant style. Moore winced yn- 
der the attack, and especially under that 
part of the critique which charged him with 
corrupting the minds of his readers. Like 
the Tattler’s Bickerstaffe; Moore was de- 
termined that the He, should be given neither 
„ by construction, nor implication, nor in- 
duction.” So he wrote to Jeffrey: 

“To this I beg have to answer, you are a 
Mar; yes, sir, a Mar; and I choose to adopt 
this harsh and vulgar mode of defiance in or- 
der to prevent at once all equivocation be- 
tween us and te compel you to adopt for your 
own satisfaction that alternative which you 
might have hesitated in affording to mine.” 

Though far from being of a murderous dis- 
position, Jeffrey could not pass this by, anda 
meeting was arranged, When the duelists 
met they bowed most politely to each other.

As for the duelists, 
through the services of the poet Roger, they 
became reconciled and were ever after good 
friends. | | 

The annals of France contain so many 
authors’ duels that it is difficult to select any 
one that might be called representative. 
That, however, which Lamartine fought with: 
Pepe shows that the French duelist, how- 
ever much he may have been ‘ridiculed, is 
capable of manifesting not only high cour- 
age, but generosity as well. 

In 1825 Alfonse de Lamartine was secre- 
tary of the French Legation at Florence. 
While there he was engaged on a poem in 
the style of Byron’s “ Childe Harold,“ and 
what he witnessed around Him prompted the 
poet to utter a tirade on the degradation of 
Italy. 

Colonel Gabriel Pepe, a Neapolitan, took 
offense at it and the romantic poet and the 
irate patriot confronted hardily, in simple 
opposition hand to hand.” Lamartine was 
wounded, and when the Grand Duke was 
resolved to punish his adversary for infrac- 
tion of the law generously interceded on his 
behalf. | |

passions. The famous composer of The 
Messiah”’ once had a tilt with a brother artist 
which came near putting an end to his 
career.

Once, when he had been traduced by 
Wilkes in the North Briton, he quickly made 
a portrait of his traducer, which exhibited 
his personai.and moral deformities and more 
surely revenged the paintér than a sword 
thrust in his enemy’s body would have done.

BROTHER HOPKINS’ UNRULY TONGUE. 
Congressman Hopkins had a good start 
in the Speakership race. It looked as if the 
stars in their courses were fighting for him. 
All that he needed, apparently, to insure 
success was discretion, forbearance, con- 
ciliation, suavity. Whatever talking bad 
to be done might have been done through 
intelligent friends. The candidate should 
have shunned controversy or dispute and 
nom- 
inated he must have the support of both 
new and old members. He needs the aid of 
the latter more than that of the former, for 
the old members have more experience and 
esprit de corps. They act more unitedly. 
Consequently it is unfortunate that Mr. 
Hopkins has made a statement, diréctly or 
indirectly, condemning the old methods of 
the House. They may be deserving ot con- 
demnation in Mr. Hopkins’ opinion, and if 
so he has a right to say so, but in the words 
of St. Paul, All things are lawful unto me, 
but all things are not expedient.” It can- 
not be expedient in a candidate for the 
Speakership to condemn methods which 
have been approved of by Payne, Cannon, 
Henderson, Dalzell, Grosvenor, Sherman, 
Hitt, and all other leaders among the old 
members. They cannot be expected to 
listen approvingly to statements which re- 
fleet directly upon them all and which they 
will look upon as a cénsure of themselves 
and as an intimation that if Mr. Hopkins is 
elected they must retire to the rear and 
permit inexperience and the “ new men ” 
to come to the front. | 
Mr. Hopkins should pose as a conserva- 
tive and not as a radical, proposing to break 
with all the traditions of the House. In- 
judicious remarks such as he has made are 
calculated to breed distrust. Members will 
say: “If he does these things when he is 
out of power, what may he not do in the 
Speaker’s chair?“ If indiscreet before he 
is elected, or nominated even, what indis- 
cretion may not he be guilty of when no 
restraint can be put upon him except that 
of his own will? 
Mr. Hopkins should bear in mind that 
Whatever he may think of Mr. Reed's ad- 
ministration as Speaker it is clear that that 
gentleman, because of or in spite of his 
“methods,” had the confidence of the 
House. He was elected first in 1889. When 
his party regained the House in 1895 Mr. 
Reed was elected Speaker, though it was 
well known what his methods had been dur- 
ing his first term. There was no real op- 
position to his nomination. There was 
none two years later. Had he thought best 
to remain in the field nobody would have 
contested the offiee with him this year. He 
would have been chosen by acclamation. 
Then why attack at this time Mr. Reed, 
who must have a host of warm friends in 
the House or he would not have ruled it 
as he has? Pes 
It would be much better for Mr. Hopkins 
to say nothing until he is elected, if he ever 
is. If he has to speak he shauld not set 
forth his future policy. That is done best 
in inaugural addresses. He may have said 
nothing but what he thought was true, but 
he should remember that the truth is no 
to be spoken at all times. | 


MEASURE OF SCHLEY AND LONG. 

Secretary Long is not yet able to get the 
proper perspective of the naval battle at 
Santiago. He and the “Strategy board,” 
Admiral Sampson, and the persons imme- 
diately under their orders are too prominent 
in the foreground, They imagine them- 
selves much larger figures in the events of 
last year than will be approved by his- 
tory. As time goes on their importance 
will diminish and that of the real actors in 
the drama willincrease. The Secretary of 
the Navy and his “strategy” assistants 
were only scene-shifters at best. Admiral 
Schley realizes this. Unlike Sampson, he 
has made no contribution to the voluminous 
literature of the subject, and courteously 
declined to write of the battle for the Cen- 
tury, which has come to be the repository 
of information from would-be heroes.“ 
When questioned ‘about this the other day 
Admiral Schley said: 

No. I have not written anything, and have de- 
clined all requests for eontributions of a literary 
kind, I do not believe that those who make his- 
_tory or assist in making history should write it. 
| Their field ot vision is necessarily limited, and 
they view it quite differently from one who might 
obliquely see the entire situation. 

Then, again, there are personal interests that 
should be eliminated, and the simple facts should 
be handed down to subsequent generations. It is 
facts that the people want, and when the facts are 


in their possession they do not have to go to a 
normal school to deduce conclusions. 


The facts are already in the possession of 
the people, They know who fought and 
won the battle of Santiago. They know 
who was absent when that battle was 
fought, They know that Secretary Long 
and the “Strategy board” hindered and 
obstructed the operations around Santiago. 
They know that, while Secretary Long, by 
the advantage of circumstances, is the tem- 
porary and accidental superior officer of 
Schley, in the court of fame he is not the 
peer of the meanest officer in that glorious 
fleet, and that he will not be reckoned with 
or considered by posterity.

The brave men, living and dead, who struggled 
here have consecrated it [this ground] far above 
our poor power to add or detract.

It is not possible for Secretary Long or 
Admiral Sampson to add to the fame of 
Schley or detract from it. Posterity will 
form its judgment upon the consideration of 
what Admiral Schley did, not of what Secre- 
tary Long says or Admiral Sampson writes 
in the newspapers or the magazines. The 
unhandsome, ungenerous, and unofficer-like 
conduct of these men cannot prejudice the 
name and fame of Admiral Schley. They 
will be safe in the hands of the people, who 
do not take into consideration Long or 
Sampson or any other man who was not in 
the fight. So far as Long seeks to belittle 
Schley just so far he will belittle himself. 
Admiral Sampson would have commended 
himself to the popular favor if he had taken 
Admiral Schiey’s view of the battle as hav- 
ing “glory enough for us all,” instead af 
trying to get all the glory of an action in 
which he was not a participant. The people 
will think less and less of him as time goes 
on for his ungenerpus conduct, They may 
even come to think he is not deserving of 
sympathy for his absence, Admiral Schley

He 
believes Japan did not want Chinese terri- 
tory; that it secretly wishes the European 
powers had seized Formosa as well. The 
Japanese have made a failure of the attempt 
to rule Formosa, and they would not take 
any more foreign territory bestowed, but 
they are alarmed at every advance of the 
European powers in the Orient. They have 
a dread of Russia and a mild distrust of 
Great Britain. For the United States alone 
they have both respect and affection. The 
fact that we have inspired and retained this 
instinctive trust on the part of one Oriental 
race is a good augury for our success in 
doing it with the kindred race in the Phil-

EMPEROR WILLIAM AS AN ART PATRON. 

Among the many traits of the versatile 
Emperor of Germany, his knowledge of and 
love of art is one that will endear him to 
artists. In this he is somewhat unique 
among the reigning monarchs of Europe. 


of art and all of them to a greater or less ex- 
tent are patrons of artists, for, as Edouard 
Pailleron somewhat satirically says, Art | 
is aristocratic or it is nothing.” Not only 
all sovereigns but all the nobility of Eu- 
rope, almost without exception, claim to 
be worshipers at the shrine of beauty. 
Wealthy Americans, not always with 
discrimination, attempt the same role. 
To own famous paintings, statues, and 
other works of art is generally regarded 
not only as an evidence of wealth, but also 
of taste and cosmopolitan culture. Those 
who possess the means affect the virtue pf 
a love for the beautiful in art even though 
they ha ve it not. | 
Notwithstanding this appreciation 
among the rulers, the titled, and the wealthy 
of all countries, it is to be feared the golden 
age of art, like that of the world, liesin the 
past. The great patrons of the beautiful 
in Greece and Italy had a love of art 
and of the beauty which is “a joy forever” 


in our modern, unenthusiastic times. The 
days when all Florence followed Cimabue’s 
Madonna from the artist’s studio to the 
Church of Santa Maria Novella and— —

_A reverent people shouted to behold | 
The picture, not the King, and even the place 

_ Containing such a miracle grew bold 
are past, and probably will not return. | 


The German Kaiser, however, has, among | 


his best qualities, a capacity for enthusi- 
asm, and one of these enthusiasms ie his 
love of art. He is himself something of an 
artist and has a genuine admiration for 
beauty as portrayed upon the canvas or 
carved from marble, which makes him ex- 
ceptional among his fellow- Furopean sover- 
eigns. The most recent instance he has given. 
of this is the commission he intrusted to the 
painter Hermann Prell to adarn the great 
hall of the German Embassy on the Capi- 
toline Hill at Rome. This commission has 
recently been fulfilled and the work of the 
artist has been inspected by the King and 
Queen of Italy and the artistic world of 
Rome. | 

The mural decorations are in the shape 
of tempera pictures and the subjects are 
taken from the Edda, the Lliad of the 
Scandinavian nations. Wagner in music 
has given new life and beauty to these cre- 
ations of northern poetic fancy and genius, 
and Prell has the same thing in his 
mural paintings in the throneroom of the 
German Embassy. That he has done his 
work well the rank, fashion, and artistic 
world of Rome have decided. None but a 
German painter could have satisfactorily 
handled such subjects, and that this distinct 
addition to art should have been made 
under the commission of Kaiser Wilhelm is 
a fact highly creditable to the German Em- 
peror. Possibly Kaiser Wilhelm may yet 
become the Mzecenas or Medici of German 
art. The Emperor should be encouraged 
by his success in this attempt to do some- 
thing on a royal scale nearer home by set- 
ting the best painters of the Fatherland 
at work upon Scandinavian and Teutonic 
history and legends to adorn the art gal- 
leries of Munjch, Dresden, and Berlin, 
where the classic in art has reigned too long 
without a rival. | 

A VIADUCT ALONE u FEASIBLE. 

The objection is raised to the plan of 
uniting the North and West Side park 
systems by a viaduct that the structure will 
last only fifteen years. There is a smal! 
measure of truth in this. Wood wears out. 
Steel is not immortal. Sooner or later the 
superstructure of the viaduct would have 
to be renew The fifteen-year leasé of 
life which it is all that seme are willing 
to concede to this particular viaduct is 
too brief, however. There will be no heavy 
traffic of street cars or of teams to hasten 
its destruction. | 

But assuming that the superstructure 
has to be renewed every fifteen years. 
What then? Let the total cost of the 
viaduct, bridge, piers, and land which 
is condemned be a million dollars, which 
is an excessive estimate. The subway will 
cost two and a half million dollars more. 
The interest on that excess sum at 4 per cent 
for fifteen years will amount to a million and 
a half of dollars, or more than the initial 
cost of the viaduct. The land for the 
viaduct, once condemned, will not have to 
be condemned again fifteen years later. 
The approaches and the piers of solid 
masonry will not have to be rebuilt at the 
end of that time. The bridge itself if well | 
made and décently eared for will endure 
for many more than fifteen years. The 
interest on the excess in cost of the sub- 
way fog three or four years alone will be 
more than equal to the cost of a superstruc- 
ture, which is all that will wear out, and 
which it is admitted. will last for fifteen 
years. 

A subway does not wear out, but it has 
to be maintained, and the cost of main- 
tenance is heavy. It has to be kept bril- 
liantly lighted by day as well as by night. 
The viaduct is illuminated by night only. 
A viaduct has to be painted, but a sub- 
way has to be whitewashed continually, so 
that it may not be too dingy and forbid- 
ding in appearance. There must also be 
pumping machinery to get rid of the water 
which will flow in. A subway will have 


or people will be afraid to use it, except 
when crowds are going through. 

Without dwelling on the heavy cost of 
maintenance of a subway nearly half u 
mile long and the other objections to-such 
a structure, it is enough to say that the 
thred and a half millions its construction 
will eost cannot be had. The project is 
not feasible and, therefore, should be 
dropped: Keeping it alive can accom- 
plish nothing except to knife the viaduct 
project, which is feasible. For the present 
it is that or nothing. 


LIGHT NEEDED ON THE PARIS DISASTER. 

The recent disaster to the steamship 
| City of Paris on the Manacle Rocks, fol- 
lowing a similar and more fatal mishap to 
the Mohegan in the same place, involves a 
reflection upon American seamanship 
which should not be passed by without a 
careful and impartial investigation. It 
should be determined definitely who was at 
fault. Unfortunately there is no boa in 
this country like the British Board of Trade 
having authority to investigate marine ac- 
eldents and fix the responsibility for them. 
The running of the Paris into those dan- 
gerous rocks in calm weather and on a 
comparatively clear night after the warn- 
ing of the Mohegan is almost direct proof 
of criminal negligence. There was no 
„fog.“ as was at first stated. There might 
have been a mist, but nothing more. The 
night was clear enough to make lights visi- 
ble five or six miles away. The theory that 
the rocks are magnetic and cause varia- 
tions in the needle is absurd. British ships 
have been sailing by those rocks for hun- 
dreds of years and magnetic variations of 
the needle would have been discovered long 


ago. 

It is stated that the directors of the 
American line refuse to submit to an in- 
vestigation by the British authorities 
of the disaster, which might have been an 
appalling one but for the calm sea at the 
time. The refusal is put on the ground 
that the Paris is an American vessel. No 
contention is made that the investigation 
would not be both thorough and impartial, 
nor is it pretended that there is any tribunal 
in this country equally competent to as- 
certain the truth. If this be the attitude 
‘of the owners it may be that they will 
‘be able to suppress the truth and keep the 
public in ignorance, so that it will not be 
known who is responsible for the mishap. 
In this case the owners must take the 
consequences in popular distrust, for no 
assurance can then be offered that similar 
accidents may not occur in the future 
through the incompetency or carelessness 
ot their officers. If this be the determina- 
tion of the owners it wilf not commend their 
line to the public. So long as we have no 
board with similar powers to those of the 
British Board of Trade the owners of the 
American line instead of declaring that they 
will not submit to an investigation should 
importunately demand one. If they do not 
they will be likely to suffer, The exemp- 
tion from fatality will not be accepted as 
an excuse for such an extraordinary wreck. 


ENGLISH AND AMERICAN DIVORCES. 

There have been commenced in the Eng- 
lish courts this year 720 suits for absolute 
divorce. At the same rate the total num- 
ber for the year will be about 2,000. For 
a country with a total population of about 
thirty-one millions (for the divorce statistics 
do not include Scotland and Ireland) a 
record of 720 divorce petitions in 
four months and @ half is not bad. There 
were, however, only 683 petitions during 
the ding period last year, and the 
increase in the number is spoken of as un- 
precedented.” Americans will be surprised 
at the exceedingly limited use which Eng- 
‘lish husbands and wives make of the fa- 
cilities for sundering the matrimonial ties 
which the English laws give them. In 1886, 
when the United States had a population of 
about fifty-five millions, 25,500 divorces 
were granted by American courts. 

Apparently there is a great deal more 
marital infelicity in the United States than 
in England. But statistics. are deceptive 
until explained. Divorces are granted in 
England for adultery and cruelty. They 
are not granted for the multifarious and 
slight causes for which they are granted 
in this country. English Judges are not so 
easily hoodwinked as American Judges are, 
and collusive divorces, of which there are 
so many here, are unknown there, Court 
expenses are heavier in England than here. 
People who in the United States are able 
to raise the few dollars it costs to sever 
matrimonial ties cannot spare the money 
an English divorce would cost them. Ifthe 
laws were the same in England as they are 
here the number of English divorces would 
be much greater than it is, 

Considering the liberality of the Amer- 
ican divorce laws and the lax way in which 
those laws are administered by so many 
Judges, especially in the large cities, where 
the courts as a rule have more business 
than they can attend to, the wonder is that 
there are not more divorces. Nothing is 
easier in a great city than for a husband 
and wife who have decided that marriage 
is a failure to get a divorce. There are no 
such restraining influences in a city as there 
are in the country, where divorces cannot 
be obtained quietly and when obtained are 
discussed by the entire community for 
years. In a city nobody knows or cares 
what is going on in the divorce courts unless 
the parties are well known. The conver- 
sion of a rural into an urban population 
may be expected to result in more divorces. 

As more avenues of employment are 
opened to women they become more inde- 
pendent. They are less inclined to submit 
to treatment on the part of husbands which 
they might not have resegted a century ago. 
The woman who earned her own living be- 
fore she was married, and who is confident 
she can do it if divorced, is more ready to 
get rid of an uncongenial husband than one 
who never knew how to look after herself 
when single and does not feel able to do it 
when divorced. : 


DREYFUS TO RETURN TO F 

The first step towards the liberation of 
the prisoner of Devil's Island has been 
taken. The President of the Civil Cham- 
ber of the Court of Cassation has reported 
in favor of a retrial ot. Dreyfus by a new 
court-martial, This report will be read to 
the court tomorrow will be acted on 
by it during the week. ere is a general 
belief that the majority of the court will 
concur in the recommendation of the 
President. Dreyfus will have to be brought 
back to France, Whatever may happen 
later, he will be able to see his wife and 
his children. It will not be possible to 
seclude him from the world, as was done 
when he was tried before. 

It is true that the decision of the court, 
though in his favor, will not free him. He 
has to be tried again before à tribunal 
which will be unfriendly to him, and which, 
it it dared, would relegate him td imprison- 
ment “to save the honor ot the army.“ 
But though all the men ‘who serve on the 
court-martial may be his personal enemies, 
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to de even better policed than a viaduct | 


it ia almost impossible for them to con- 


| viet him again. The utter worthlessness 


of the evidence against him has been ex- 
posed. No new evidence can be forged. 
That would be too risky under the circum- 
stances. Ultimately a verdict of “not 
guilty” must be rendered by the second 
court-martial. | 

There will be rejoicing throughout the 
civilized world today when it ig known that 
Dreyfus is to be released’ from “ the gates 
of death and the jaws of hell,” is to have 
his honor vindicated; and to enjoy again his 
family and his country. His undeserved 
sufferings have awakened universal sym- 
pathy. The fact that the base conspiracy 
against him has been successful so long has 
done more than almost anything else could 
have done to discredit France, French jus- 
tice, and the French army in the opinion 
of mankind. But justice is triumphing at 
last, even in France. All men will hope 
that nothing will happen to Dreyfus until 
he gets back home. It would be the irony 
of fate were he to collapse on hearing this 


| good news or die before reaching his native. 
land. 


CITIES OF THE DEAD. 

The writer of a letter printed in yester- 
day’s Trisune wishes to make cemeteries 
attractive, bright, and cheerful,” and ro 
them of their mournful traditions.” That 
is impossible. Cemeteries might be made 
bright with electric light; bands of music 
might play in them by day and by night; 
and yet they would be neither cheerful nor 
attractive. They would remain the sacred 
resting places of the dead. Remember 
thou must die” would still be the only 
words that should be carved upon their 
portals. So long as death is the end of 
life, there will be no cheerful associations 
surrounding the abodes of the dead. Vis- 
itors will go to mourn, not to be diverted. 
Outside associations cannot change the cur- 
rent of their thoughts. It will be impossible 
for them to be cheerful when they stand 
near the dust of kinsmen and of friends. 
In spite of lights and music the only feel- 
ing will be one of grief. There are some 
solemn facts, such as life and death and 
paln, which cannot be wholly disposed of 
by appeals to the eye or the ear, or any 
other of the organs of sense. So long as 
cemeteries are cities of the dead those who 
visit them will not care much for devices 
that are intended to trick the senses. 
“Hide me from day’s garish eye” is a 
sentiment as appropriate today for mourn- 
ers as it was three hundred years ago. 


The grave should owe much to nature, 


little to art. When nature cannot be had 
the imitation of it is best, Savages buried 
the implements of the dead with them, 
thinking they would have use for them. 
They put food on the graves of their dead. 
thinking they might need it. If the bar- 
barians had known anything about electrici- 
ty they might have put up electric lamps 
so that the dead could see where they were 
if they arose at night. The primitive ideas 
of that early period have gone. There is 
nothing the living can do to minister to the 
comfort of the dead, Whoever goes to their 
graves goes with tears and prayers, and 
not with food. He goes there to reflect on 
the short span of mortality, on the fleeting 
nature of all human joy and sorrow, and 
on the “two boundless seas, the past and 
future—two eternities.” Such reflections 
cannot be banished or sweetened by electric 
lights or music. Cemeteries would not be 
made more cheerful if telephones were put 
up in them, so that visitors could telephone 
their emotions to friends at home. They 
would not be more visited if they were in- 
tersected with trolley car lines, so that a 
visitor might reach with but little walking 
the grave he wished to see. | 

It is idle to speak of making cemeteries 
“ cheerful” pleasure resorts and “ bright- 
ening them up.” Their associations are 
grievous and such they will continue to be 
so long as men mourn their dead. Ceme- 
teries should be fenced round with high 
walls. The electric lights may shine on the 
outside if desired. Inside there should be 
trees and flowers and cloistered shades, the 
invitations to nature and the home of mel- 


ancholy and repose. | 


MR. COBB’S VIEW OF CHICAGO. 

A staff correspondent of the Detroit 
Tribune, writing from Washington, gives 
some interesting remarks of a former Chi- 
cagoan upon the city he deserted for a resi- 
dence at the capital. It might be naturally 
assumed that a man who, according to the 
Washington correspondent’s account, 
* amassed the bulk of his immense fortune 
and laid the foundations of his successful 
business career” in Chicago would speak 
well of it should circumstances or inclina- 
tion cause him to remove to another city. 
This does not happen to be the case in the 
present instance. Mr. Henry Ives Cobb, 
the noted architect, is the satisfied Wash- 
ingtonian and dissatisfied ex-Chicagoan 
who has confided to the correspondent of 
the Detroit paper the lliad of his woes 
appertaining to this city, Mr. Cobb, ac- 
cording to the correspondent, says he first 
built himself “a big stone house in the 
middle of a tract of five hundred acres in 
one of the prettiest of Chicago’s suburbs,” 
In such surroundings it might be supposed 
Mr. Cobb could be reasonably happy, but 
such does not seem to have been the case. 
He kept horses and traps and expected to 


drive to the station from his house in his 


spacious grounds every day, But instead 
from November to June he says the roads 
were impassable, and he had to walk the 
mile and a half to the station. Asa result 
he sold out to a rich club and came to Chi- 
cago. 
As regards. this part of Mr. Cobb's ex: 
perience Lake Forest, and not Chicago, 
will have to answer his indictment. But 
Mr. Cobb got out of the mud of Lake For- 
est only to get into the dust and soot of 
Chicago. As to this part of his experience 
the corresponderit makes him say: 

I next built a place on Rush street. The ex- 
perience there was a little different, but in its 
way quite as bad. I have a passion for books, and 
have one of the finest collections of rare bindings 
in the country. I spend thousands of dollars a 
year adding to it. I have also a handsome cl 
lection of etchings, and one of the most complete 
collections of architectural photographs in the 
world, I am fond of fine hangings, draperies, 
rugs, lace curtains, unique furniture, and choice 
bric-A-brae. In my father’s old home in Boston 
we had many things of this sort, and they are 
just about the same there now as they wer when 
I was a boy. Well, during the ten years 1 lived 
in Chicago I was ob! to refurnish my drawing 
room three times. The dirt ruined things. It 
was impossible to keep it out. It sifted in every- 
where. My etchings and photographs and my fine 
books were being ruined. Glass cases and covers 
were no protection. | 


As a result, Mr. Cobb says, he next rented 
a house on the Lake Shore drive. This, he 
says, was a little better, but not enough to 
make a difference, and finally he quit and 
went to Washington, | | 

After three moves in Chicago without sat- 
isfying his yearnings as fo the ideal resi- 
dence, it is pleasant to know that Mr. Cobb 
is at last happy. In his suburban place in 
Chicago he says he kept nineteen servants; 
now, he keeps the same number, but twelve 
suffice for bis Washington residence and 
the rest are at the Newport cottage.” His

is cheaper, and Mr. Cebb has been able to 
get fifteen or twenty acres around his place 
And still be within ten minutes’ walk of his 
place of business. The only drawback, ap- 
parently, upon Mr. Cobb’s present happi- 
ness is the painful necedsity occasionally 
of returning to this city, concerning which 
| trips he remarks: 

To illustrate the difference in cleanliness I have 
special clothing which I reserve for my trips to 
Chicago. I put it on when I start, and put it away 
when I come home, The Chicago clothing gets 
so grimy that it solls everything it fouches. Here 
my pictures ang house things will keep. 

What Mr. Cobb may be in his Washing- 
ton mansion Chicagoans must leave to im- 
agination. Those who see him in his flying 
visits to this city see him only in his grimy 
Chicago clothes. When he returns to his 
dustiess, smokeless, sootless Washington 
home presumably he takes a bath, shaves, 
puts on Washington clothes, and is himself 
again. 

All this relates to Mr. Cobb's personal 
experience. Speaking of this city generally 
he says he has lately become impressed 
with the fact that Chicago is growing 
worse.” Prominent wealthy people, he adds, 
spend little time here. He says, according 
to this correspondent, who is not entirely 
to be trusted: 

Chicago is coming to be regarded by these men 
as a place in which to do business. It is not 
seriously considered as a place to live in. For 
this reason less attention is paid to the things 
which would make the city habitable and pleas- 
ant and more to its business facilities. 
year Chicago becomes a place more for business 
and léss for residence. 

There is much truth in what Mr. Cobb 
says. Tun Tripune will not quarrel with 
him, nor will it hold him responsible for the 
manifest inaccuracies of a reporter. It 
begs to inquire, however, whether the plan 
of the new government building, which he 
is putting up in Chicago, is not needlessly 
wasteful of ground. To the average ob- 
server it would appear as if Mr. Cobb had 
suggested a plan which will not give the 
government enough room, but which will 
devote to “air spaces” alone much more 
than half of the whole area of the most 
valuable piece of ground in Chicago. It 
would be an exceedingly wise thing for the 
government to appoint a commission of in- 
quiry before the work advances further 
and ascertain whether it is not being done 
in accordance with a wasteful and extrava- 


gant plan. 


HE WAS “MISUNDERSTOOD.” 

A professor in the Theological Seminary 
of the Cumberland [Presbyterian Church 
has written a book on “ systematic theol- 
ogy,” in which, so it is alleged, he teaches 
that regeneration precedes repentance and 
faith. If so, he is wandering from the creed 
of the church to which he belongs, for it 
teaches’ that repentance and faith come 
‘first and regeneration afterwards. This 
is one of the theological questions which 
cannot be settled conclusively. Most persons, 
whether they are church members or not. 
will be of the opinion that no fuss should 
be made, even if this professor has put that 
first which the theologians of a few cen- 
turies ago decided should be put last. It ia 
hard to imagine now how men could have 
wrangled long and bitterly over such in- 
soluble problems. 


Nevertheless, somebody felt it his painful 
duty to call the attention of the General 
Assembly of the church to the erroneous 
teachings of the professor, and it in turn 
called his attention to the matter. Some 
men in the professor's position would ha ve 
seen there a chance to make heroes and 
martyrs of themselves. They would ha ve 
been as defiant as Martin Liither. But this 
gentleman, who is accused of teaching that 
regeneration precedes repentance, is not 
ambitious of glory. He does not care to 
make a reputation as a heretic. So he says 
he has been “ misunderstood ” and that he 
is going to revise his book in such a way as 


to ke everything plain. That satisfies 
the Genera] Assembly. 


This is a course of conduct which is com- 
mended to all persons who are accused of 
letting heretical doctrines slip into their 
books. All they have to do to avoid trouble 
is to say they have been misunderstood, 
and that everything shall be straightened 
out in the next edition. No person should 
be unwilling to do that when the subjects 
he writes about are unknowable. There is 
no reason why he should not change his 
expressed views about such subjects to 
oblige others. If he thinks two and two 
make four, while the creed of the church 
teaches they make five, he ought not to back 
down. He can prove that two and two 
make four. But he cannot prove that re- 
generation must precede repentance.

Champagne does not lend itself so easily 
to mimic fraud.

The bottle was 
opened on the stage, there was the proper 
poe when the cork was withdrawn, and as 

e held up the glass the golden-hued, et- 
fervescent liquor within reflected back the 
rays cf light. Surely he was drinking cham- 
pagne! But he wasn't. The spuricus ar- 
ticle he used was champagne cider made by 
@ Connecticut firm, which supplies all 
theatrical companies. The cider is made 
from pears, not apples, and is charged to 
pecure the effervescent effect. 

A few seasons ago Sothern was starring in 
“Captain Lettarblair.” In one act he cut 
the cork from a bottle standing in the mid- 
dle of the stage, a resounding report fol- 
lowed, and the cork shot highintheair. The 
bottle as far as appearances went was glass, 
Hut it was really copper. Before the per- 
formance two paper packages were dropped 
into the bottle, one containing tartaric acid 
and the other bicarbonate of soda. Water 
was then poured on, though without imme- 
date result, as the paper was thick enough 
to withstand the effects for a time. The 
fork was placed in and tied to the neck 
of the bottle by a string. Just before the 
gene the bottle was violently shaken, break- 
ing the paper, and causing a formation of 
eas not unlike that resulting from the mix- 
ing of seidlitz powders. Sothern swung his 
sword and cut the string.

Then, if our work is 
preferred to another, it only does harm to the 
weaker work, without helping the stronger 
one to any fixed value, Added to this, an 
‘American’ concert is a direct. bid for leni- 
ency on the part of the public, which, I need 
hardly say, is immediately recognized by it. 
American music must and will take 
its position in ‘the world of art 
by comparison with the only stand- 
ard we know-—that of the work of 
the world’s greatest masters, and not by that 
of other works equally unknown to the world. 
In other words, we crave comparison with 
the best in art, not only the best in America. 
If our musical societies would agree never to 
give concerts composed exclusively of Amer- 
ican ‘works, but, on the other hand, would 
make it a rule never togive a concert without 
at least one American composition on the 
program, I am sure that the result would 
justify my position in the matter.“

DANES TO CELEBRATE JUBILEE. 


Fiftieth Anniversary of the Establish- 
ment of a Constitutional Monarchy 
to Be Commemorated. | 


The twenty-nine Danish societies in Chi- 
cago are making extensive preparations to 
commemorate on Sunday, June 4, the fiftieth 
anniversary or jubilee of the time when 
Denmark became a constitutional monarchy 
during the reign of King Frederick VII.

The ten societies on the South 
Side will meet at State and Thirty-seventh 
streets, and the nineteen clubs from the 
West and Northwest Sides will start from 
Scandia Hall, at Milwaukee avenue and 
Ohio street. The two marching bodies will 
meet at Jackson boulevard and Market 
street and form one column at 10 o' clock in 
the morning. The line of march thence will 
be along the boulevard to Michigan avenue 
and south to the Park Row Depot. 

Several thousand memorial bronze badges, 
bearing the likeness and name of King 
Frederick, have been struck off for the ob-

Three months later he 
went to Rochefort and embarked on an 
English vessel for England, believing that 
the English people would accord him a gen- 
erous hospitality. But he was doomed to 
bitter disappointment. The English Minister 
betrayed his confidence and declared him 
a prisoner, and, with the assent of the allies 
that had been arrayed against him, he was 
conveyed to the Island of St. Helena, where 
he remained a captive for six years before 
released by death. 

When the news of Napoleon’s capture and 
imprisonment reached America there were 
many of his countrymen and former subjects 
here who were ready to die, if need be, to 
rescue him. Their fortunes were pledged to 
build a yacht that would out-sail anything 
on the waters at that time and prepare for

Captain Rossiere threw his whole sou! into 
the plan.

Cap- 
tain Rossiere was a Frenchman by descent. 
His mother was from the Island of Sam Do- 
mingo, but was of French origin, while his 


father was an officer in Count Rochambeau's : 


command, who led the French agafnet the 
British in the war of the revolution. He co- 
operated with Washington's army at the 
battle of Yorktown. 

It cam well be understood, then, with such 
ancestors and an innate love for justice how 
heartily Captain Rosalere entered into all the 
arrangements for the perilous undertaking. 
The thought of the glory of scaling the pre- 
cipitous walls of St. Helena with his cuttass 
in his teeth, his pistole in his belt, followed 
by his band of sailors made his blood tingid. 

He could picture to himself how he and his 
men would surprise the guards and would 
overpower them and break into the prison 
chamber and there secure Napoleon and bear 
him away to the waiting yacht. He could 
even see Napoleon being lowered to the water 
by ropes fastened about a chair. The plan 
was perfect in every detall. Captain Ros- 
siere. had diagrams of the harbor and the 
fortifications, together with the stations and 
armaments of the ships guarding the harbor 
and the regulations governing the military 
force on the island. : 

Everything was in readiness and the day 
set for the Seraphine to set gail, but before 
the Gay arrived word was received of Na- 
poleon’s death. 

Home for the Emperor. 

In the meantime Mayor Girod had his 
house completed and ready for occupancy by 
the Emperor.

The hinges are great, heavy, wrought-iron 
strap hinges froma quarter toan inch thick. 
The ends near the middle of the gates, or 
portals, are made with a heart-shaped open- 
ing. lock is on the same mammoth 
proportions and the keys are so large no 
one would ever think of carrying one. The 
window fastenings sre in ornamental scroll 
work, but are also of wrought tron, or, in 
other words, have been fashioned by a 
blacksmith, They are of a style that is 
affected today where it is.especially desirous 
of giving woodwork a look of antiquity. 

The courtyard is entered from the lower 
gallery through massive archways. The 
stairs rise from the galleries, and each step 
ig a solid piece of oak. The house is com- 
plete In every detail, or was at the time 
it was built. The stables, carriage-house, 
and wine-cellar are on one side of the court 
on the ground floor, with servants’ quarters 
on the top floor, On the second and third 
floors are the drawing-rooms, parlors, li- 
braries, and bed chambers and banquet hall. 
The walls were frescoed by one of the best 
fresco artists in the city at that time, and 
each room, so the story comes down, was 
a work of art.

Interior of the Mansion. 

The ceilings are high, with a frieze of deep 
molding. The mantel in the large drawing- 
room extends to the ceiling.

A splendid view is gained here 
in all directions. 

The roof of the building is covered with a 
flat tile of no modern date. The joists and 
rafters that support the roof are as massive 
ae ship timbers. On the rafters is nailed a 
sheeting of strips nearly two inches square, 
and on this is the mortar or cement in which 
the tiles are imbedded, making a roof that 18 
a foot thick, and which is and has been all 
these years impervious to the storms of rain 
and sleet, 
The house as it stands contains thirty- 
seven rooms, twenty-eight below the attic 
and nine in the attic,

When once the visitor does find the house 
Mrs. Masse, whose son-in-law bought the 
house some years ago, and who has charge 
of the building, will answer all questions 
cheerfully and allow some of her sons or 
daughters to escort one over the building 
while they relate any of the history that has 
come down in a traditional way concerning 
‘the building. The knocket on the Chartres 
street gate is an old-fashioned brass knock- 
er in the form of a lion's head. Some vis- 
itors have offered extravagant prices for 
this as a memento, but the owner of the 
building will not sell it. p

PROJECT FOR CLEARING-HOUSE ON 
STICKNEY TRAOT REVIVED. 


— 


Status of Negotiations for the Com- 
pletion of the Scheme First Talked 
Of Years Ago — Corporation to Be 
Formed to Take Over Property of 
Three Companies Now Interested in 
the Land and to Manage the Enter- 
prise. 


Negotiktions for the revival of the scheme 
of a grand railroad clearing house at the 
Stickney tract in the southwestern part of 
the city are again under way, with a fair 
prospect of consummation. The plan has 
deen renewed at different times within the 
last few years, but has been dropped as 
often, and even now there is not much more 
assurance that the project will be carried 
through than there has been at other times. 

The project under consideration is for the 
three companies which at present own land 
In the vicinity—the chicago Union Transfer 
company, the Stickney Warehouse company, 
and the Chicago Nationa! Stock-Yards com- 
parny—to combine into one large corporation 
which shall control the property and manage 
the railway transfer interests. 

A number of men, largely Eastern capital- 
4sts, have interested themselves in the 
‘project lately, one of whom is H. H. Porter, 


‘ ‘who is said to be willing to put $1,000,000 in. 


Another is D. O. Miils, who is said to be will- 
ing to give the same amount. Edwin W. 
Winter will be the active head of the cor- 
poration, provided it goes through. Dunlap 
Smith is known to have some connection 
with the enterprise, but he declines to make 
any statement about it further than to say 
thore is nothing new. } 


Le Moyne Tract to Go In. 


The Le Moyne tract, consisting of 820 
acres lying south and east of the Stickney 
tract, is ready to enter the scheme. An un- 
divided half interest will be purchased at 
the rate of $500 an acre. Other negotiations 
have been entered into and the combined 
interests now own nearly 2,000 acres. 

The plan is generally known. It pro- 
vides that the tract shall become a clearing- 


mouse for all the railroads entering into 


Chicago. Freight coming in on one road to 
be shipped out on another can, it is figured, 
be transferred at much less expense and 
with greater facility than at down-town 
peints. A large amount would also be saved 
on truckage from one station to another. 
The original Stickney plan provided for a 


system of warehouses for the use of large 


wholesalers and this feature will be devel- 
“sped fully. 

There have been a number of sales recent- 
ly in the vicinity of the Stickney tract. 
When the first quiet inquiries were begun 
for land, holders raised their prices to pro- 
hibitive figures and the entire deal was 
called off by the Eastern capitalists. . Since 
then it has been again taken up, but at 
‘present nothing is being done, and it is 
within the range of possibility that the mat- 
ter may still be dropped. There have been 
several purchases by independent capital- 
ists as well. 

Rebates on Special Assessments. 

City Controller W. D. Kerfoot calls the 
attention of property-owners to the fact 
that it is not necessary for them to employ 
man agent to collect rebates due on — 
‘assessments, and pay as high as 50 per cent 

or the service. Mr. Kerfoot says people 
*having receipts for special taxes should call 
‘at the special assessment office, and if a 
‘rebate is due it can be collected at the Con- 
trolier’s office. 

„The President of one of the banks of this 
city,’’ said Mr. Kerfoot, employed an agent 
‘to collect his special assessment rebate, and 
gave him 50 per cent of the amount for do- 
ing it. He could just as well have come 
himself to the Controller and collected the 
full amount. When Mayor Swift was in 
office one of these agents called on him and 
offered to collect a rebate due him for 50 
per cent. He accepted the offer, when he 
could have obtained the money himself by 
showing his receipt at the Controller's of- 

Ace.“

NOT STRANGE THEY TALK MUCH. 
| Explanation Offered for the Loquacious 


Indiscretions of American 
Naval Officers. |

“I'm not in the least surprised that a 
good many of our haval officers have got- 
ten into trouble by. doing too much talking.“ 
remarked a gentleman who has grown gray 
and wise in the service of Uncle Sam. The 
point of the whole matter is that they are 
not used to being interviewed. Prior to the 
war they were almost absolutely unknown 
to the general public, and the average man 
couldn’t have named our Admirals to have 
saved his soul. The majority of the Captains 
never came into contact with a reporter 
in their lives, and to talk circumspectly 
for print, which is an art familiar to every 
curbstone politician, was something com- 
pletely foreign to their experience. 

Now, then, the war comes on, and all 
of a sudden their every utterance assumes 
distinct news value. Naturally enoush it 
took time for such an astonishing metamor- 
phosis to dawn on our gallant, free-spoken 
Ballormen, and there are a good many 
whose craniums ft has not yet entirely penq- 
trated. When approached by correspondents 
they talked freely, and said many things 
that were all right in ordinary conversa- 
tion, but all wrong when blazoned forth 
under a scare head’ ina newspaper. They 
couldn’t realize that they were addressing 
recording machines instead of everyday 
human beings, and when they saw their 
light and airy monologues in print they 
felt hurt and surprised, although no sub- 
terfuge was used and no confidence be- 
trayed. 

“I heard recently that the department 
had sent a kindly, but pointed letter of 
advice on the subject to every officer in 
the service, and it is something that ought 
to have been done the moment the war 
clouds began to gather. With the fellows 
in the army it was different. They get 
all over the country, mix with social life, 
and know the manual of interviews as well 
as they know the manual of arms. When 
one of them talked out of school you can 
rest assured he did it on purpose.’’—New 
Orleans Times-Demoecrat.

A State conference of religion. has been 
organized in New York. In those who 
helped to organize it are included Professor

The seventy-ninth annual session of the 
General Convention of the New -Church, 
Swedenborgian, is to be held in Boston, be- 
ginning June 3. All the boards of the sacie- 
ties connected with the New Church will 
make their reports.

NEW DECORATION DAY INCU 


(BY HENRY HARRISON LEw!s.) 
BE removal ot the soldier dead from 
Cuba and Porto Rico during the last 
few months has served to make vacant 
4 great majority of the graves in those 
islands, but the transports, despite their fre- 
quent trips, have not taken all. There are 
still enough down there to make the cele 
bration of May 30, 1890, a celebration un- 
in our history. 

There are men—sokiiers who have fought 
other foes ou those pestilential shores than 
the Spanish—who have a claim for the honor 
and reverence of their countrymen. The 
éarth upon their graves is newly- turned. 
and about them the silent colony grows— 
Sugmented day by day by the stricken ones 
from the hospitals. | 

The action of the United States govern- 
melt in transferring to their own land those 
Who fell in its service is unprecedented. 
And R is.a source of wonder to the Cuban 
natives. These latter have seen great trans- 
ports loaded with the déad sail away from 


tnelr island many times since the first of the 
“self-sacrifice as was shown in Cuba and year, and they marvel at a nation which is 
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willing and eager to spend time and money 
in moving those whose usefulmess is past. 

And they will marvel still more at the 
spirit which will prompt the Amertcan sol- 
diers on Memorial day to deck with flowers 
and flags mounds of earth, and weep at the 
memory of comrades gone to the last call. 

In the vicinity of Havana and other large 
cities the day will be carefully observed. The 
great grave in which the boys of the Maine 
lie side by side, and those smaller ones filled 
since that eventful week in March, 1898, will 
come in for the due share, but in no part of 
the island will the day be one of such tender 
ceremony and importance as in the vicinity 
of Santiago. 

Back of that city the battlefield stretches 
for miles. It extends coastwise in the di- 
rection of Daiquiri, and away to the moun- 
tains on the El Caney road. It was fought 
over inch by inch, sprinkled as with a sum- 
mer shower by the blobd of the combatants, 
and then sown with the graves of those who 
fell. Little care was possible under the cir- 


cumstances, and where men dropped ther 


were buried. Some were enshrouded in the 
canvas of their shelter tents, but the major- 
ity had as their covering only their unifor 
and the clods of mother earth. : 


WHERE THE DEAD LIE. 

There was no orderly arrangement, no 
rows and aisles, and plots and sections, but 
merely the conventence of vicinity and the 
haphazard use of the Spanish and American 
trenches. On the Santiago battlefield, after 
the cessation of hostilities, the density of the 
graves served as an undeniable evidence of 
the mortality at that particular point. At 
the foot and on the slope of San Juan Hill 
they were sown as thickly as tenants in the 
God's acre of a populous city. : 

By permission of the American govern- 
ment disinterring has been carried on in a 


more or less desuitory fashion since last 


September. Despite the fact that dis- 
turbance of graves in semi-tropical countries 
like Cuba is strictly forbidden within e 
years from date of burial, friends and under- 
takers flocked te the Santiago battlefield, 
armed with permits from the War depart- 
ment at Washington, and removed a number 
of bodies. 

It was only through the strenuous efforts 
of General Leonard Wood that yellow fever 
victims were left undisturbed. In one case 
an undertaker from a Maine town insisted 
on disinterring an officer who had died of 
yellow fever, and he yielded only to force. 

The hasty method of burial followed dur- 
ing the excitement after the siege naturally 
led to wrong identification in many cases. 
When convenient a bottle containing a pa- 
per bearing the name, regiment, and com- 
pany of the deceased, was buried with him. 
Rude boards upon which were painted sim- 
lar information were planted at the heads 
of the mounds but despite these precau- 
tions the identity of the soldier often re- 
mained problematical. .

‘visited Santiago for the purpose of remov- 
ing the remains of the brave defender of 
El Caney, General Vara del Rey, they ex- 
perienced great difficulty in finding the 
grave. They were led by a Cuban guide to 
a mound im the vicinity of the blockhouse, 
but on opening the grave disclosed to view 
the bones of an army mule. It was a des- 
picable stur and insult cast upon the memory 
of a gallant warrior by natives, whose sense 
of refinement is notably absent. 
In strong contrast to this is the pathetic 
| Sympathy felt by the living soldiers around 
Santiago for their comrades in the trenches. 
There are few graves on the battlefield 
that have not been the object of tender care. 
Decoration day has lasted many long months 
in that part of Cuba. 


INDIVIDUAL DECORATION. 


This sympathy has been manifested in 
strange ways and im unexpeeted quarters. 
Last October a negro teamster was dis- 
| chargeti from the service in Santiago as in- 
corrigible. He was a native of South Caro- 
Una, and was a peculiarly vicious specimen 
of a vicious clase. He had been arrested and 
' punished so many times without effect that 
his dismissal was finally ordered. 
He was paid off—a poor little sum—and 
given à pass on a transport to the United 
States. Sailing day thig depraved negro 
visited all the shops in Santiago and, buying 
as many American flags as his money per- 
mitted, went out to the tremches and decor- 
ated a number of soldier graves—biack, 
white, American and Spanish indiscrimi- 
nately. Then he returned to his evil ways. 
An officer of one of the immune regi- 
ments, a hard and blustering man, whose 


overbearing manner had brought upon him 
the cordial] hatred of his command, died of a 
fever during the hot days of last September. 
A sergeant of his company, who had been IM- 
treated by him, announced his Intention of 
defiling the grave, and, one morning, went 
forth for that purpose. The following day 
a soldier, who had made a trip to the 
trenches in search of curios, burst into 
camp with the surprising information 
some one had been decorating the deceased 
Captain's grave with wild flowers and palms. 

All eyes were turned toward the sergeant, 
and one of the men started to question him, 
but he was curtly checked with the reply: 
“Was it me? Of course. I am no d 
heathen. He's dead, ain't he?!“ 

Those of us at home who still have friends 
or relatives under ground down there need 


have no fear that Memorial day will pass 


without observance. That duty can safely 
be left to the ving soldiers. And it will be 
performed with heartfelt sympathy and ten- 
der care. 


NEW GRAVES AT ARLINGTON. 


(BY EDWARD MARSHALL.) 

GLY in the bare red of its monotony 
of newly-turned clay; the new graves 
of the soldiers, dead in the Spanish- 
American war, will pitifully bear 

their flowers this Memorial day. 

It was Sunday afternoon when I drove out 
to Arlington. Holidaymakers swarmed into 
the great national graveyard as if it were 
a picnic ground. The spreading trees and 
rich turf of the old cemetery were green and 
peaceful. Where lie the dead heroes of our

civil war was solemnity, but no sadness. The 
scars of that great conflict had been oblit- 
erated by time. But where the new graves 
are is this great red blot—a tremendous 


wound fn the ward to tell a story, awesome

Almost precisely a year before I had trav- 
eled about from camp to camp and come 
to know our soldiers. I had messed 
and camped with the gallant Ninth Cavalry: 
I had gone to Cubg with the surgeons and 


the hospital corps; I had gone into battle 


with the Rough Riders and fought with 
them and bled with them. Amdng the brave, 
black troopers of the Ninth I numbered 


scores of friends. Among the Rough Riders 
there was scarcely a man whom I did not 


personally know. Day after day, since the 
time when battle and disease began among 
these, my friends, I had watched the records, 
and I knew who were dead. I wanted ear- 
nestly to find their graves. But on the long 
rows of tiny tombstomes there were no 
names. Each had its inexpressive, ‘unro- 
mantic number. On one or two some rever- 
ent one had scratched a name in lead pencil, 
but they were all strange names to me. A 
pleasant man came from the office of the 
cemetery with, at first, some merriment. 
He showed me the map of the graves. I 
Jooked at it with eager interest. I looked 
away as quickly when I saw the long rows 
marked “unknown.” It seems to me a pity 
that our government does not make some 
plan by which the identity of the men who 
go out to fight for it shall be certainty pre- 
served. |

Then I drove back to the graves. They 
were not wreathed with flowers, as one 
would have expected them to be just after 
they had been made, but from each one 
floated a little flag. They were pitiful lit- 
tle flags, those bits of color on our soldiers’ 
new graves. They were made of the cheap- 
est cloth, and the red and the bive in them 
were stenciled on with cheap paint, which 
will run down and spoil the white stripes 
when the first rain comes. On bne or two 
of all the thousand graves were tiny nose- 
gays. I fancy that they had been put trere 
by a little girl that morning. I saw her 
going about weeping with some déther 
bunches of flowers in her hards. She told 


me that no one she knew had been buried 


there, but that her big brother had been 
killed in the Philippines.

[Colonel John Schuyler Crosby, who gave the subjoined interview for the New Voice, was born 
tn New York City and educated in the University of the City of New York. After graduation he | 
trayeled several years in South America, China, the East Indies, and the Pacific islands. At the 


outbreak of the civil war he was appointed Second Lieutenant of the First Artillery, regular army. 


He served in the Army of the Potomac under McClellan, was on the staff of Banks and Canby, 
and afterward was General Sheridan's personal aidede-camp for five years, He was brevetted 
several times for gallantry in the field, and also received an autograph letter of thanks from Presi- 


dent Lincoln for having carried dispatches from the army through the enemy’s country to Admiral 


Farragut. Colonel Crosby served with Sheridan on the. Rio Grande during the French occupation 


of Mexico, and was for several years Adjutant General of the expeditions against the Indians under 


that famous soldier. During five years of close comradeship these two men were constantly to- 


gether, endured untold hardships, fought side by side, and learned to love each other like brothers.

“While Sheridan’s temper made it advis- 
able at times not to intrude upon him, he 
never remained angry long. He was never 
moody or blue, though often, during crit- 
ical periods, he was serious and silent al- 
most to the point of taciturnity: His natural 
optimism was the General's chief support on 
many an occasion.

— He had but one 


many American soldiers—that of doing his 
duty. In this respect he was wholly consist- 
ent, expecting neither promotion nor praise 
for performing what he considered a sacred 
obligation to the government. Neither would 
he recommend a man to the War department 
for promotion for doing what he was ordered 
to do, a soldier's duty. What a contrast to 
the wholesale recommendations for brevets 
made by many of the Generals and com- 
manding officers for service in the late en- 
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mand all the campaigns against the Indians 
had been conducted in summer, when the 
redskins had the soldiers at a great disad- 
vantage, as their ponies were fat and strong 
and could move with great celerity. The 
General recognized this, and determined to. 
change the tactics which his predecessors 
had employed. He resolved to attack the 
Indians at a time when their horses were 
thin and weak, and their families could not 
be moved through the snows; consequently 
the results of his campaigns were eminently 
successful. But such work, of course, en- 
tailed great suffering on the soldiers from 
hunger and exposure. 

“On prolonged marches through deep 
snows, and often in the face of death-dealing 
blizzards, Sheridan never lost his nerve. 
He would always share the hardships with 
his men, and demand.nothing more for him- 
self than the humblest private received. He 
was always cheerful; and, although we often 
marched through heavy snows, with the 
mercury below zero, I have never heard him 
utter a complaining word. He showed great 
sympathy and concern for the officers and 
men about him, who were pursuing and fight- 
ing Indians five or six times greater in num- 
ber than his own command. He was par- 
} ticularly concerned about the pack animals 
and officers’ horses, which, having no fod- 
der, were often compelled to live on cotton- 
wood bark, which they stripped from the 
trees with their teeth, as a schoolboy does 
the bark of a birch tree. 

He Cracked a Bottl 

“ During one of these winter campaigns a 
courier reached Sheridan. A halt had been 
called for lunch, and the General was stand- 
ing in the snow, making a frugal meal of 
hardtack and bacon. The dispatch handed 
him was from General Grant, announcing to 
Sheridan his nomination and confirmation 
as Lieutenant General of the army. When 
he read the news to us his face flushed with 
pleasure, and everybody in our little group 
threw his hat high into the air; and as soon 
as the news was conveyed to the rest of the 
command cheer after cheer could be heard 
through the frosty air. After a few mo- 
ments Sheridan said: Gentlemen, I've a 
confession to make. None of us has hada 
drink for over six weeks, and yet I’ve had a 
bottle of whisky hidden away in my saddle- 
bags all this time, which I’ve been keeping 
for an emergency. I think that this oc- 
casion justifies the breaking of the bettle.’ 
But there wasn’t much more than a swallow 
apiece as we,drank to the General's well- 
earned promotion.“

„He rarely drank when alone, and neither 
at the table nor in company did he ever in- 
dulge to excess. During the last two years 
of his life he suffered greatly from stomach 
trouble, and any vigorous exercise would 
weaken him; but even then his drinking was 
moderate. The General was often mis- 
judged in regard to this habit, owing to his 
high color and. often flushed face. But the 
secret of that was an abnormally high pulse,

“ Sheridan's ‘most distinguishing traits, 
apart from his military genius, patriotism, 
and love for his family, were unylelding 
loyalty to his friends and considerateness 
for @umb animals. 

“ As I said before, Sheridan was particu- 
larly loyal in his nature and was especially 
attached to the men he knew in his early 
days before he came into prominence. He 
was fond of Colonel Lawrence Kip and of 
also of General Fitz- 
hugh, Colonel Newhall, and Dr. Morris J. 
Asch, now of New York, and in after years 
he always epoke of them with great affec- 
tion. He had a strong regard for Grant 
personally and a mostexalted faith in the 
military skill of that great leader. 

Stood by His Friends. 

“I’ve often heard him say that General 
Wésley Merritt was one of the best officers 
he had ever had under his command, and 
that he had great confidence in his judg- 
ment, skill, and persistence under any con- 
ditions requiring the exercise of those quali- 
ties. The General would never allow any- 
body to speak disparagingly of one of his 
friends. If such a thing were attempted, 
no matter by whom, he would diplomatical- 
ly change the subject; but if the offense 
were persisted in, he would say, I've shown 
you that the person is a friend of mine and 
I will not permit you to talk against him. 

“T once essayed to compliment him upon 
the possession of this trait in so extreme a 
degree, and he seemed surprised that I 
should have noticed it at all. ‘A man 
doesn’t make friends lightly,’ he said, ‘ and 
when he does he must stand by them for 
better or worse. I certainly should expect 
my friends to do as much for me.’ Apart 
from friendships of his own, the habit of 
backbiting was one for which he had an 
absolute detestation. He used to say, A 
man who speaks well of others speaks well 
of himself.’ He made 
but he regarded his st officers a part no 
only of *his official household but of his 
personal family as well. When the war 
was over and he was placed in command 
of a large military department he was al- 
ways easily accessible to every one, al- 
though he would brusquely dismiss any- 
body who sought to use him for personal 
ends, and he was remarkably quick at de- 
tecting such a motive, no matter how 
adroitly it might be veiled. | 


Kind to His Animals, | 

„ Sheridan’s kindness to men and animals 
was proverbial. I've seen him time and 
time again stop a teamster who was cruelly 
beating a horse, and it would go hard with 
him if he were caught repeating the act. 
‘Animals,’ he used to say epigrammatically, 
‘are indispensable and dumb, two excel- 
lent qualities; and it behooves us to take 
good care of them. They have to bear a 
burden and to bear it silently, besides starv- 
ing into the bargain, and it is not right that 
the additional punishment of cruel treat- 
ment should be inflicted upon them as well.’ 
On long marches the General used frequently 
to dismount in order to give his tired horse 
a rest, and so set an example to his officers, 
which, as a rule, they were not slow to fol- 
low. That, by the way, was another of Phil 
Sheridan's traits—that of instructing by ex- 


-ample rather than by word of mouth. 


Although Sheridan was humane in his 
treatment of men and beasts, he had the 
moral courage to sacrifice either or both to 
accomplish an object which was of para- 
mount importance in a battle or campaign. 
This was another of the rare soldierly qual- 
ities which he possessed, and the lack of 
which has been the cause of faflure of so 
many otherwise competent officers. 

Once on that celebrated hunt on the 
plains in 1874, which Sheridan gave to James 
Gordon Bennett, the Jeromes, Heckscher, 
and others, one of the party, who, by the 
way, was a staff officer, rode his horse at a 
furious gallop up to the camp. The General

was exceedingly indignant and chagrined at 
the act, and in an unmistakably serious man- 
ner reprimanded the officer for not treating 
the pony, which had carried him all day, 
more kindly. Sheridan’s horse was the best- 
treated animal in the command, yet, like his 
master, he shared no better than others 
the matter of rest and food. 


Good Indians Defined. 


Phil Sheridan had been on the plains so 
long that he loved the life and all that con- 
tributed to it, except Indians (it was he who 
said, ‘The only good Indian I ever met was 
a dead one’), and it is doubtful whether he 
would unnecessarily have killed even a 
single redskin. But what he particularly 
and continually deplored was the gradual 
and wanton extinction of the big game of 
the Rockies and the plains. He could find 
no language strong enough in which to con- 
demn the ruthless slaying of the buffalo by 
Americans, and his indignation at the fact 
that foreigners were allowed to come Here 
and devastate our country of its noblest wild 
animals was too great for expression. He 
never lost an opportunity to defend the buf- 
falo against what he called ‘ murder.’ 

Sheridan had a marvelous gift or sense of 
locality. He could cast his eye over a coun- 
try and at a glance, it seemed, master its 
topography; and once it was impressed upon 
his mind. it seemed never to be forgotten. 
He could put such knowledge away in his 
memory just as an engineer would record it 
on a chart, and years afterward summon it to 
his service. He had also a great gift, or in- 
stinct, as you will, which was of invaluable 
service to us all in the Indian country—that 
of locating grazing grounds and streams.

sonally more officers in his command than 
any other General in the army. 

“From what Sheridan has often told me, 
T believe that he was one of the few West 
Point graduates who understood the volun- 
teers and knew that they were better- 
equipped men than the Confederates in the 
final stroke of battle. They felt that he had 
confidence in them, and they fairly idolized 
him. He believed that he could do anything 
with them that it was possible for soldiers 
to accomplish under even the most adverse 
and discouraging circumstances, and it was 
this opinion of his men that enabled him to 
turn the tide of battle when he came up to 
his defeated army at Cedar Creek. 

“There are certain principles laid down 
as the foundation of the science of warfare; 
but almost every great commander has 
found it necessary at times in his career to 


Aepart radically from such accepted princi- 


ples. Sheridan was no exception to this rule. 
He has often told me that while it is a mil- 
itary maxim not to underrate the strength 
of an enemy, yet he always remembered that 
the enemy had even more difficulties to con- 
tend with than himself. As a rule the Gen- 
eral made no mistake in attacking even a 


larger force—such was his faith in the valor 


of his men; and when he struck the enemy 
and gained an advantage he believed in fol- 
lowing it up, and never gave them a rest. 


Disliked “ Political Generals.” 


forced upon him through political influence, 
and he has often told me that whenever a 
General with a pull was ordered to report 
to him for duty, he would, in some way, 
manage—especially if the new chanced 
to rank one of his (Sheridan's) old officers 
who had been thoroughly tried—to assign 
him to some duty where he could not inter- 
fere with men in whom the General had 
confidence. At one time Sheridan estab- 
lished what he called a military hospital,’ 
where, failing to find suitable employment 
for political Generals, he placed them on 
‘waiting o % 

During Franco-Prussian war Sher- 
idan was sent abroad by the United States 
as an official military expert to watch the 
operations of the contending armies. He 
applied to the French government for per- 
mission to accompany their troops, but/it 
was refused. His request met with a better 
fate at the hands of the Germans, and he 
and Prince Bismarck soon became great 
friends, and this friendship lasted up to the 
time of Sheridan’s death. He afterward 
told me that the rank and file of the French 
army were a splendid lot of men, but that 
the officers were of a poor quality, particu- 
larly those of the cavalry and artiNery. 
These Officers, he said, would after a day’s 
march, if they happened to camp near a 


town or city, spend the night in dissipation.

The road 
became blocked with soldiers and impedi- 
menta. Bismarck had given orders in vain 
to his staff to clear the way, and at last, get- 
ting out of patience, he jumped out of the 
carriage and began to swear at the soldiers 
and beat them with the flat of his saber, and 
in less time than it takes to tell it had him- 
self cleared @ passageway for the carriage.“ 


MARQUISE DE FONTENOY’S LEPRER.

By the recent deaths of the Earl of Straf- 
ford and Sir Herbert.Naylor Leyland, popu- 
larly known as “ the tin soldier,“ two more 
names are added to the long list of American 
women who have married titled English- 
men and who are now living in Europe as 
widows. It has been asserted that there 
were but four titled American widows in 
England. But the number is far greater, 
and there are nearer twenty-four than 
twelve of them. - ' 

Probably the two most conspicuous and 
socially prominent t them all are the wid- 
owed Duchess of iianchester, who was a 
Miss Yznaga of New Orleans, and Jennie, 
daughter of, Leonard Jerome of New York, 
and who is the relict of Lord Randolph 
Churchill. As such she shares with Lady 
Curzon (née Leiter of Chicago) the dis- 
tinction of belonging to the Royal Order of 
the Imperial Crown of India. For her hus- 
band was Secretary of State for India, just 
in the same way as Lord Curzon is today 
the Viceroy of that great dependency. 

Neither Lady Randolph nor the Duchess of 
Manchester wear any longer those widow's 
weeds which formerly served to enhance 
their good looks. With the disappearance 
of the latter they have reverted to brilliant 
colors. 

Another American widow in England with 
a handle to her name is Lady Abinger, 
daughter of the late Commodore George 
Magruder of the United tSates navy, and 
who married in 1863 the late General Lord 
Abinger. Her son, the present Lord Abinger, 
spent last winter in the United States, and 
was the hero of an escapade at Washington 
which excited a considerable amount of at- 


tention. 
Nor d the widowed Marchioness of 
Anglesey Wear mourning for the late Mar- 


quis, who died a little over a year ago. For 
he behaved so badly to her, deserting her 
for a Russian woman of title, with whom he 
lived until the time of his death, that she 
obtained a judicial separation and makes 
her home in Paris.. She is doubly widowed, 
for before marrying Anglesey she was the 
wife of the Hon. Henry Wodehouse, son 
of the Earl of Kimberley. 

Then there is Lady Burnett, the daughter 
of a New York man of the name of James 
Murphy, and who is the widow of the late 
Sir Thomas Burnett of Crathes Castle, near 
Aberdeen, whose Baronetcy was created by 
King Charles I., and who held his estates 
under a charter signed by King Robert 
Bruce and bearing the date of 1324. 


Lady Kortright, widow of Sir Charles, 
who served 80 years as British Con- 
sul at Philadelphia, is a daughter of the 
late John Richardson, Governor of the Bank 
of North America, in Philadelphia. Lady 
Hornby, daughter of John P. Roberts of 
New York, is the widow of the late Sir 
Edmund Hornby, knighted for his services 
as Chief Judge of the British Supreme Court 
of China and Japan. Then there is Lady 
Lampson, who was a Miss Sibley of Sutton, 
Mass., and who is the widow of the lato 
Sir Curtis Lampson, who received his 
Baronetcy for his services as chairman of 
the Atlantic Cable company in laying the 
first successful transatlantic cable. 

Nor must the name of the Dowager Lady 
Playfair omitted from this list. She is 
the daughter of 8. H. Russell of Boston, 
and married, as his third wife, the late Lord 
Playfair, who was almost as well known in 
this country as in the United Kingdom. 
The widowed Lady Vernon is generally un- 
derstood to have been mentally afflicted for 
some time past, and this being the case it is 
a question whether she is aware that she 
has become a widow. She is a New York 
girl and a daughter of Francie Lawrence. 
Lady Musgrave, daughter of David Dudley 
Field of New York, is the widow of the late 
Sir Anthony Musgrave, who was for so 
many years Governor of Queensland.

‘WHIMSICAL discussion took place

The subject was that of art, and had drif̃t- 
ed to the department of painting, when one 
of the men mentloned the famous canvas of 
Grace Darling by T. Brooks. Then the con- 
yersation slid into a discussion of the He- 
roine of the Farnes.“ when one of the men 
remarked, with a cynical shrug of the shoul- 
gers: But we don't find such characters in 
real life.” 

His companion looked at him in amaze- 
ment. Why.“ he said, I can't imagine 
anything more alive than Grace Darling 

when she grasped an oar and went to the 
rescue of those shipwrecked people on the 
coast.of England, when the chances were 
ten to one she would never come back alive.” 

“Of course,“ replied his companion, ‘‘ you 
ean find lots of such characters in fiction, 
but, I repeat, you don't find them in real 


“You don’t mean to intimate that you 
think Grace Darling a creation of the nov- 
elist? 

“Why certainly; she was a character in 
one of Scott's works, if I remember rightly.” 

The discussion ended in the wager of a 
champagne supper, and the next day one of 

the party was telling the incident to several 
Board of Trade men, and trying to point a 
moral, when one of his listeners interrupted 
with: Well, who was Grace Darling, any- 


way?” 


The moral was smothered in a groan, and 
the man cut his story short, and said that 
his: hearers would probably appreciate the 
history of a cold bottle better than cold 
facts. 

“It is only fifty-one years since a modest lit- 
tle slip of an English girl, who had been born 
in a village on the coast of Northumberland 
and reared on the barren rocks off that 
coast, known collectively as the Farne Isl- 
ands, electrified the civilized world by a 
feat of daring and a display of heroism that 
stands almost matchless in the record of 
brave deeds performed by women. 

In those days newspapers were few, and 
the telegraph was unknown. Consequently 
news traveled with a leaden heel, compared 
with these times. Events that would today 
be flashed throughout the world within a 
few hours, rarely became known beyond 
the confines of a county fifty years ago, and 
heroes were not made in a day, as now. In 
fact, heroes were like epochs—few and far 
between. 


DARLING'S HOME. 


Consequently the achievement of this 
modest little country girl was perforce one 
of startling bravery to have spread to all 
corners of the Christian world and to have 
placed her name almost as high on the scroll 
of fame as that of Jeanne D'Arc. The name 
of Grace Darling is engraved in the history 


of England, in poetry, ih sculpture, in song. 


~ and in Innumerable paintings. 


And still the question is asked’ “And who * 


Was Grace Darling, anyway?“ 

The opportunity that was to show that 
Grace Darling was of heroic mold came on 
Sept. 6. 1838, when she was 22 years old. 
Her father, William Darling, was the keeper 
of the lighthouse on Longstone, the outer 
light of the Farne Islands. Longstone, like 
the other so-called islands of the group, was 
simply a mass of basaltic rock, scantily 
covered here and there with hardy lichen, 
and inhabited, outside of the occupants of 
the lighthouse, by vast flocks of screaming 
sea fowl. 

The steamer Forfarshire, a little vessel 
of about 300 tons, sailed from Hull on its 


regular trip to Dundee on the evening of 


‘Wednesday, Sept. 5, 1838, under the com- 
mand of John Humble. It carried a valu- 
able cargo, twenty-two cabin and nineteen 
steerage passengers, and a crew, making up 
a total of sixty-three souls. 

The Forfarshire was one of the crack 
Steamers of those days and was only two 
years old. But subsequent events disclosed 
the fact that the boilers were out.of order 
and that it was practically unseaworthy. 

Trouble developed almost at the beginning 
of the voyage. When off Flamborough 
Head a serious leak was sprung in one of 
the boilers and the pumps were put to work. 
The leak increased, and soon two of the fires 
Were extinguished. These were relighted, 
however, after some repairs were made, but 
the vessel made little progress, and three 

- Steamers passed it in one day. 
There was growing uneasiness and alarm 


“among the passengers, which increased as 


heavy weather came on Thursday evening 
and the ship approached the danger ground 
of the Farne Islands. It passed through 


the Fairway,“ between the islands and | 
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the mainland, about 6 o'clock on that even- 
ing and entered Berwick Bay about two 
hours later. 

The wind was now blowing a gale from 
the north and the ship was tossing almost 
helpless in the swirling currents that sweep 
between the rocks like a mill race. Efforts 


were made to keep up steam by pumping 


water into the boilers, but it ran out as 
rapidly as it was pumped in, and at 10 
o'clock the fires were extinguished and the 
engines became useless. 


DRIFTING TO DESTRUCTION. 
At that time the ship bore off St. Abd's 


Head and the storm was increasing in fury. 


The sails were hoisted to steady the ship, 
and it managed to keep away from the land 
for awhile. But the currents were too 
strong, and all on board soon saw that the 
ship was becoming unmanageable and was 
being sucked towards the south by the tor- 
rent-like tide, No attempt was made to 
cast anchor, and soon the ship was drifting 
helplessly. The ralf came down in torrents 
and an impenetrable fog enveloped the 
doomed vessel. 3 

So the ship drifted through the night, the 
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found of breakers on a rocky coast coming 
to the ears of the anxious watchers at short 
and shorter intervals. As the gray light 
of dawn, sifted through the fog banks the 
outlook saw breakers close to leeward and 
at the same time the light on Longstone. 
Captain Humble made an effort to run his 
ship between the islands and the mainiand, 
but it would not answer the helm and wat 
tossed about on the crest of the waves like 
a toy ship in a millrace. 

It was evident to all that the end was 
near. The ship was being drawn toa barren 
rock that jutted above the waves, and these 
were breaking over the ship every minute. 
Eyes were turned towards the ght on 
Longstone, but all felt that no boat could 
Hive in those waters and despaired of succor 
from that quarter. 

@ The crew made a rush for a lifeboat and 
lowered it, and many escaped in it. One 
woman jumped for the boat, but was left 
to perish. The Captain's wife was clinging 
to him and other women surrounded him, 
so that he ie. to exert any control 
over his cre -w. | 

The crash came quickly. The ship was 
lifted on the crest. of a monster wave and 
dropped amidships on the ragged edge of 
the rock that descends sheer at that point 
a hundred fathoms deep. The vessel broke 
square in half. 

The Captain and the cabin passengers 
‘were gathered on the stern of the ship, and 
this part was whirled away on the tide, 
while the forward part hung to the rock. 
About a dozen people—passengers and crew— 
were huddled about the anchor windlass, 
and nine of them were tossed on the rock 
when the ship went to pieces and the others 
were thrown into the Pifa Gut and swept 
to death in the wake of the Captain, his wife, 
and the cabin passengers. The group on the 
rock was composed of five members of the 
crew and four passengers, including Sarah 
Dawson, a weaver’s wife. At her feet lay 
the bodies of her two babes, who had been 
killed in her arms. 


HOPE GROWS DIM. | 


As the light grew stronger the castaways

Then an object moved and the girl made 
out through the glass that several people 
were on the rock. The girl ran to her fa- 
ther's room and told him of her discovery. A 
chronicler of the time described the condi- 
tions in these words: A mist hovered over 
‘the island; and, though the wind had some- 
what abated its violence, the sea, which even 
in the calmest weather is never at rest 
among the gorges between these iron pin- 
nacles, still raged fearfully.”’ 

The old lightkeeper looked over the tumult 
of waters and shook his head. He was a 
brave and daring man, but he knew the ter- 
rible risk to an open boat in that sea. With 
four stout men at the oars there would be a 


‘fighting chance to reach the castaways, but 


a single pair of oars could never do it. 


GRACE VOLUNTEERS. 


But I can handle an oar,”’ said Grace, 
“and perhaps you and I can reach them on 
the ebb tide.“ There was a gentle pleading 
in the girl's voice, but the father looked at 
her slight, almost delicate form and again 
shook his head. 

“We can't stand here and see those neo- 
ple perish before our eyes, urged the girl, 
and this time there was the determined 
ring of a fixed purpose in her voice. 

The lightkeeper felt it, and he made a cnre- 
ful survey of the water through his glass. 
As Grace had said, the ebb tide was flowing 
swiftly, and he calculated that it. would 
sweep their boat under the lee of a chain of 
rocks half a mile away. At the same time 
the waters were being churned. into hills 
of foam, and it would require not only skill 
but strength even to Keep the head of the 
boat with the current. The old man stin 
hesitated, but the girl became more in- 
sistént. The lightkeeper pointed out that 
even if they succeeded in reaching the cast- 
aways the tide would turn before they could 
sturt back, and then they would only perish 
with the others. ; 

But,“ urged Grace, there are seamen 
there, and they will bring the boat back 

The girl appealed to her mother, and she 
reluctantly expressed the “hope” that 
they might succeed. 

The father said no more, but walked to the 
lifeboat, followed by the mother and daugh- 
ter. With the assistance of the mother the 
boat was launched, the lightkeeper taking 
the bow oar. The iife craft was whirled 
on its mission of mercy by the tide, Grace 
and her father bending all their strength 
towards keeping its nose to the waves. 

The woman on Longstone watched the 
progress of the boat with straining eyes, 
and with a sob of relief saw it enter the 
comparatively calm water under the lee of 
tho chain of rocks, half way to its destina- 
tion. At about the same moment the cast- 
aways saw the black speck approaching 
them as it appeared at intervals on the foam 
cap of a wave. | 

In a little time the anxious, straining cyes 
made out the black speck to be a lifeboat, 
and a feeble cheer went up in greeting. But 
as the boat drew near and it was seen that 
a woman wielded the stern oar an axclama- 
tion of astonishment broke from the ship- 
wrecked people. Old salts exclaimed that 
it was impossible, but their eyes told them 
it was true. 5 


BACK TO SAFETY. 


As the boat swung up to the wreck 
warned the castaways—there were nine of 
them—that it could not take them all off at 
one time, but they did not heed the warning, 
and there was a rush for the boat. Darling 
sprang to the rock and pushed the boat off 
with his foot. He knocked some reason into 
the terror-stricken, half-starved, and haif- 
frozen people by threatening to knock some 
of the men down if they did not obey orders. 

The woman. Dawson, and four men 


| were taken into the boat, and the return trip

Four seamen rowed back to the wreck over 
the same course that Grace and her father 
had taken, and had a hard battle with the 
waves to bring off the other survivors. Later 
in the day a lifeboat, manned by ten men, 
came out from the mainland and could not 
return, so that over twenty people were 
crowded into the lightkeeper’s little cottage 
until taken off three days later. 

And that is the story of the exploit that 
brought fame and the offer of fortune to 
Grace Darling, the Heroine of the Farnes.“ 
The story spread throughout England within 
a few days, and eventually throughout the 
world. Thousands of people made pligrim- 
ages to the Northumberland coast, and-hun- 
dreds took the trip to Longstone to see the 
girl who had risked her life to save strangers. 

But through all the adulation poured out 
to her Grace remained the same quiet, mod- 
est, self-possessed young woman she had 
been before she became famous. In fact. she 
could not understand why people insisted 
upon making a heroine of her. She once said 
to her mother: I simply did my duty; don't 
every one do the same?’ 


HEROINE’S DEATH. 


The Duke and Duchess of Northumber- 
land invited her and her father to Alnwick 
Castle and presented Grace with a gold 
watch, which she wore with pride when re- 
ceiving visitors. The President of the Hu- 
mane: society gave her a silver teapot and 
the society a vote of thanks, and hundreds 
of gifts were sent her by strangers. A 
public subscription of £700 was raised and 
put in trust for her. Alleged portraits of 
the heroine were sold by the tens ot thou- 
sands, and several theatrical managers of- 
fered her what was considered enormous 
sums at that time to simply sit in a boat on 
the stage while plays built on the. incident 
of the rescue were enacted. She received 
many offers of marriage, but dedlined ull 
these, as well as the proffers of fortune. 

Grace was visited by Willlam Howitt, the 
poet, who wrote this description of her: 
‘Her figure is by no means striking; quite 
the contrary, but her face is full of sense. 
modesty, and genuine goodness—and that 
is just the character she. bears. Her 
prudénce delights one. We are charmed 
that she should have so well supported the 
brilliancy of her humane deed. It is con- 
firmative of the notion. that such actions 
must spring from genuine heart and mind.”’ 

Grace Darling did not long survive the 
incident that had brought her fame. With- 
in two years she became a victim to con- 
sumption. She was taken to several places 
on the mainiand and was attended by phys!- 
clans sent by the Duchess of Northumber- 
land, but she died at the home of her sister, 
at Bamborough, on Oct. 20, 1842, where an 
imposing tomb was erected to her memory. 


SCENE OF WRECK. 


The Farnes, where Grace Darling's ex- 
ploit took place, are a group of islands on 
the coast of Northumberland, varying in 
number from fifteen to about twenty-five, 
according to the state of the tide, a number 
of them being invisible at high water. The 
following are their names, as contained in a 
curious ancient record of their sea! fiskery, 
quoted by the Rev. Mr. Raine in his His- 
tory of Durham“: Houselands, Two-Wide- 
Opens, Longstone, Meggstone, Knivestone, 
Crumstone, Dxscar, Staple Land, Swedman, 
‘Noxes, Two Scarcars, Brownsman, Two 
Wamsees, Harkers, Nameless Rock, Clove 
Carr Rock, and Blue Capp. 

The Farne, or House Island (the principal 
in point of size), is situated about two miles 
and a half from the land, to which it pre- 
sents a perpendicular front of about forty 
feet in height. 

The Staple Island, or Pinnacles, one of the 
most remarkable of the group, is character- 
ized by three striking. basaltic columns of 

perpendicularly

from the sea, not far from each other ata 
distance from the island of about twenty 
yards. 

The islands have for centuries been cele- 
brated for the immense numbers of water 
fowl by which they are frequented. The 
whole cf the islands belonged in ancient 
times to the prior and convent of Durham. 


| Farne Island is a place of great interest to 


the historian and the antiquarian, from its 
celebrity as a holy retreat in the early ages 
of Christianity. St. Cuthbert died here A. 
D. 686, having resigned the Bishopric of 
Lindisfarne, or Holy Island, two years de- 
fore. 

However sedentary in his habits the Saint 
may have been in his lifetime, he was yet, 
*in the choice of his sepulchre,” to use the 
words of Sir Walter Scott, one of the most 
mutable and unreasonable saints in the cal- 
endar.“ for his body, after its interment at 


Lindisfarne, was carried through a long 


course of years to at least a dozen temporary 
resting places in England and Scotland, until 
at length he found a permanent abode at 
Durham. 


MONKS’ RETREAT. 


From the period of St. Cuthbert, who had 
sanctified it by a Hfe of pliety,“ says Mr. 
Raine, ‘‘ Farne became a favorite place 
of resort to those monks of Lindisfarne who 
were anxious to imitate his example and 
fight the battle of faith under his sup- 
posed tutelage and protection. To those

Farne certainly afforded an excellent place 
for retirement and meditation. Here the 
prayer for the repose of the hermit could 
only be interrupted by the scream of the 
water fowl or the roaring of the wind and 
the waves; not ynfrequently, perhaps, would 
be heard the thrilling cry of distress from a 
ship breaking to pieces on the iron shore 
of the island, but this would still more ef- 
fectually wean the recluse from the world 


by teaching him a practical lesson of the 


vanity of man in the world and his opera- 
tions, when compared with the mfkhty works 
of that being who rides on the whirlwind 
and directs the storm.“ 

Through the channels of the smaller 
islands the sea rushes with great force, 
and many a shipwreck of which there is 
no record must have happened here in for- 
mer times, when no beacon existed to guide 
the mariner in his path through the deep,

CUTHBERT’S MIRACLES. 


Many legends still exist in Northimber- 
land concerning St. Cuthbert, and ft la relat- 
ed that Grace Darling was a firm believer in 
them. Here is one of the miracles ascribe 
to St. Cuthbert by Reginald, a monk o 
Durham, who compiled a collection of these 
marvelous stories about the year 1150. In 
those days, according to popular belief, the 
saint frequently condescended to leave his 
mansion of peace in heaven and succor who 
invoked his aid, and the following ts only 
one of a series of reputed migacles in con- 
nection with Farne: 

“Once upon a time,” says Reginald, “a 
ship was sailing past tho island over a smooth 
sea. The sailors were letting down their 
nets from time to time, and all were amus- 
ing themselves with angling. All was ease 
and happiness. But suddenly a storm arose, 
the more appalling because unforeseen, and 
such was the violence of the billows that 
the ship at one time was elevated into the 
sky upon the top of a wave, and in the next 
moment was lost in the hollow of the deep 


abyss, which seemed to penetrate into the 


bowels of the earth. 

In the meantime the cold became so in- 
tense as literally to freeze up the limbs of 
the sailors. The sails had disappeared in the 
wind, the mast had been carried away, and 
the planks of the vessel were quitting their 
places. No one could hold an oar, and the 
rudder could no longer perform its duty, so 
that the ship was tossed to and fro like 
the shell of an egg upon the waves. All hope 
of life was gone, and the sailors were mo- 
8 expecting death in profound si- 
ence, 


APPEAL TO SAINT. 


At last, however, some of the men be- 
thought themselves of St. Cuthbert. Many 
of them had been bred and born within his 
territory. and all of them had repeatedly 
heard of his sanctity and his miracles. To 
him, therefore, they addressed their voices 
and their hearts, and beating their sinful 
breasts implored his aid in tears, when, be- 
hold! the venerable Bishop himself, Cuth- 
bert the saint, appeared to them in a bodily 
form, visible and palpable, and took his seat 
at the prow of the vessel as its steersman. 

„He was richly clothed in pontifical robes 
and wore a splendid miter upon his head; 
and never before had mortal eye witnessed a 
sight of such grace and beauty. All danger 
now disappeared. The saint stretched out 
his pastoral staff over the waves and the 
ship glided with the ease of a bird over the 
boiling and raging billows. — 

„The water rose in indignation mountain 
high by its sides, but still it glided gently 
on in a straight line, without let or hin- 
drance. Cuthbert now addressed the as- 
tonished men, and told them his name, and 
bid them take heart, and promised to bring 
them safe to land. Farne was soon in sight, 
and they saw in the distance the church of 
Lindisfarne. But the miracle does not end 
here. Cuthbert, by his mighty power, com- 
pelled the ship to make a bound upon the 
dry land, so that the men were upon no 
necessity of wetting their feet upon the 
shore. And when he had performed this 
mighty work, he exclaimed, ‘I have done 
the deed,’ and straightway, vanishing from 
their eyes, he returned to his mansion of

The Director of the Mint confidently 
dicts that the world’s output of gold in 


1900 will not be less than $400,000,000. Tq 


order to realize the extraordinary signig. 
cance of this statement, it is necessary 0 
refer to the figures on this subject for the 
last few years, when it is found that ip 
1890 the world’s production of the yellow 
metal amounted to only $118,850,000. Thus 
it appears that in a single decade the an. 
nual yield has nearly trebled. Not unt 
1896 did it pass, by a small margin, ths 
$200,000,000 mark, and the record of $287. 
500,000 for 1898 was deemed asto 

Unquestionably, however, it will jump ts 
about $3840,000,000 for 1899, and the esti. 
mate of $400,000,000 for the last twelvemonth 
of the century is not at all excessive, 


Veritable Glut of Gold. 


Not the wildest dreamer ten years 
would have thought of such an outflow of 
‘the standard of value asa conceivable possi. 
bility. It is a veritable glut of gold, and 
there seems to be every prospect of a stead. 
ly continuing increase, so that twenty years 
hence the annual gold production of the 
world may reach something lke 8800 000 
Students of these matters say tha it is A. 
cult to see how such vast amounts of the 
precious stuff can be absorbed indefinitely, 
and it is even conceivable that in the not d= 
tant future the mints of the civilized nation 
will be obliged to restrict its free coinage 
Most impressive is the statement that 
1900 there will be in this country $13.50 work 
of gold for every human inhabitant, wie 
only twenty-six years ago the supply per 
capita was but $3.23. 

There is no mystery as to what becomes ot 
all this gold. About $70,000,000 per annum 
is used in the arts, chiefly in the manufacture 
of jewelry, and the utilization of the metal 
for such purposes is steadily growing. The 
rest of it, barring a small percentage of loss 
by shipwrecks, abrasion in circulation, ete, 
goes to increase the stocks held by various 
nations. Russia comes. next to the United 
States in respect to the amount of gold she 
has, the sum being about $300,000,000, She 
has been hoarding it gradually for a great 
many years, mainly as a provision against 
the always expected conflict with England, 
and in the same way Germany has put away 
immense sums of yellow coin in what she

Germany comes third in the list of nations 
in respect to her stock of gold, which’ 
amouuts to about $870,000,000. Next after 
her is France, with $450,000,000; Austria- 
Hungary has $250,000,000, and Italy $225,- * 
000,000, The total world’s stock of the metal 
at the present time is pretty close upon 
$5,000,000,000, without including the enor- 
mous hoards of India, in regard to which 80 
little is accurately known. . 

This is a quantity so vast as not easily to 
be grasped by the human mind, but it fs 
more easily comprehended when explanation 
is made that it would compose 75,000 solid 
blocks, edch one foot cube, of the pure stuff, 
Put into a single mass it would form one block 
forty-two feet long, forty-two feet high, and 
forty-two feet wide. This great block would 
weigh 7,432 long tons, and, ifit were chopped 
up into fragments of 200 pounds each, ne 
fewer than $3,250 strong men, each burdened 
with one such lump, would be required & 
transport it. 

Since the discovery of America about 
$9,000,000,000 worth of gold has been pre 
duced in the world, and the metal is now 
being turned out at the rate of two pound 
for every minute inthe year. Unfortuna 
a considerable fraction of the gold suppiy 
the world is as guod as lost by being hoard@® 
in India, whither it continually flows, disap 
pearing there as a stream that is drank 
in the dry sand of the desert. During 
period of sixty-one years, from 1837 to 18% 
India imported $738,620,000 worth of gold 
more than she exported, and all of that 
gigantic sum is now concealed in the hoards 
of the natives. 

In early days, up to the time of the com 
quest and occupation of the country by th 
British, property in India was protected OF 
no efficient safeguurds, and the people got 
into such a confirmed habit of burying ané 
otherwise hiding their treasures that tiery 
are never likely to get over it, and it is quia 
as strong with them now asit was ancien 
The native Princes and potentates, not lem.

prey to petty warfare among rival rules 
and so at the present time the rajahs ef 
the most inveterate of misers.

Moreover, scholarship is granted her 
at the outset, covering her tuition, so that 
she need only provide her daily bread and 
butter.

To the girl gifted with her pencil the copy- 
ing of Gibson pictures means an income, 
moderate but assured. For Gibson girls 
must hang on every wall, and Gibson men 
look down from every chimney place. Few 
girls possess the necessary skill to draw 
them, and the limited supply keeps the 
prices from falling low. In leisure moments, 
too, the self-supporting artistic student may 
paint picture frames, blotters, illustrate her 
own rhymes, write birthday verses on order, 
or make Christmas and Easter cards. In

Another method of earning money at- 
tractive to the poor girl who pines for ex- 
ercise is to form a dancing class. Without 
at least a passing knowledge of dancing, a 
girl finds herself at a disadvantage in many 
college entertainments. Usually, too, the 
freshmen are given a reception and dance 
by one of the upper class, and it is for a 
few weeks before this festivity that the 
dancing teachers reap their richest harvest. 
The fee for each pupil is so small that it 
excludes no one, but the larger number in a 
class makes this low charge possible. To 
a spectator, nevertheless, watching one of 
the patient teachers day after day wrestling 
with the refractory feet of awkward fresh- 
men, it seems as if her daily bread were 
earned literally as Adam was told to win his. 
Before the junior prom, too, which crops

Newspaper correspondence and occasional 
work for the magazine helps along the girl 
whose ambitions are literary. For the girl 
who kes out-of-door work there is also a 
profession, though one not widely patronized, 
which will keep her in the open air from 
morn to dewy eve. This branch of business 
is catching things for the biological 
girls; they must have frogs, and tadpoles, 
and grasshoppers, and other creatures that 
fly or crawl. But it is only when a student is 
reduced to the lowest depths of poverty that 
she can bring herself to sit three or four 
hours by a frog pond trying to catch one of 
the croaking monsters, or that she will 
search the grase for beetles and bugs and 
pounce upon the unsuspecting grasshopper, 
who is likely to be unpleasant to handle.

Wrecks of the Paris and Mo- 
hegan Attributed to Offi- 
cial Negligence. 


OF OLD TIMES. 


N view of the disposition which prevails 
on both sides of the Atlantic to ascribe 
the stranding of the Paris on Sunday 
last, as also the loses of the Mohegan last 

i autumn, to the neglect of Trinity House 
to provide for the proper lighting and buoy- 
1 ing of the most dangerous portion of the 
| 65 Cornish coast, a good many ‘inquirles are 
. being made as to what the Trinity House 
really is. It is in response to these demands 
for information on the subject and for the 
benefit of landemen that the following brief 
Sketch is given of an institution the name 
4 ‘of which for at least 200 years past has been 
familiar to every sea ng man: 
Trinity House is one of the oldest of those 
Gepartments of the British government 
which are virtually independent both of the 
* National Treasury and of the crown, and 
‘which manage their finances without the in- 
‘terference or supervision of Parliament. 
In the same way that the College of Her- 
‘glde is permitted to maintain ftself in ex- 
ietence by means of charging heavy fees for 
the registration of titles, for grants of ar- 
morial bearings, for genealogical research- 
es, and for the management of state func- 
tions, so has the Trinity House been ahowed 
during more than three centuries to raige an 
enormous revenue by levying pilotage and 
lighthouse dues on an vessels entering 
British ports. In return for this Trinity 
House has undertaken ever since its founda- 
tion to maintain and erect lighthouses, to 
place buoys, and to furnish efficient pilots 
in all British ports and British waters, 
whether at home or abroad. 
Founded by King Hal. 

King Henry VIII., that royal Blue 
— the state church of 
England. that must be ascribed the origin 
of Trinity House. ‘True, there are traditions 
to show that the institution was in existence 
previous to that date under a different 
name. But it was bluff King Hal who first 

granted the charter of incorporation to what 
was then a guild of pilots, seamen, and 
mariners at Deptford Strond, in the County 
of Kent. The deed of incorporation recites 
that it was granted by Henry VIII. in sign 
of the sincere and entire love and likewise 
devotion which we have and bear towards 
the most glorious and undividable trinity,” 
and as a further sign of his royal favor the 
monarch placed under the direct control of 
the guild all the royal dockyards and na- 
tional arsenals then in existence. The cor- 
ration narrowly escaped dissolution dur- 
— the two successive reigns, but developed 
when Elizabeth came to the throne, the pow- 
ers of the corporation being considerably 
enlarged by the Virgin Queen. : 

Its importance may be gathered from the 
fact that it undertook in the early part of 
the seventeenth century to put down piracy, 
while it was intrusted with the direction of 
the construction and designing of ships, as 

well as with the responsibility of surveying 
them when built, hired, or purchased by the 
government. 

It determined the size and equipment of 
every fleet that left British shores, and, in 
the words of a historian of those days, “ not 
a gun, not a charge of powder, nor a round 
of shot was placed on board any vessel, 
whether belonging to the government or not, 
without a Trinity House certificate.”’ 


Mayflower Was Rejected. 
Incidentally it may be mentioned that in 
1617 a vessel named the Mayflower was of- 
fered for sale to the government, but was 
rejected as unfit for the public service, and 
: on the report of the brethren of the Trinity 
House. While there is nothing positively 
known on the subject, yet there is much 
circumstantial evidence to show that it wag 
this same ship, thus rejected by the crown, 
which subsequently brought the Pilgrim 
to this country.

ati : folk. The lighthouses and beacons which 
HE had existed until that time owed their ex- 
11 istence and maintenance to private munifi- 
1 cence, the majority of them having been 
WA kept up by great nobles, abbeys situated 
| along the seacoast, and. y the municipali- 
ies of seaport towns. In fact, it was not 
until 1836, that is, just a year before Queen 
Victoria came to the throne, that Trinity 
House was authorized by Parliament to 
 @ffect a compulsory purchase of all the light- 
houses on British coasts, it being rightly 
held that private ownership of these beacons 
Was detrimental to efficient service, and 
that the control of the entire system of light- 
ing and buoying should be vested in the 
hands of one responsible dopartment. 


Pensioned Poor Mariners. 

Curfously enough, Oliver Cromwell fell 
foul of the corporation, and deprived it of 
most of its prerogatives, which were only 
restored and enlarged after the restoration 

_ by King Charles II., thanks to the influence 
5 of Pepys, the author of the famous Diary.“ 
who, as a reward for his services in the 
matter, was admitted to the ranks of a 
younger brother of the guild. 

King Charles likewise gave the right to 
the corporation of levying on shipping dues 
additional to those which it had until then 

wit imposed, for the relief of poor mariners 
11 and seafaring men, without accounting to 
ua the crown.“ That the corporation fulfilled 
the obligations thus imposed upon it is 
shown by the fact that in the early portion 
of the present reign it had on its books some 

10,000 pensioners. besides some 3.000 chil- 
- dren, the latter, I need hardly add, being the 
0 offspring of men who had lost in the serv- 
I fj ice of their country either their lives or the 
ait i power of earning their daily bread. 

In 1854, however, when by the merchant 
shipping act the constitution of Trinity 
House was placed upon a new footing, it 

. was relieved of a good deal of its charita- 
„ dle work, while the sphere df its operations 
1 was restricted to a great extent to the all- 

ag important task of lighting and buoying the 
British coasts and waters. Trinity House 
still, however, maintains some interesting 
old almshouses in the Mile End road, where 
a limited number of pensioners are lodged 
and maintained.

How vast are the present responsibilities 
of Trinity House in connection with the light-

Nes parts of the world may be gathered from 

the fact that there are close upon 900 

lights along the coasts of the British Isles 

alone. In additicn to these there is a large 
fieet of lightships, no less than four of 
these lonely craft being anchored on the

number of sirens to form a concert loud 

enough to deafen an entire metropolis. Be- 
sides these thereare several thousand buoys 
of great variety ef form and color, some of 
them furnished with automatic whistles,

wanted something odd and rich inthe way 
of a lace gown. She purchased heavy cream 
net with wide meshes the size of a pea. - It 
was not expensive, and she had it made over 
cream silk with a tunic overlapping in front. 
All about’ the edges were little frills half 
an inch deep of cream white ribbon, and 
above the ribbon were large ecru lace flowers 
cut out and applied gracefully. The girl 
applied these flowers herself, and the effect 
was extremely beautiful and unusual, as the 
flowers were of a deeper shade than the net, 
and the eontrast was smart. These flowers 
were applied all over the bodice and sleeves, 
and there were wired bows of violet silk 
drawn through plain gold buckles for trim- 
ming. 

This is an excellent idea in making a 
lace garment to buy net or slightly sprigged 
lace and thenat the edges or about the bodice 
apply large flowers and leaves cut from 
other web lace, of which only a yard per- 
haps is required from which to cut the 
flowers. Any one can do this who is at all 
clever with the needle or is accustomed to 
fancy work. The flowers should not be ap- 
plied till after the garment is cut and 
fitted, and then they can be applied over 
seams and all. Sometimes the flowers are 
made to run up on the seams trailing to 
small leaves or tendrils at the top, or they 
may be massed on the front of the skirt 
alone, with other masses on the tops of the 
sleeves and on the yoke of the bodice. Some 
people apply black lace flowers and leaves 
to ecru or cream lace or net, with rich effect.

banquets, which surpass in the excellence of 
the fare and in the perfection of the grand 
old wines those of most of the city com- 
panies. 

The chair at these banquets is invariably 
taken by the Master, who today, as in times 
past, is a Prince of the blood, the present 
head of the institution being the Duke of 
York, who succeeded his sailor uncle, the 
Duke of Edinburg, when the latter ascended 
to the German throne of Coburg and Gotha.

to the financial admidstration of the cor- 
poration, since a widespread impression 
prevails to the effect that if the Trinity 
House brethren have enough money for 
banquets they ought to have sufficient 
funds in their treasury to pay for the proper 
buoying of so dangerous a spot as the 
Manacle rocks. | 

It is doubtful, however, whether the pres- 
ent generation will live to see any reform of 
Trinity House. John Bull, in spite of his 
common sense, is so much of a conservative 
that he prefers old institutions, ever if 
faulty, to anything brand new, or to any 
interference with the historical past. This 
conservatism is, indeed, the keynote of his 
c cter.

INSECTS USED 
FOR FOOD. 


Places Where Locust 
Plagues Are Looked 
Upon as Blessings. 


BEETLES INALLSTYLES 


AN is what he eats,” says an old 
proverb. Modernized, this an- 
clent adage may be construed 
to mean that the material needs 

| of a people denote the ratio of its 
intellectual development. The trapper and 
hunter who lives in the wilderness has not 

80 many requirements as the average Chi- 

vcagoan. What the one enjoys is disgusting 

to the other; what agrees with the one 
nauseates the other. Thus it is not ad- 
visable to recommend on general principles 
insects as diet. But why is it not the cus- 
tom among the denizens of a metropolis to 
make a meal of locusts and maggots? Be- 

cause they are not appetizing? Is it not a 
fact, on the other hand, that Indian birds’ 
nests, frog legs, excrements of snipe and 

snails, aux truffes, are highly prized den- 

‘cacies?. Just think of the courage (or 

hunger) of the first man who ate lobster or 

oysters! 

Looked upon from this standpoint, is it not 
folly to wonder about the Arabs because 
they eat locusts and to be laughed at by 
them because we eat crabs, lobster, and 
oysters? In our cultural development in- 
sects have not become a form of diet, though 
with some of the most cultured ancients 
they were much liked, and in exotic coun- 
tries they are today even a much appre- 
clated article of food. 

Among the bugs the first place as delicacy 
is taken by the phim bug, somewhat of a 
creature as our Colorado potato bug. Its 
larva jives in the marrow of the palm tree 
and reaches the size of half an inch. It 
has been highly prized in the Indies for 
centuries. Reaumier speaks of an ancient 
Indian King, who served his Greek guests 
for dessert, instead of fruit, a worm taken 
from a plank and roasted, probably the 
larva of the palm bug. ‘The Greeks, who 
partook of this delicacy, are loud in its 
praise. The “cossus,’ of which Pliny 
speaks, and which was fattened with flour 
by the gourmands of the Roman empire, 
was in all probability the horned beetle of 


today. 
Found in Decaying Wood. 
Today a similar bug, or rather the larva 
‘of one, us cervicornis, which is found 
in South America in decaying wood, ts not 
only eaten by the natives of those countries 
dut also by the acclimated whites. It is dis- 
emboweled, washed, and roasted in olive 
oll, and ts said tb be a veritable delicacy 
in this shape. Similar to this is the larva 
of Lamia kribulus, a horned beetle found 
in Africa. All the bugs of this family have 
large and fat larve. 
But not only larve of bugs, even the fully 


the reputation of making lean people stout, 

and which is eaten broiled in butter. The 

cynic, of course, may say that the butter 

has as much to do with the fattening process 
of the bug. The reader may decide this as 

suits him best. Not so far back Europeans 
ate cockchafers, stewed in sugar, like burned | 
almonds. Much simpler do some of the boys 

in certain parts of Germany at the present 
day, who eat the May bugs whole and un- 
adulterated and who assert that they taste 

Ike hazlenuts. and can be obtained with far 

less trouble. May-bug soup is eaten in some 

parts of Germany today and is said to have 

great medicinal properties as an anti-rheu- 

matic remedy. 

The order of lepidoptere, or butterfly, 
furnishes few, if any, for food, probably 
because the small and hairy body is too in- 
significant, but the larva and caterpillar, 
of which some are of great size, have found 
admirers among eaters. Chief among the 
latter are the natives of Australia, who have 
caterpillar soup and a sort of stew made 
from the larva of the butterfly. The frugal 
Chinese, the originators of silk manufact- 
ure from the cocoon of the silkworm, eat 
the chrysalis after the silk has been re- 
moved, and no less arn authority than Dar- 
win commends a Chinese caterpillar soup 
and a cocoon stew as an excellent dish. 


Where They Eat Bees. 

The order of hymerioptera. or insects 
with membranous wings, also furnishes 
some members and products which are 
eaten. No reference is had here to the honey 
furnished by the busy bees, and which prob- 
ably would be refuged by nobody, but to the 
bees themselves. They are eaten this dav 
in Ceylon, by acclimated whites as well as 
by the natives, and they are said to be not 
only nourishing but quite tasty. More im- 
portant than the bees, however, are the ants. 
In some parts of Europe the red forest ant is 
eaten, or at least chewed, and is said to have 
a fine, aromatic taste which revives the 
tired traveler. In Sweden ants are im- 
mersed in brandy to give the latter a fine 
aromatic flavor. But the most diversified 
methods of preparing ants for food are fourd 
in the South American States. Humboldt 
reports that the natives along the Rio Negro 
eat the Sauba, a form of large ant quite 
common there, as a great delicacy, partic- 
ularly the female Sauba during the period ot 
gestation. The hind part of the body is 
eaten raw with a bit of salt. If the catch of 
ants has been so large that the insects can- 
not be consumed at once, the ants are roast- 
ed and preserved in salt, or they are mashed 
and formed into pies, which, also preserved 
in salt, are a favorite dish for the natives 
the year around. 

A similar report is made by Rengper. ae 
Dutch scientist, according to whom’ the nu- 
tives of Paraguay eat the hind part of the 
body of the Isau ant, which, being of about 
the size of a pea, is said to taste like the 
kernel of a hazelnut if eaten raw, and like 
burned almonds if roasted and immersed in 
sirup. But the old world had its ant-eaters 
also. Nicolas Venetus, an Italian author, 
writes of the Akokes, an East Indian people, 
which devoured ants prepared in pepper 
sauce. 

Of the flies little ig known as an article of 
food, unless it be in the regulation boarding- 
„house in summer time, when people all aver 
the world eat more or less flies—unknowing- 
ly, however. Same enthusiasts on cheese 
maintain that cheese mites are really the 
best part of the cheese. This is, probabiy,

Flies Not Popular. 


Of the order of neuroptera, net-win — 
sects, the termit or winged ant — an 
important article of food for several African 
tribes. The Hottentots eat termites both 
raw and broiled, and the Senegalese also 
look upon this insect as a favorite dish. 
There the termites are mostly caught when 
they swarm. At this time millions of them 
settle upon shallow waters, when they are 
fished up and slowly broiled in earthen pots 
until they are done to a turn. Then they are 
eaten without condiments, and Sweathman 
an English scientist, asserts that they taste 
like almond meringue. 

Among the order of orthoptera, or straight- 
winged insects, the common locust furnishes 
as an article of food for many tribes some 
restitution for the enormous damage it does 
to vegetation.. The Bible tells us of the 
Jews and of John the Baptist that they ate 
locusts, usually with the seasoning of honey 
from wild bees. Strabo, the Roman histo- 
rian, reports that some Ethiopian tribes, on 
account of their fondness for locusts 
{acridia] were named Acridophages. Pliny 
reports that the Parthians preferred fried. 
locusts to any other dish. From more mod- 
ern times Frederick Hasselquist, e Russian 
physician and traveler, reports anent a trip 
to Palestine, undertaken in 1749, that the 
Arabs, first during a famine and subse- 
quently because they liked it, dried locusts 
over slow fires and then pulverized the in- 
sects. This locust flour was made with 
water into a dough and then baked. He as- 
serts that this cake or bread has almost the 
same taste as oatmeal bread, which cannot 
be wondered at because of the fact that oat- 
flelds seem to be the favorite prey of the 
locusts. At least, they leave other vegeta- 
tion alone so long as oats may be devoured. 

Sparrmann, who lived at the Cape of Good 
Hope during the last years of the e'ghteenth 
century, and who traveled extensively in 
Africa, states that the Hottentots rejoice 
when their country is visited by a locust 
plague, though the voracious insects devour 
every bit of vegetation. The Hottentots eat 
locusts like the civilized world eats oysters, 
“in every style.“ They also prepare a 
brown soup from the eggs, which in flavor 
and nourishment is said to vie with the tur- 
tle soup of a London Alderman. 

The Despised Locust. : 

In Morocco at this time entire wagon loads 
of locusts are brought to the market in Fez, 
because they form a regular article of food 
for the Moors who inhabit this part of north 
Africa. Here, also, the locusts are eaten in 
every style, pickled, salted, simply dried, 
smoked, or in any other possible way, ex- 
cept raw. The negroes on the northern coast 
of Africa prefer locusts to pigeons and they 
eat from 200 to 300 at a sitting. They remove 
head, wings, and legs, boil them for half an 
hour in water, then add salt and pepper, and 
fry them in vinegar. In a similar way lo- 
custs are prepared at other points in 
and in Asia. rved in salt pickle they 
form a staple article of commerce. Locusts 
in Africa are also compressed, when fresh, 
in barrels, and are then dished out like but- 
ter at meal times. |
